Big Shoe Factory and Car Shops 
Burned at Newburyport. 


OUTSIDE CITIES RENDERED AID. 


enced here yesterday. The Newburyport 
Car company’s works, the Burley & 
Stevens boot and shoe factory and John P. 
Leary’s dwelling were destroyed, while 
the Eagle House was so badly burned that 
the building is little better than a charred 
shell. Several other places were scorched. 

The direct loss is estimated in round 
numbers at $200,000. Beyond this, there 
will be the loss of wages to several hun- 
dred employes, who, at the best, will be 
idle for some weeks. 

The location of the flre ison the north 
side of Merrimac street, with the Merrimac 
river and its wharves in close proximity to 
the back of the buildings swept away by 
the flames. 

The cause was the explosion of an oil 
stove used for heating purposes in the car 
company’s office. ‘he explosion occurred 
during the brief absence of Charles Brown, 
who was there alone.

Newburyport has but three engines, but 
they did splendid work. Valuable assist- 
ance was rendered by the tug Ubhler, re- 
cently fitted with a pump for fire use, and 
when the three out-of-town companies 
added their strength the fighting force 
began to make itself felt. 

The Scarcity of Water 
was felt badly. The city supply gave out 
at the outset almost, and the engine com- 
panies had to fall back on the old reservoir 
and river. 

At the beginning the Burley & Stevens 
factory pump was started, and poured out 
a terrific volume of water, holding the fire 
fairly in check. But the well in connec- 
tion was dry in eight minutes, and, with 
no way to reach the river, nothing more 
could be done. 

The car shops burned were two-story and 
covered about 8000 square feet. Before the 
outside engines could reach the scene, the 
Burley & Stevens building was one furious 
blaze. It was over 800 feet long, about 50 
wide and seven stories high. The specta- 


Among the incidents of the fire was the 
fall of Pipeman James Delano from a lad- 
der, breaking his collar bone. Herbert 
Currier had one hand badly cut by falling 


Burley & Stevens estimate their loss at 
fully $175,000; that far exceeds the insur- 
ance. Considerable new machinery and 
stock had recently been put in that was 
notinsured. The company manufactured 
boots and shoes for both men and women.

Mr. Morton 
said:

Train Wreckers Cared Not How Many 
Lives Were Sacrificed. 


AWFUL JOB WAS COOLLY PLANNED 


Confession of a Conscience- 
Stricken Criminal. 


MILWAUKEE, Nov. 1.—A special to The 


Wisconsin from Merrill says that whole- |, 


sale murder and robbery were the motives 
of the recent train wrecking on the ‘Soo’ 

road. Two men charged with the murder 
of the man who lost his life were given @ 
hearing yesterday and were held for trial. 
One of the prisoners confessed, and it is 
now known what prompted the wreckers 
to derail the Boston limited near Heafford 
Junction on the night of Oct. 7. 

Fireman Cottrill was killed in the 
wreck. Leavitt Hazelton, the man who 
confessed, is only 20 years old. Frank 
Williams, his companion, denies any 
knowledge of the wrecking. Hazelton 
says he spent a week sawing the piles and 
stringers of the bridge. They sought to 
killeyeryone aboard the train and then 
rob the gafe in the express car. 

Hazelton’s Story. 

It was last Friday that Hazelton signi- 
fled his desire to confess. His statement 
was taken before Ed Klutze, notary pub- 
lic, in the presence of Sheriff Payser, 
District Attorney Anderson and F. X. 
Holze. Hazelton said: 

“About dark we set to work with the, 
purpose of wrecking @ passenger train, 80 
we could rob the express car. We ex- 
pected the wreck would be much worse 
than it was. We expected that the cars 
would be all thrown from the track, 
smashed up and the passengers and train 
crew al! killed, so that we would have no 
one to prevent us from accomplishing our 
purpose. We thought mostly of the money 
we would get and not the loss of life. 

“We began work west of the center of 
the bridge. We cut all the stringers 
across the bridge and two sets of them at 
the ends, and then sawed the piles or posts 
upon which they rested. We also cuta 
brace. 


After a Train Passed Over 
we sawed the outside post and the other 
brace, took the bolts out of the fishplates, 
the spikes next to the fishplates and re- 
moved the bolts from the fishplates at 
each end of the rail. 

‘We waited at the east end of the bridge 
until the westbound passenger train came 
and broke through the bridge. We were 
on the south side of the track at the east 
end of the bridge when the @rash came. 
Then we walked westward to the point 
where the wreck was. We heard some one 
crying: ‘‘Are you hurt?’ The other man 
answered: ‘A little.’ Then we heard 
some ene crying out again. 

“We did not wait to hear more. A man 
was coming toward us, and that scared 
us. We walked away and went pretty 
near to the next town on the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul track and went 
into a hay barn. We remained there three 
days and then started for Merrill.” 


Drew a Big Crowd. 

Boston, Nov. 1.—The fierce fight which 
has been waged in the Tenth congressional 
district between M. J. "McEttrick and W.

During his violent fits of coughing, parti- 
cles of lung were brought away. 

The bulletin issued Tuesday night was 
not published here until yesterday. It 
caused a feeling of intense apprehension. 
It was noticed that yesterday not one of 
the doctors in attendance upon the czar 
was seen here, though usually they are 
observed walking in the streets daily. 

Grand Dnke Alix Michaelovitch, cousin 
of the czar, who was disgraced and ban- 
ished to Caucasus several years ago, ar- 
rived here recently, wishing to see the 
czar and ask his pardon before he died. 
The czar declined to see him, and the grand 
duke disappeared after seeing his other 
relatives. 

The newspapers have been prohibited 
from mentioning the visit until the grand 
duke’s father shall have ordered the cen 
sor to allow the fact to be published. 

The czar’s treatment by his physicians 
is unchanged. He takes digitalis and 
aconite and drinks a great deal of milk.

THATCHER'S OPINIONS 


The Constitutional Amendmendments 
Should Not Be Voted For. 


OSCAR STRAUS SEEKS REVENGE. 


Will Fight Tammany For De- 
posing His Brother. 


NEw York, Nov. 2.—A committee, rep- 
resenting the Civic union, waited on 
Colonel Strong yesterday afternoon and 
notified him of the endorsement by that 
body of his nomination for mayor, assur- 
ing him at the same time of the intention 
of the Civic union to co-operate with him 
in his canvass. 

T. V. Powderly, the former head of the 
Knights of Labor, was in this city, and on 
being asked his opinion as to the political 
situation in New York said that although 
while in Pennsylvania he was somewhat 
involved in politics he did not care to 
meddle with them here. 

John Boyd Thatcher, chairman of the 
state Democratic committee, is out in a 
statement why the constitutional amend- 
ments should not be voted for. He says 
the proposed constitution provides fora 
legislature consisting of a senate of 50 
members and an assembly of 150 members, 
and goes into effect Jan. 1, 1895. 

A legislature consisting of a senate with 
& members and an assembly of 128 mem- 
bers (as at present constituted) does not 
fulfill the plain requirement of the consti 
tution. If the courts seat such a legisla- 
ture they will do so outside of the consti- 
tution, and confusion, litigation and 
doubt will follow every act of such a legis- 
lature. 

If the courts do not seat such a leg 
ture there will be no legislature for ihe 
year 1895, and no provision will be mack 
for the support of the public shools, th 
maintenance of the several departments, 
the administration of justice and other 
public works. 

Tammany's Latest Woe. 

The report that Oscar Straus, brother of 
Nathan Straus, had declared himself in 
favor of Everett P. Wheeler for governor 
and had sent a check to the Wheeler ca 
paign committee has caused a great deal 
of uneasiness among the Tammany lead 
ers. They are said to regard the action of 
Straus as an act of revenge for Tammany’s 
treatment of his brother, and they are now 
on the lookout for other desertions among 
the friends of Straus. 

Nathan Straus went to Europe almost 
immediately after his declination of the 
Tammany nomination for the mayoralty. 
He refused before going to say a word b 
yond what was contained in his letter of 
declination, but his friends have talked a 
great deal since then, and their 

Talk Has Been Very Bitter. 

They say that Straus was nomins 
with the understanding among *h¢ 
many leaders that he should be sacrificed 
to secure the election of Hill. When he 
declined to sacrifice himself they say he 
was forced to retire. It was known at 
the time of the declination that Nathan 
Straus acted by advice of his brothers, Os 
car and Isidor, who know a 
more about politics than he does. 

The Tammany leaders thought that the 
Straus incident had dropped out of sight 
entirely when Nathan went to Europe 
The appearance of Oscar Straus as a sup 
porter of Wheeler, and presumably of the 
citizens’ local ticket, is therefore a dis- 

greeable surprise to them. It issaid that 
Isidor Straus is also in favor of Wheeler 
and the committee of 70’s ticket, but he 
has not declared himself yet.

SUGAR AND BREF. 


Germany and the United States Dealing 
With a Perplexing Question. 

WaAsHINGTON, Noy. 2.—There is little 
reason now to expect that the German 
government will relax its new order pro- 
hibiting the importation of American 
cattle and fresh beef, and it is probable 
that the matter will settle down to a 
question of insurance between German 
sugar and American beef. 

Our ambassador at Berlin, Mr. Run- 
yon, has presented Secretary Gresham's 
vigorous protest to the German foreign 
minister and accompanied it with the 
promise that the president would recom- 
mend tu congress the amendment of the 
sugar schedules of the tariff act in the 
line of removing the differential duty 
which is the cause of the German com- 
plaint of discrimination. 

Apparently his representations have 
made but little impression, for he cabled 
the state department yesterday that the 
Gerinan minister had disclaimed any idea 
of retaliation, and had assured him that 
the prohibition of our cattle was based 
solely on sanitary reasons that could not 
be neglected; that there was veterinary 
evidence to show that recent importations 
of cattle contained two well-defined cases 
of Texas fever, and therefore the prohibi- 
tion could not be removed. 

Of course our state department cannot 
go behind the German disclaims of retalia- 
tion, however it may regard the prohibi- 
tion, and must content itself with trying 
to disprove the diagnosis of the German 
veterinarians and then settle down to a 
Waiting policy,

INDIANAPOLIS, Noy. 2.—Judge Winter 
has decided that the matured certificates 
of members of the Hall which had 
not been paid when the receivership was 
ereated were matters of contract, and 
should be allowed in full, less the amounts 
received in sick benefits.

ENGULFED BY WAVES| The Banner Bargain. 


Scores of Persons Drowned by the 
Sinking of the Wairarapa. 


WENT ON ROCKS AT MIDNIGHT. 


Thrilling Stories of Survivors 
of the Disaster. 


AUCKLAND, Nov. 2.—Further particulars 
of the wreck of the steamers Wairarapa on 
Great Barrier island, Sunday night, have 
been received here. The vessel stuck on 
the rocks at midnight. The sea was very 
rough and the night very dark. All ofthe 
passengers were in bed. 

As soon as the ship struck, the lifeboats 
were served out to the passengers. An at- 
temapt was made to launch the lifeboats, 
but the sea was so rough that several of 
the boats were capsized and many persons 
were drowned. Some succeeded in get- 
ting ashore by means of lines which were 
sent to the main land attached to rafts. 
At daylight two men swam ashore with 
lines and the survivors were landed. 

The survivors were very scantily clothed 
and remained upon the rocks 30 hours, 
subsisting upon oranges that had been 
washed from the wreck, which was fast 
going to pieces. The unfortunates were 
finally discovered by Maori boats, and 
with the aid of assistance obtained from 
Port Fitzroy they were rescued and made 
comfortable. 

Eighty-one passengers and 40 of the 
crew were saved and landed here, and 20 
of the crew and 68 passengers were 
drowned. 

An Officer's Story. 

Second Officer Clark says that a thick 
fog set in at noon Sunday obscuring every- 
thing. The course of the steamer had laid 
so that she would clear Hen and Chicken 
island, when at midnight she struck on 
Great Barrier island. The shock awakened 
the passengers, and they rushed from their 
cabins in only their nightclothes, making 
their way as quickly as possible to the 
deck. 

The sea was then making a clean breach 
over the after part of the steamer, and as 
the affrighted passenger came on deck, 
many of them were carried overboard be- 
fore they had achance to catch hold of 
anything to save themselves. 

When daylight came it was found that 
the steamer had struck at the foot ofa 
precipitous cliff that loomed 700 feet 
above the vessel. To effect a landing on 
the shelving places of the cliff was a most 

Difficult and Dangerous Undertaking. 

Those on board the steamer could see 
floating in the sea around the wreck a 
large number of corpses. Some persons 
by means of floating wreckage managed to 
reach the edge of the rocks. The main and 
fore rigging were then filled with passen 
gers who had gone aloft to escape being 
swept into the sea by the huge waves that 
were coming over the vessel. About 60 of 
them were standing on the ratlines or 
crosstrees. Others were hanging with 
most tenacious grip to the davits. 

The outlook was very dark, when an 
engineer and a fireman volunteered to 
swim ashore withaline. They took the 
rope and jumped overboard, but had not 
gone far when the seas pounding them 
compelled them to relinquish the line. 
They then swam for the rocks, which they 
reached in a terribly bruised condition. A 
Scotchman then volunteered to make the 
attempt to gee the line ashore, but he, too, 
failed. 

Those on the steamer had about given 
up hope of escaping from a watery grave, 
when one of the stewards said that he 
would try to get the line ashore. Divest- 
ing himself of nearly all his clothing, he 
boldly sprang into the foaming sea and 
made straight for the rope that was float- 
ing overboard. 

True Heroism. 

Grasping it with one hand he struck out 
strongly landward, sailors on the steamer 
carefully paying the line out as he pro- 
ceeded. Time and again it appeared as 
though he had gone down, but then his 
head would appear on the crest of a wave, 
which would sweep him nearer and nearer 
the rocks. 

His strength and skill as a swimmer 
stood him and those on the steamer in 
good stead, for he reached the shore, if 
shore it could be called, with the line srill 
in his grasp. Aided by those on the rocks, 
the line was made fast, and it was by this 
means that most of the survivors were 
saved. Many of the passengers reached 
the rocks only after terrible struggles. 

A passenger describing the scene on 
deck after the vessel struck says thata 
number of persons were singing and pray- 
ing. Severalof them were kneeling and 
had hold of nothing, and therefore when 
the first big wave swept over the steamer 
they were carried into the sea.

In closing he gave the young meno some 
yery good advice about sanitary duties, and 
very strongly recommended the use of the 
shower bath and the gymnasium, as well as 
other helpful features of the Association. 
He also reminded them that the only sure 
way to lead a Christian life was to take 
Jesus Christ as a helper. 

At the men’s meeting Sunday afternoon 
the same subject will be followed and 
helpful suggestions offered.

Wolf patterns, The beds are 70 feet long, 
42 inches wide and are built of first quality 
white maple, kiln dried, one and quarter 
inches thick, three inches wide, rabbetted 
on the sides, laid on edge, nailed firmly 
together with art steel nails and bolted 
with seven-sixteenth inch bolts set three 
feet apart. 

When work was commenced on the 
alleys it necessitated the changing of the 
whole interior of the Duck’s Nest. 

It 
is 50 feet long by 42 inches wide and well 
lighted. 

A reading room 18 by 18 feet has been 
built for the registered ‘‘ Ducks”? and will 
be used on Thursday evenings as a dressing 
room by private parties, who may wish to 
hire the alleys, as on that one evening of 
each week they will be let that way.

2.—In a leader on the 
death of the czar, The Times this morning 
says: His highest title to the gratitude 
alike of Russians and of mankind is that 
he invariably strove to preserve the peace 
of the world. Whether his home policy 
was as beneficent as his foreign policy we 
need not fora moment inquire; but we 
may be assured that it was inspired by the 
same lofty motive and pursued with the 
same unflinching sense of duty. 

The Standard editorially says it thinks 
that international relations will be little 
changed by the death of the czar. 

The Daily News says: A single blunder 
of his yanity or ambition would have 
brought Europe the most devastating war 
of all history and would have undone the 
work of half a century of civilization. To 
his eternal honor the blunder was never 
made. Circumstances made him the bul- 
wark of the world’s peace. Amidst gloom 
in his life he was true to the tremendous 
duty providence imposed upon him. 

BERLIN, Noy. 2.—The North German 
Gazette dwells upon the deceased mon- 
arch’s unflinching devotion to duty and 
the consciousness with which he fulfilled 
the high task entrusted to him. He was, 
it says, a devoted husband and a loving 
father, and won the hearts of the Russian 
people, who mourn for him as for a father 
inthe true sense of the word. The up- 
rightness and loyalty of his character, it 
adds, contributed in a large measure to 
the establishment of that confidence in 
the maintenance of the peace in which 
Europe now rejoices.

His broad-miuded policy in 
the matter of municipal improvements, par- 
ticularly in securing and developing, in the 
face of strong opposition, the beautiful 
parks the city boasts of today, has made 
him the most popular official in Pittsburg 
among all classes. All the people will re- 
joice to know that a monument to bis en- 
ergy and efforts for their pleasure and com- 
fort has been assured the ‘* Father of the 
Parks.’’—Pittsburg Dispatch.

Annexation to Boston Will Not be 
Attempted, 


COMMISSIONER RICE ‘IEWS. 


Boston and Suburban Cities All Opposed 
to it Says Commissioner. 


It is good news that the LepGEr has to 
report today upon the annexation scheme. 
Neither Boston nor the suburbs want it. 
Boston has found that it is not area as 
much as commercial improvements that is 
wanted. The proposed dock system will 
do more for Boston than the extension of 
the city lines, which would be purely senti- 
mental, without benefits, 

In opening a hearing at Chelsea, our 
townsman, Hon. W. B. Rice, the chairman 
of the metropolitan commission. said: 

‘*No general plan of annexation could 
be agreed upon as Boston was largely in 
favor of the present system and a majority 
of the cities and towns visited by the com- 
mission did not seem favorable to it, and 
the matter of creating a central govern- 
ment or metropolitan federation seemed 
the most feasible, and the commission 
would like to hear suggestions more 
particularly in regard to that.’’ 

At the Chelsea meeting a majority of 
those who spoke were Opposed to either 
annexation or federation for Chelsea, pre- 
ferring to the local independent self-gov- 
ernment, 

Mayor Carter said: ‘*The city’s ex- 
perience with the metropolitan sewer com- 
mission was not such as would commend 
itself to the city of Chelsea. He would not 
vote for a limited commission to take 
charge of affairs. Concerted action on the 
question of the water supply would bea 
benefit. As to the members of the federa- 
tion being appointed by the governor or 
chosen by the city or town governments or 
elected by the people, Mayor Carter 
thought perhaps a commission appointed 

from all over the State would be better 
than one appointed solely from one district, 
probably a better qualified set of men 
would be secured by being appointed at 
large.”’

THAT’sS THE WAY TO DO IT. 


Work on Extension of Braintree Street 
Railway to Begin Next Week. 


Ata meeting of the board of selectmen 
of Randolph Wednesday night, a public 
hearing was granted the Braintree Street 
Railway Company on its petition to lay 
tracks from South Braintree to Randolph. 

Mr, George Beattie, who appeared for 
the railway company, said that he only 
asked for a seven days’ franchise, and if 
within that time the road did not begin 
operations the franchise would be returned. 

Mr. Beattie said further that his com- 
pany had ties, rails and cars all ready, 
and he felt confident that the four miles of 
track could be finished in 30 days. Cars, 
he said, would be run every half-hour, and 
the fare between South Braintree depot 
and the square in Randolph would be 5 
cents. 

None of the citizens remonstrated against 
the company, but all expressed an idea 
that work should be started right away, so 
that travel could be commenced before the 
snow flies. The selectmen afterward held 
a meeting and voted to grant the franchise. 
—Herald. 

It is understood that the Braintree com- 
pany will ask for an extension into Quincy, 
to the junction of Franklin and Water 
streets,

Emperor Alexander Fully Realized 
That Death Was at Hand. 


HIS BODY REDUCED TO A SHADOW. 


Brief Story of the Career of 
the Monarch. 


St. Peterssure, Nov. 2.—The people 
have so long been prepared for the worst 
that the death of the czar caused neither 
consternation nor surprise. The news 
was made known privately about 4 o'clock, 
pnd last night a small black-bordered 
sheet was distributed by the police from 
the office of The Official Gazette. This 
sheet contained the following: ‘The em- 


peror quietly fell asleep in the Lord at 2:16

The czar is dead, and over and through 
and around the vast empire which has 
paid him homage, the shadow of death is 
felt, and from ocean to ocean, from palace 
to hovel, the gloom grows deeper and 
tleeper with each added hour. One cannot 
doubt these manifestations of grief or the 
love which a vast people held for their sov- 
ereign. 

On Wednesday the czar was still able to 
be taken to the window of the palace, whence 
he gazed out upon the country he loved so 
well as to earn for himself the appellation 
of the ‘‘peasant czar.’’ The night passed 
with an aggravation of all the symptoms 
and a continuous distressing cough. The 
doctors and the czarina remained in at- 
tendance upon him throughout the night, 
only snatching brief intervals of sleep in 
the ante-rooms. 

The morning broke with rain and winds 
and heavy clouds and the weather much 
colder. As the day advanced the weakness 
increased so rapidly that the czar himself, 
still conscious, recognized that he could 
live only a few hours. He expressed a de- 
sire to receive the sacrament, which was 
administered to him by Court Chaplain 
Yanisheff and Father Ivan, in the pres- 
ence of the whole family.

THE CZARINA WHEN A BRIDE. 

The czar then conversed long and earn- 
estly with Father Ivan, concluding by 
asking his family to again gather around 
him. He spoke to each member separ- 
ately, and at the greatest length with the 
ezarina. He blessed all his children pres- 
ent. Thescene was one of deep pathos, 
all being in tears. All this time his 
majesty was sitting up in an armchair. 
After taking leave of his family he grew 
gradually weaker, and his voice became se 
indistinct that it was scarcely audible. 

About noon a conyulsive fit of coughing 
was followed by a slight rally. Thence 
until the end the czar remained quiet, 
seemingly free from pain. At 2:15 o'clock 
he heaved a deep sign and breathed his 
last in the arms of the empress, who then 
broke down with the weight of her grief. 

The body is now being embalmed. It 
will probably be laid fora couple of days 
in the palace chapel. The arrangements 
that will be made for the funeral are un- 
known. 

His Life Story. 

Alexander Alexandrovitch, emperor of 
all the Russians, has played a most active 
part in the history of his own empire and, 
indeed, in that of Europe, since March 13, 
1881, when he succeeded to the throne on 
the murder of his father, Alexander II, by 
nihilist conspirators. His principal en- 
deavors have been directed to the stamp- 
ing out of nihilism. He has worked un- 
ceasingly to develop the military power of 
Russia, and to organize her Asiatic and 
Caucasian provinces, not forgetting to 
keep a careful watch on Constantinople 
and the Balkan peninsula; he has with- 
drawn his country from close relations 
with Germany, and made it the active ally 
of France. i 

The reign of Alexander III has been a 
period of sharp reaction. In later years a 
Conservative, as the son of a Liberal 
father is, and an absolutist, as every Ro- 
manoff is, Alexander III has been driven 
by the murdr of his father and the ni- 
hilist attempts against himself to belicye 
that his throne was in danger, that revo- 
lution was in the air, that every Liberal 
was his personal foe, and that the only 


| Safe policy, either for Russia or himself, 


consisted in stamping out all germs of lib- 
tralism. 

Alexander Alexandroyitch is the second 
son of Alexander I] and of Princess Marla, 
daughter of the late Duke of Hesse-Darm- 
Stadt, and was born March 10, 1845. The 
eldest boy, Nicholas Alexandrovitch, died 
at Nice, in 1865. Alexander III, when he 
became the heir to the throne at the age 
of 20, had all the odds against him. The 
nation disliked him. He had no scientific 


instruction, and no knowledge of foreign 
languages except French. Of politics and 


LS 


socisiogy he knew next to nothing. ae 
was obliged at once to enter upon nes 
duties of a crown prince, with a seat In 
ncil of state. 
the comnetl of eg. Nov. 0, 108 
Maria Dagmar, daughter of King Chris- 
tian IX of Denmark, being the first of his 
house for many years who had married 
outside of Germany. Alexander Tit had, 
before the late war of Russia with Turkey, 
attained the rank of full general of infan- 
try and the command of the corps of the 
Guards, a picked body of troops numbering 
about 53,000 men of all arms. He was in 
active service throughout the whole of the 
campaign on the Danube, and he had his 
full measure of hard fighting in a series of 
battles and combats, principal among 
which were Karahassankivi, Ablava, Met- 
chika and Tristenik. 
Nihilist Attempts on His Life. 

For some time after his elevation to the 
throne, Alexander III seldom appeared in 
public, but lived in the closest retirement 
at Gatschina, being in constant dread of 
the nihillsts. His coronation did not take 
place until May 27, 1883, at Moscow, his 
entry to the city having been accomplished 
five days earlier. His life since his acces- 
sion to the throne has been so closely in- 
terwoven with that of his country that to 
attempt to record it would be to write the 
history of Russia, if not that of Europe, 
for the past 13 years. 

At the time of the assassination of Alex- 
ander II he held the most important mili- 
tary position in the empire, the command 
of all the troops in the department of the 
capital, succeeding therein his uncle as 
field marshal, the Grand Duke Nicholas. 
This was a merited acknowledgment by 
the czar of the great service his son had 
rendered in the Turkish campaign. 

Immediately personal were, however, 
the attempts upon his life by the 
nihilists. When in 1887 the nihilist at- 
tempt of March 13 came within a hair's 
breadth of success, the emperor displayed 
the most absolute self-command. 

This was only the first of a long series 
of plots that have kept the czar in con- 
stant apprehension. Of course but few of 
the many attempts and conspiracies 
against his life have become known to the 
public, so strenuous are the cfforts of the 
Russian secret service to keep the reperts 
from leaking out. 

As Father and Hasband. 

Although stern and even overbearing to 
the majority of those who surrounded 
him, Alexander III has always been @ 
sympathizing and affectionate husband 
and father. Hischildren are none of them 
very strong, and he has always been most 
tender in his treatment of them, The 
Czarewitch Nicholas was born.in 15863. 
Grand Duke George in 1871, Grand Duch- 
ess Xenia in 1875, Grand Duke Michaei in 
1878 and Grand Duchess Olga, his favor- 
ite, in 1882. 

Russia, France and Germany. 

Of recent years the czar has played an 
important part in preserving the peace of 
Europe. To maintain his specific policy 
he visited Germany in 1889, arriving on 
Oct. 10 at Kiel and proceeding to Berlin 
the next day, where he was received with 
the utmost show of cordiality by the 
kaiser. Emperor William returned the 
visit in August, 1890, and he was received 
with the same cordiality in Russia that he 
had extended to Alexander in Germany. 

These expressions of friendliness on the 
part of the czar had not, however, over- 
come his old dislike to the Germans, for in 
1891 Russia entered into negotiations for 
an alliance with France that was 
cemented in July of that year by the visit 
of the French fleet to Cronstadt, and cul- 
minated in a defensive alliance with 
France in November of that year. A 
further expression of the close sympathy 
of the two nations occurred in October, 
1803, when the Russian fleet visited 
France, to be received with such exagger 
ated enthusiasm. 

Despite its friendship for France, Russia 
was forced into a commercial treaty with 
Germany in March of last year, Emperor 
William having intimated that unless 
such an agreement was reached only war 
could follow. 

The New Ruler. 

Nicholas Alexandrovitech, Czar of all the 
Russias, is by no means a robust young 
man. He is short and rather delicate 
looking, with anything but imperial bear- 
ing, which has come to be associated with 
the Romanoff family. The dead czar was 
a@ veritable Ajax, of enormous size and 
strength. 

His heart would probably have gone out 
in sympathy toan heir who inherited the 
bodily qualities of his race, or would have 
forgiven his weakness of frame had he con- 
tained an imperious mind; but the present 
czar had neither, and it is said to be only 
through the influence of the czarina that 
the eldest son was not set aside from the 
succession in favor of his younger brother, 
Michael. 

However much the czar may have loved 
his eldest son, he had no great respect and 
admiration for him as a Kussian emperor. 
He is a student, and Alexander III 
thought that students were of small ac 
count in the world as compared to men 
who can bend iron pokers in the fingers. 

Nicholas Alexandrovitch studied all his 
life, because studying was his only pleas- 
ure. Fear of nihilists kept him for years 
almost a prisoner in the imperial palace 
and country places, where he grew up an 
innocent-faced boy with no knowledge of 
life except what he gained through books 
and papers that had been carefully in- 
spected before he saw them. ‘The darker 
side of Russian history was tohim a sealed 
volume. 

Some five years ago the young prince 
started out upon his travels. He went to 
Denmark, to England and to Germany, 
and the amount of modern information 
that he managed to imbibe and carry back 
to Russia set the teeth of his father on 
edge. The young man had brought back 
with him well-defined and radical opinions 
and theories upon the questions and liter- 
ature of the day. 

Grand Duke George, 

The Grand Duke George, the second son 
of the czar, who was set aside as hei to 
the throne, has long been an invalid, and 
on several occasions his life was despaired 
of. He is suTering with lung trouble, and 
his case is believed to be incurable. 
23 years of age. 

Grand Duke Michael, who, by the dead 
tzar’s decree, becomes beir apparent on 
the accession of the czarewitch to the 
throne, is the third and youngest son of 
Alexander IIT. He was bora at St. Peters 
burg just 16 years ago. The czar had a 
great affection for him, and about 12 
months ago it was reported that the suc- 
cession to the throne was about to be al- 
tered, so as to make the Grand Duke 
Michael the immediate heir, 

Young as he is, the graud duke has 
given evidence that he possesses a strong 
character, and that he will! develop into a 
man of determination. He is an officer in 
the One Hundred and Twenty-ninth regi 
ment of Bessarabian infantry, and has 
shown a greater liking for soldiering than 
either of his brothers.

TIME 1S NEARLY UP. 


Both Parties In the Empire State Claim 
to See Visions of Victory. 


CLEVELAND DEEPLY CONCERNED 


Put His Statement Contains 
No Mention of Hill. 


New York, Noy. 3.—The Hill leaders 
are now claiming, after receiving figures 
from all the election districts in the state, 
that Morton will not secure more than 
40,000 majority above the Harlem river 
and that Hill will poll at least 55,000 ma- 
jority south of that point, which would 
assure his election by 15,000. 

The Republican managers are not giv- 
fig out exact figures, but predict Mor- 
ton’s success by a big majority. On both 
sides the leaders privately express less 
confidence as to the result of the muni- 
cipal election than in regard to the state 
at large. 

At the state Democracy headquarters it 
is announced that 34 members of the Tam- 
many Hall organization in the Twenty- 
ninth assembly district have resigned 
from that body and joined the state De- 
mocracy 

Betting on state and city results com 
tinue to favor Morton and Strong. On the 
Stock Exchange $5009 to $8000 was wagered 
yesterday that Strong would be elected 
mayor, and as much more was offered, 
without finding takers. One bet of $1000 
to $400 was made on Morton for governor, 
which is an increase of odds as they have 
heretofore been conceded by the backers of 
the Republican nominee. 

But What About Hill? 

Senator Faulkner, chairman of the 
Democratic congressional campaign com- 
mittee, yesterday made the following state- 
ment at Washington with reference to his 
recent call on the president, at which the 
political situation was talked over: 

“Aschairman of the congressional com- 
mittee I called upon the president and 
had avery pleasant interview with him. 
Our conversation was confined to the out- 
look in pending congressional elections, 
and I found the president manifesting the 
deepest concern in the information I 
communicated to him and in the hope for 
our success in maintaining a Democratic 
majority in the Fifty-fourth congress. 

“He impressed in that interview as hav- 
ing earnest and sincere interest in the re 
sults of this election. He clearly indicated 
that-he was satisfied with the bringing be- 
fore the voters the results of Democratic 
action in the endeavor of congress to re 
deem Democratic pledges. 

“Of course we all recognize the fact that 
he had hoped for the passage of a revenue 
measure more in accordance with his 
views of the pledges of the party in its 
declaration at Chicago. But as he has al- 
ready stated, what has been done ‘will 
certainly lighten many tariff burdens that 
now rest heavily upon the people.’ ” 

“You can rest assured that I express my 
honest judgment when I say that from 
my conversation with the president no 
man takes deeper interest in the success of 
the Democratic party in this campaign 
andin the anxiety of the committee to 
return a Democratic majority to the Fifty- 
fourth congress than President Cleve- 
land.” 


Against Hill, 

BUFFALO, Noy. 8.—The home rule Dem- 
ocrats of Buffalo have issued a manifesto 
calling on all Democrats who are in favor 
of honest politics and good government to 
vote against Hill. The manifesto scath- 
ingly reviews Senator Hill’s career in this 
state and in the senate. It is signed by a 
large number of Democrats, the signers 
being men who have heretofore led in the 
fights in the Democratic party against 
Lieutenant Governor Sheehan. 


Tom Waller's Estimate. 

New HAVEN, Nov. 8.—Ex-Governor 
Waller of New London, consul general to 
London during President Cleveland’s first 
term, said yesterday in reference to his 
criticism of President Cleveland at Thurs- 
day night's Democratic mass meeting in 
this city: 

“Of course I referred to President 
Cleveland. I favor leaders that lead. It 
is Cleveland’s duty to be in New, York. 
where his influence is needed. In atime 
like this, when the party isin great dan- 
ger of defeat, all personal differences 
should be laid aside. It is not Hill that 
the Democrats are fighting for, it is the 
Democratic party. 

“Cleveland knows this, and when his 
party needs him most he does not raise 
his hand nor say one word in their bebalf. 
With all due respect to the president, I 
say that Cleveland is acting like a great 
big boy. If he can’t have things his own 
way he will not play. A man should be 
above any such action when his party is in 
peril. By his failure to support Senator 
Hill Cleveland has lost the respect of the 
Democrats of the country.” 

Councilman Arrested. 

Boston, Noy. 8.—Councilman F. F. 
Gormley was arrested yesterday on a 
charge of larceny of $775.38. Gormley isa 
sub-agent of the Sun Insurance company 
of London and the Continental Insurance 
company of New York. His accusers are 
Bird, Hayes & Co.

A RAVING MANIAC. 
Murderer Gipp May Not Have Been 
sponsible For His Awful Deed. 

Burra.o, Noy. 8.—William Gipp, who 
murdered his aged mother and terribly 
wounded his father eurly yesterday morn- 
ing, has been captured. He is a raving 
maniac, and it took the combined strength 
of feur strapping big fellows to hold him 
after he had been safely lodged at a police 
station. 

One of the teamsters who is employed at 
the barns of the Buffalo car shops went 
into the barn about 5:30 o’clook last even 
ing to get some hay. He climbed up to 
throw down the hay, when he heard foot- 
steps, andin the dim light he could see 
the form of a man coming toward him. 
He asked the teamster if he had seen a hat 
lying around anywhere. 

The two then went downstairs, and 
when they got where it was light enough 
to see the man’s features, the teamster 
recognized the other fellow as William M. 
Gipp, and realizing that he had perhaps 
a dangerous man to handle, he said, as 
carelessly as he could: ‘Why, Billy, I 
guess I did see yourhat ifte 1. Let's 
g0 see if it’s there yet.” 

Poor Gipp went as quietly as a lamb 
and was led to police station 9. He did 
not seem to realize where he was and 
made no resistance until a couple of the 
officers took hold of him. Four men found 
all the work they could do in getting him 
to a cell. 

Gipp was examined by several doctors 
and pronounced violently insane. He 
will be taken to the state hospital as soon 
as commitment can be served. 


ANOTHER CITY FALLS. 


Japanese Now Said to Have a Clear Road 
to Moukden, 

Lonpon, Noy. 8.—The Japanese legation 
has received a dispatch stating that Field 
Marshal Yamagata has captured Fung- 
Whang-Ching, a Chinese city near the 
Corean frontier. The Chinese defending 
the place fled. The victory is an impor- 
tant one, and leaves the Moukdan road 
open to the Japanese, as the Chinese are 
unlikely to offer further resistance to the 
advance of the Japanese army. 

It is stated that the Japanese forces have 
completely invested Port Arthur by land 
and sea, and both armies are being rapidly 
pushed in the direction of Moukden. 

It is in intended that the Japanese army, 
under Field Marshal Oyama, shall attack 
the Chinese at Kinchow, 40 miles north- 
east of Port Arthur. 

General Nodzu’s advance column, in the 
meanwhile, is approaching Fung Whang, 
a fortified town on the main road between 
Wiju and Moukden, to which place all the 
Chinese forces retreated after vacating 
their position north of the Yalu river. 

The Japanese expect to defeat the Chi- 
nese at both places, and unite their forces 
in front of Moukden. 


Horse and Driver Killed, 
BANGOR, Me., Nov. 8.—Charles W. 
Gould, aged 65,a lumber manufacturer, 
attempted to drive across the railroad 
track when his carriage was struck by a 
freight train. The horse was killed and 
Gould died soon after. 


Taking a Rest. 

BERNE, Nov. 3.—Count von Caprivi, ex- 
chancellor of the German empire, has ar- 
rived at Montreux on lake Geneva. It is 
his intention to make a long stay in Switz- 
srland. 


Zola Barred, 
RoME, Nov. 3.—The pope has decided to 
refuse Emile Zola, the French author, an 
sudience under any condition. 


Prominent Inventor Dead, 

PROVIDENCE, Aug. 3.—Duncan H. Camp- 
bell, whose inventions have revolution- 
ized shoe manufacturing in this country, 
died in Pawtucket yesterday. Deceased 
was born in Scotland in 1828, and was 
brought to this country when 8 years old, 
He was educated in the public schools of 
Boston, and it was in that city that he 
started onthe series of inventions which 
made him famous.

Somewiat Obscured by Approaching 
Election Excitement.

INCREASE IN PRICE OF CEREALS. 


Bradstreet’s Weekly Review of 
Canadian Business, 


New York, Noy. 8.—R. G. Dun & Co.’ 
Weekly Review of Trado says: The last 
week of October, with an exciting eleo- 
tion near, cannot indicate much of the 
true condition of business, 

In some trades the season is too far ad- 
vaiced for great activity, and in others 
the supposed effects of the voting hinder 
operations. But it !s satisfactory that the 
volume of production is well maintained, 
and in one or two branches increased, that 
no monetary difficulties disturb, that 
breadstuffs are a little higher, and that 
no material decline appears during the 
week in manufactured products. 

Breadstuffs, Pork and Lard. 

Corn has advanced 4 cents, with western 
receipts about one-third and exports about 
one-eighth of last year’s, 

Pork and hogs aro @ shade lower, with 
lard about the same. 

Wheat is %{ cent higher for spot, and 1 
cent for December. Western receipts were 
only 4,587,670 bushels for the week, against 
6,503,171 last year, and the Atlantio ex- 
ports increased to 6%,566 bushels, against 
740,506 last year. 

Boots and Shoes, 

The boot and shoe manufacture is re- 
tarded only in continued preference for 
low-priced goods, for the number of pairs 
produced and shipped seems greater than 
ever, in five weeks 417,661 cases, against 
288,864 last year, and 885,646 in 1892, 

The Iron Trade, 

The average of quotations for various 
kinds of iron and steel is 3 per cent lower 
than in July, 6.6 per cent higher than at 
the lowest point in April and 20 per cent 
lower than in July last year. 

Cottons and Woolens, 

Waiting for retail trade depresses the 
textile manufactures, and concessions in 
price have been made to effect large con- 
tracts. Otherwise the market is generally 
dull, without indications of improvement. 

In woolens the fall and winter demand 
is disappointing, though still fairly large, 
for the reason that expected supplemental 
orders do not appear and great uncer- 
tainty prevails for spring goods. No 
changes of price are quoted at the three 
eastern markets. Sales for the week were 
4,504,900 pounds, against 4,458,500 last year 
and 7,056,953 in 1892. 

Cotton is again lower, spot being 5.75 
cents, with receipts so heavy that large 
crop estimates are favored. 

List of Failures, 

Failures continue small, and for four 
weeks ending Oct. 25 liabilities were 
$8,206,892, of which $3,149,435 were of man- 
ufacturing and $4,991,434 of trading con- 
cerns. Southern failures ar. compara- 
tively small, and the eastern and western 
about equal. During the past week fail- 
ures have been 249 in the United States 
against 358 last year. 

Bradstreet’s Review. 


The following is the gist of Brad- 
street's report: Business has been fair 
for dry goods throughout Nova Scotia, but 
the movement in other lines has been 
checked by mild weather. 

Jobbers throughout Ontario continue to 
order for small lots, and the result isa 
noticeably quiet trade. 
weather and the provincial holiday have 
cut into business, although jobbers in 
groceries report an increased distribution. 
Midwinter trade prospects are not re- 
garded as bright. 

The total number of failures reported 
from Canada this week is 46, as compared 
with 86 last week, 39 a year ago, 82 two 
years ago, and 43 three years ago. Bank 
clearings at Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal 
and Halifax aggregate 216,972 000, as com- 
pared with $20,350,000 last week, and as 
contrasted with $16,073,000 in the week a 
year ago. pels 

In a Hole. 

CHIcaco, Noy. 8.—Samuel A. Hardison, 
president of the United States Investment 
and Loan society, has asked for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for that corpora- 
tion. The association was incorporated 
with a capital stock of $10,000,000, He de- 
clares that the concern’s assets do not ex- 
ceed $3,300,000, with liabilities much 
larger.

PHILADELPHIA, Novy. 3.—The will of the 
late Dr. William Goodell gives $50,000 to 
the American board of commissioners for 
foreign missions, the same amount to the 
medical department of the University of 
Pennsylvania and $10,000 to the College of 
Physicians, Philadelphia, 

Killed a Burglar, 

TANGIER, Ind., Noy. 3.—Willilam H. 
McCord, a merchant, was aroused from 
sleep after midnight by a burglar who 
was leaving his store with plunder. Me- 
Cord used a shotgun and the burglar a 
revolver. After McCord was wounded he 
shot the burglar dead.

The Granite Railway Company Has Some 


Good Jobs for the Winter. 


The Granite Railway company is at work 


on a $5,000 soldiers’ monument for New- 
town, N. Y. The pedestal is 25 feet high 
and is of Quincy granite. This wil! be 


sarmounted by a statue, 8 feet high, of 


Barre granite, representing a soldier with 
arms at rest. 
die are four raised panels, representing 
Infantry, Artillery, Cavalry and Navy. 
On the cap is a line of inscription and on 
the die are the names of the volunteer. 

Centre street is getting to be quite a 
granite cutting centre. There area dozen 
or more sheds in this vicinity and although 
none of the firms are rushing business at 
present they havea few men at work and 
have hopes for something better in the 
near future. 

F, Barnicoat has his sheds full of statues 
in the process of manufacture. 

The Manet Granite Co. are getting out 
some fine work in Quincy granite. This 
firm has all the appliances and are able to 
handle any job no matter how large or 
small. 

Malnati Bros., have just completed a 
handsome sarcophagus monument of 
Westerly granite, 

The Granite Railway Co. has just taken 
alarge New York building contract which 
will take several gangs the larger part of 
the winter to complete. 

That section in the vicinity of Quarry 
street needs transportation facilities al- 
most as bad as that territory reached by 
the Quarry railroad. The quarries in this 
section are owned by old established firms, 
but the long distance they have to haul the 
rough granite to the railroad adds consid- 
erable to the cost of the material. 

The Globe reports a large number of 
Granite cutters to have been discharged at 
Barre, Vt., Nov, 1. 

It is surprising whata large amount of 
statuary is being constantly cut in Quincy. 
A few years ago nothing of this kind was 
attempted here, but now there are two or 
three firms that make a specialty of this 
kind of work, and many firms that do their 
statuary work in their own yards. 

Although Quincy granite was not adver- 
tised, perhaps, as it should have been at 
the World’s Fair, several firms have re- 
ceived orders in cousequence of their ex- 
hibit there. 

Many of the monumental cuts which the 
LEDGER will shortly publish, were either 
cut by Quincy firms or of Quincy gran- 
ite, and much of the work was done by 
the Granite Railway Co. 

Granite men are beginning to watch the 
LEDGER every day for pointers on the 
granite industry. 

Mayor Matthews of Boston notified the 
council at its meeting Thursday evening 
that by the will of the late George B. 
Hyde the sum of $14,000 is left to the city 
for the purpose of erecting, in some suitable 
place, a statue of the eminent statesman 
and lawyer, the late Hon. Rufus Choate, 
Accompanying the communication was an 
order providing that the city treasurer be 
authorized, on behalf of the city, to accept 
the gift. The order was passed.

Let us apply the *‘ Parrot’s ” method to 
the last subject: Does such a question 
mean that Beecher was a greater preacher 
than he was Spurgeon ? 

What evidence is there that High School 
Debating society wandered from the sub- 
ject ? On the other hand, did not the 
“Parrot”? wander from the subject, when 
he assumed that the preposition ‘‘to’’ had 
been omitted before ‘society ?’? Only by 
so strange an assumption as this, could the 
“Parrot”? distort the very evident mean- 
ing of the subject.

Governor Greenhalge Makes Strong Plea

Atwood expects to be elected to Congress 
by from 1200 to 1500 plurality. ‘ June”’ 
of the PATRIOT also predicis his election 
with McNary second, and McEttrick 
ubird. 

A rally in the interest of Michael J. 
McEttrick for congress was held in Han- 
cock hall Friday evening and was quite 
largely attended. 

John P. Larkin presided and addresses 
were made by Mr, McEttrick, John B. 
Moran, A. A. Carleton, John F. Scott and 
others. The audience was quite enthusi- 
astic and the addresses were a repetition of 
what had been said at previous rallies. 

Governor Greenhalge was one of the 
speekers at a largely attended rally at 
Upham’s Corner last evening, and the 
following quotation is made from his ad- 
dress,

I say to my friend who has sent me bis 
opinions and his somewhat libelous docu- 
ments that it is only fair and honest for a 
true Republican to vote, unless there has 
been something fraudulent, dishonest and 
irregular in the nomiration which comes 
to the representative of the party. If I 
should go back on the regular nominee for 
Representative in this district, would I not 
impute wrong doing to the Republicans of 
the Tenth Congressional District. 

Burke long ago pointed out the danger 
and the impropriety of indicting a nation. 
I say tbat whoever your nominee is, he 
comes to me and to the Republican party 
with the high credentials given to him by 
the Republicans of this district. (‘* Good,” 
and applause.)

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Nicholas Will Strive for Russia’s 
Peaceful Development. 


NIHILISTS CONSIDER NEW PLANS. 


People Throughout Russia Are 
Deeply Grieved. 


St. PETERSBURG, Novy. 8.—The follow- 
ing is the text of the manifesto issued by 
Czar Nicholas II and published in The 
Official Messenger: 

We hereby announce to all our faithful sub- 
} cts that God, in his inscrutable providenc:, 
Yas seen fit to assign a limit to the precious 
life of our dearly loved imperial father. His 
griovous sufferings yielding neither to meli- 
cal skill nor the magnificent climate of the 
Crimea, he died at Livadia on the 20th of Oc- 
tober, surrounded by his family and in the 
arms of the czarina and ourselves. 

Our grief is not to be expressed by words, 
but that grief every Russian heart will under- 
stand, and we believe there is no spot through- 
out the vast Russian empire in which hot tears 
will not flow for the emperor thus prematurely 
called away, who has parted from the country 
which he loved with all the power of his Rus- 
sian soul, and in whose welfare, which spared 
neither health nor life, he centered all his 
thoughts. 

But also far beyond the borders of Russia 
the memory of the czar, who was the inca: n.- 
tion of unswerving loyalty and peace, which, 
during his reign was not once broken, will not 
cease to be respected. 

The will of the most high be done. May 
our unshaken faith in the wisdom of provi- 
dence give us strength,may the knowledge 
console us that our grief is the grief of our en- 
tire beloved nation, and may the nation not 
forget that the strength and firmness; of holy 
Russia lies in its unity and unbounded devo 
tion to us. 

In this sad and solemn hour in which we as- 
cend our ancestral throne of the Russianem 
pire and czardom of Poland and the Grand 
Duchy of Finland, indissolubly linked with it, 
we, however, remember the legacy left to us 
by our lamented father, and imbued withit, 
we, inthe presence of the most high, take a 
sacred vow to make Our sole aim the peac:ful 
development of the power and the glory of our 
beloved Russia and the happiness of all our 
faithful subjects. 

May the Almighty, who has chosen us for 
this high calling, vouchsafe to us his aid 
While we offer before the throne of the Al 
mighty Ruler our heartfelt praise for the un 
staincd soul of the departed, we command our 
subjects to take the oath of allegiance to our 
selves and our successor, the Grand Duke Alex 
androvitch, who will bear the title of crown 
prince and czarewit-h, until it shall please God 
to bless our approaching union with the 
Princess Alix of Hesse-Darmstadt with the 
birth of a sor 

Given at Livadia this 20th day of October, 
184. NICHOLAS. 

(The old style calendar is used in the 
proclamation, making 12 days difference 
in time.]

Stepniak Speaks For Nihilists. 


In an interview with Stepniak, the Rus- 
sian nihilist, he utterly repudiated the 
nihilist manifesto recently published. 
Speaking of the present situation, Step- 
niak said: 

“The future cannot be foretold, but I 
am firmly persuaded that the new czar 
will follow a more liberal policy than his 
father. He may not be superior to his 
father. In any case he cannot be worse. 
His father’s only good point was his for- 
eign policy, and he has done a kind thing 
in dying. His death is the opportune mo- 
ment for a move in a liberal direction 
and for constitutional changes for which 
the country is quite ripe. 

“We, nihilists, have decided upon an 
immediate, fresh and widespread propa 
ganda. This may be revolutionary, but 
notin the sense of dynamite. The reign 
of bombs and dynamite is ended. We 
want a powerful, but legal agitation or 
an open revolution, which, in my opinion, 
would be more effective than the propa- 
ganda. We intend to agitate society by the 
pressure of public opinion and not by 
explosives. 

“A move in the right direction has just 
been made by a Russian government offi 
cial of liberal views, who has drafted a 
scheme fora democratic constitution, in- 
cluding the establishment of elective local 
and provincial parliaments.” 


Kussians Mourn, 

The correspondent of The Daily News at 
St. Peterburg telegraphs that though the 
Russians have not the same way of show- 
ing mourning as the Western nations, it 
is evident that the death of the czar has 
mInade a greater and deeperimpression than 
might have been expected. 

The streets are crowded with a multi- 
tude of people, most of whom are clad in 
black, who in whispering tones discuss 
the event. The theaters and schools are 
closed, The churches are crowded with 
people who wish to pray for the soul of the 
dead czar. 

From other towns reports are received 
bearing testimony to the spirit of deep 
mourning that prevails. 

It is understood that the body of the 
ezar will be consecrated at Moscow and 
then conveyed to St. Petersburg, where it 
will lie in state four days. 

The Russian court will mourn for six 
months. Princess Alix, the betrothed of 
the Czar Nicholas, will for the present re 
turn to Darmstadt with her brother, the 
Grand Duke of Hesse. 

According to advices from Livadia, the 
czarina’s health, though unfavorable, 
tauses no apprehension. 

Everything is prepared here and in Mos 
tow to suppress possible disturbances. 


Faith, Love and Devotion. 

The correspondent of The Daily News at 
Livadia says: I have received from the 
bnperial court the following official report 
of the czar’s last hours: 

Czar Alexander’s death was a pious and 
devout Christian one. He died as only a 
true man can die, and, as in life, was in- 
spired by faith, love and devotion.

PACKED IN TALLOW. 
Cartridges Which Might Have Caused the 
Wrecking of a Steamship. 

New York, Nov. 3.—The officers of the 
New York and Cuban Mail Steainship 
company believe they have at length run 
to earth at least one of those responsible 
for the succession of disasters which have 
occurred to the company’s steamers dur- 
ing the past two years. A warrant was 
sworn out yesterday for the arrest of 
Victor de la Cova, who is charged with 
having packed a number of cartridges in 
tallow, which were to have been reshipped 
to Cuba on the steamer Yumurri, which 
was to sail for Havana. De la Cova was 
held in $2500 for examination on Tuesday. 
The Ward steamship line have had noth- 
ing but disasters during the past year. 
The first recent big calamity was the burn- 
ing of the City of Alexandria, Nov. 21, 
1893. ‘The fire was caused and preceded 
by a heavy explosion, and was first re- 
ported at Havana by the second officer 
and 11 seamen from the steamer, who 

reached the Cuban port in a small boat. 

Next came the report that the steamer 
Seneca had put into Havana the day after 
she left that port. A flerce fire was rag- 
ingin her hold, andit was generally be- 
lieved that the fire was of incendiary 
origin. ‘This was Dec. 14, 1803. 

The next trouble was on Dec. 19, when 
a bag of coffee containing an infernal ma- 
chine full of dynamite was found at the 
store of John Donohue & Sons. This bag 
had been received from Havana by one of 
the Ward line steamers. The infernal 
machine is now in possession of central 
oflice detectives.

MANLEY’S IR OF IT 


Democrats Drifting From Their Party 
to the Republicans. 


EYES TURNED TOWARD NEW YORK. 


Tammany to Be Bitterly Fought 
All Over the State. 


New York, Nov. 5.—Joseph H. Manley, 
shairman of the Republican national 
*xecutive committee, gave out an inter- 
view at the Fifth avenue hotel yesterday. 
(n it he says that wherever an election has 
securred during the last five months, 
whether in Oregon, Vermont, Alabama, 
Maine, Georgia or Connecticut, the result 
has been the same. That is, the drift and 
trend have all been from the Democratic 
to the Republican party, and the cause, 
he says, is to be found in the dissatisfac- 
tion of the people with the present Demo- 
cratic adminstration. 


After setting forth several acts of the 
Democratic party, which, in his opinion. 
have tended to produce this dissatisfac 
tion, Mr. Manley continues: “It is no 
prophesy to assert that the Republican 
party will carry the majority of the con- 
gressional delegations in 26 states out of 
the 44, and thus have aclear majority in 
the next house of representatives, which 
willend all effort in the presidential clec 
tionof ‘96o0f an attempt to throw the 
election of president and vice president 
into the house. It is reasonably assured 
that the Republicans will organize the 
next house of representatives, having a 
majority varying from 10 to 25. All indi- 
cations point to the defeat of Mr. Springer 
of Illinois, Holman in Indiana and Wil- 
son in West Virginia. 

New York the Pivotal State. 

“The Democrats will lose after March 4 
next their ascendency in the United States 
senate. Unfortunately, for two years, the 
Populists will hold the balance of power 
in the senate. Great asis the interest in 
the election in every section of the country, 
New York is the pivotal state, the section 
to which all eyes are turned, and after all 
the most important in its results of any 
election that will occur on Tuesday. 
‘What is to be the result in New York?’ is 
the inquiry from every quarter. 

“From a careful survey of the situation, 
taking into consideration all the different 
elements and forces at work, it does not 
seem in the possibilities to defeat Mr. 
Morton. It must be remembered that in 
the past 20 years the Democratic party has 
never carrie dan election in New York by 
a majority greater than 50,000, nor has 
any party for that matter, with the single 
exception of Cleveland. for governor over 
Folger and the defeat of Maynard last 
year, both phenomenal elections; in the 
one case resulting from a refusal of 200,000 
Republicans to endorse its party's action 
and in the other from nearly 100,000 Dem- 
ocrats condemning the conduct of its own 
party. The dissatisfaction of the Wheeler 
Democrats alone will be sufficient to cause 
Mr. Hill's defeat.” 

Tammany Must Be Routed. 

Mr. Manley claims th. the business de- 
pression will have its effect and turn votes 
into the Republican column. He also as- 
serts that the fight against Tammany in 
this city and state will have its effect. 

“The revolution against Tammany,” he 
says, “will not stop with simply voting 
the municipal reform ticket. The people 
who are determined to overthrow Tam- 
many know very well that their efforts 
will have been in vain if they simply over- 
throw the Tammany organization in the 
city, and permit the Tammany organiza- 
tion to succeed in thestate. To make their 
work thorough and successful they must 
not only defeat Grant in New York, but 
they must defeat Hill in the state.” 

The Last sunday 

of the political campaign was an exceed- 
ingly dull day at the headquarters of the 
various organizations. Importance seemed 
to be attached to the assertion that Colonel 
Strong had written a letter to a police 
captain asking him to have his men 
examine the registers of the lodging houses 
in his precinct so that intending voters 
claiming residence there whose names aro 
not on the registers on election day may 
be arrested 

The committee of 70 last night issued an 
endorsement of the Strong-Goff ticket, 
signed by 4 large number of prominent 
business men. They also gave out letters 
to show the support of the 70's ticket by 
German-Americans and by the Retail 
Grocers’ union. Another document made 
public was the arraignment of Tammany 
management of the department of chari- 
ties and corrections, the investigations 
into the methods in the insane asylums 
under its care being especially referred to.

Figures Gathered by the World. 

The World today says that during the 
past week it has been in communication 
with the chairmen of the Democratic and 
Republican county chairmen throughout 
the state. It prints a table giving a 
resume of the claims made by both parties 
ws to expected pluralities for Hill or Mor 
ton, which indicates that according to the 
views taken by the chairmen of the va- 
rious Democratic county committees 
David B. Hill will win by 21,825 pluralty, 
while the chairmen of the Republican 
committees having in charge their party’s 
canvass in the 60 counties comprising the 
state claim that Levi P. Morton is to be 
the next governor. They figure that he 
will have 55,000 plurality. 


Looks Like Busiel, 

Conxcorp, N. H., Nov. 6.—At the election 
in this state tomorrow,a governor, five 
councillgrs, two congressmen, full county 
officers and a legislature to name a suc- 
cessor to United States Senator William 
E. Chandler, will be voted for. The prob- 
abilities are that Busiel, Republican, will 
be elected governor by 8000 majority; that 
the Republicans will carry three of the 
five councillor districts and defeat a choice 
in another, will carry 17 of the 24 sen- 
atorial districts, have a majority of from 
50 to 75 in the house of representatives, and 
carry seven, possibly eight, of the 10 coun- 
ties of the state. The combined Prohibi- 
tion and People’s vote will not exceed 
£000, and these parties will not figure in 
the result. 


Figures From Boston. 

Boston, Noy. 5.—Republican hopes and 
predictions, as expressed in a canvass of 
the entire state by a Republican paper, 
figure out a plurality of more than 50,000 
for Governor Greenhalge. Congression- 
ally, the Republicans are claiming the 
“earth,’’ or at least as much as there is of 
itin Massachusetts, and it only remains, 
says this paper, for the Republicans to 
carry out their promises completely at the 
polls to achieve the fulfillment of these 
predictions. 

Will Be Very Close. 

HUNTINGDON, W. Va., Nov. 5.—The vote 
on the legislative ticket in West Virginia 
will be very close. Information received 
from many influential men, both Republi- 
cans and Democrats, in William L. Wil- 
son’s district, ¢ndicates that he will be re- 
elected by a very small plurality. Each 
party claims that it will elect three, and 
probably four, congressmen from this 
state. 

In Little Rhody. 

PROVIDENCE, Nov. 5.—There seems lit- 
tle doubt that the Democrats will lose 
both congressmen in this state. There is 
a general feeling even among the Demo- 
cratic managers that defeat is a foregone 
conclusion. There is little interest in the 
election, and the voting will probably be 
light. 


Republican Victory Looked For, 
HARTFORD, Noy. 5.—Indications here in 
Republican circles favor the election of a 
Republican legislature. Even in the 
Democratic tidal wave of 1892 the Con- 
necticut legislature was Republican. It 


is expected that the Republican state 
ticket will have the most votes. 
A Fierce Conflict, 

Lonpox, Noy. 5.—A dispatch from 


Quetta tells of an attack yesterday of 
Waziri tribesmen upon the camp of the 
escort of the political officer who is engaged 
in the delimitation of the Waziristan- 
Punjaub frontier. The Waziris crept up 
the ravines past the pickets and a fierce 
hand-to-hand encounter followed. The 
Ghoorkas, who comprised the escort, be- 
haved splendidly. Within a quarter of an 
hour the enemy broke and retired. The 
tribesmen were pursued several miles and 
250 of them were killed. The British 
losses were Lieutenant Macauley, 21 sol- 
diers and 23 followers killed, including two 
native officers and a few officers and 32 
men wounded. 


Russian Thistle’s Rival, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The agricultural 
department will urge a general campaign 
against nut grassor cocoa before it gets 
too firm a hold. This plant has many 
local names.in the different regions in 
which it has been introduced.

An examination of the building after the 
fire had been extinguished, showed that it 
evidently caught frm a defect in the 
brick work of the open fire place in the 
library, and must have been smouldering 
for several hours, for the fire had worked 
its way upto the attic and between the 
floors so that it was a difficult fire to get 
at. 

The loss is principally to the house al- 
though the carpets insome of the rooms 
were damaged somewhat. 

The total loss on the 
contents will not exceed $500 
fully covered by insurance. 

The fire forcibly illustrates the need of a 
fire alarm box near the corner of School 
and Franklin streets, as much valuable 
property is located in that neighborhood 
and it is quite a distance to the nearest 
box.

WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE. 


Miss Adams and Mr. Crowe Debate the 
Suffrage Question. 


The usual meeting of the Quincy Literary 
society was held in Doble’s building on 
Friday evening, the president Dr. R. 
McLennan presiding. Perhaps at no ordi- 
nary meeting in the history of the society 
were there a greater number of ladies and 
gentlemen present. This was attributable, 
partly to the growing interest in the sub- 
ject under discussion and partly to the 
personality of the participants in debate. 
As the question of the evening was prima- 
rily @ woman’s one, it was quite appro- 
priate that ‘the gentler sex should pre- 
dominate in the audience. Undoubtedly 
the lack of interest manifested by women 
themselves in the suffrage movement, has 
done more to retard its progress than the 
active opposition of male opponents. 

The affirmative side of the query: 
Should women have the suffrage? was 
opened by Miss Mabel Adams. She based 
her plea upon the fundamental! principle of 
our government, that all men are created 
free and equal, and endowed with certain 
inalienable rights. She urged the impor- 
tance of unprejudiced consideration, and 
the necessity of freeing the mind from 
biased surroundings and customs, The 
best standard authorities define man asa 
human being; so that the wise words of 
the founders of this country apply to all 
people irrespective of sex. 

She dealt in detail with a few of the 
objections usually made against woman's 
suffrage, contending that most of the argu- 
ments were more worthy of the middle age, 
when might was right, than of these 
modern days, when brains rather than 
strength governs the world. The same 
disabilities tbat are generally applied 
against women, are equally applicable to a 
considerable proportion of the male popn- 
lation. About the only worthy argument 
that the opposers of equal suffrage have, 
is that women don’t want to vote, and even 
that argument won't be left’long. Besides 
it is a historical fact that the class which 
any reform of the past was intended to 
benefit has always been represented as op- 
posed to the reform in question. 

The suffrage should be extended to 
women because under the constitution it is 
her right, and equal justice demands it. 
Because there are wrongs which exist 
against woman as a class and which men 
have hitherto failed to legislate upon, and 
because in the west it is an accomplished, 
successful fact, which the east must event- 
ually adopt. 

Mr. Alexander Cowe, who opened on 
the negative side, drew his conclusion from 
the natural economy of the universe. In 
the human organism each part has a dif- 
ferent function to perform. With a labor- 
ious effort the foot may do the work of the 
hand, but it isclearly a violation of nature’s 
intention. Division and sub-division, of 
labor runs through every particle of nature. 

Woman's suffrage is not so much a case 
of right, as it is a question of fitness. Her 
sphere is not guaged by the laws and de- 
vices of men but by nature’s own imma- 
table design. From time immemorial the 
government of nations has been done by 
men, while household affairs have been dis- 
charged by women. Whatever time she 
devotes to work for which she is not 
adapted, justin proportion will her own 
domain be neglected. 

There is no economy where the loss 
over weighs the gain. Woman can no 
more espouse the duties of a voter and 
legislator and discharge in a sufficient 
manner the duties she is by nature fitted 
and designed for, than can the man who 
represents a district in Congress attend at 
the same time to a school of babies. 

A nation may barter its womanhood for 
her vote and all that is implied therein, 
but that nation will as surely wither and 
waste, as the green tree that is robbed of 
moisture, 

The general discussion that followed 
the opening arguments, displayed conspicu- 
ously a one-sided tendency. Whether 
masculine opponents were awed into sub- 
mission or reasoned into silence, it is 
impossible to state, but certain it is that 
the preponderance of opinion was of a 
decidedly affirmative nature. 

The closing remarks of the two principals 
were perhaps the features of the evening, 
It is easy, ccmparatively speaking, to 
manufacture arguments in the privacy of 
one’s domestic study, but itis a stronger 
test of capacity to connect scattered threads 
of discussion and weave them into 
harmonious order. It speaks well there- 
fore for both debaters, that they acquitted 
themselves in a most creditable manner in 
their rebuttal pleas. 

A vote, taken at theclose of the debate 
on the question as stated, although the 
opportunity of recording an opinion was 
not quite fully accepted by those present, 
gave to the affirmative side 32 yeas, and to 
the negative 8 nays. The result was nota 
defeat for the latter, it was a rout, a 
veritable massacre,

ef the Jury In the Cases of 
Aldermen of Haverhill. | 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Nov. 5.—After being | 
out shortly more than an hour the jury in 
the Haverhill conspiracy cases Saturday | 
night broughtin a verdict of guilty against 
all the defendants. They are Aldermen} 
Fred H. Cate, George O. Tilton, Hadley H. | 
Hoyt, William W. Ham of Haverhill, | 
Fred Smith of Cambridge, who is in the | 
liquor business in Boston, and Charles A. 
Kimball of Haverhill, who is employed by l 
Smith. 

The verdict was reached at 8:45, the 
whole day haying been occupied in testi- 
mony for the defense and arguments of 
counsel. All the charges of conspiracy to | 
demand money from persons desiring 
licenses in Haverhill were denied by the 
defendants, and several persons testified to 
their good character. 

Attorney Moulton, for the defense, | 
opened his argument to the jury when 
court came in after the afternoon recess. | 
He argued that it was natural that alder- | 
men should be thrown in contact with | 
persons clamoring for licenses, and| 
that those who were disappointed were 
ready to cast suspicion on the licensing 
board. Much of the testimony he char- 
acterized as having been prompted by a 
desire for revenge. | 

District Attorney Moody said the de 
fendants had been meeting and acting to- | 
gether with one common mainspring of 
purpose. There was a series of remark-| 
able coincidences throughout the case. It 
was one of these coincidences which 
brought the defendants together at How- | 
ard's saloon on the night after the license 
had been granted. 

The real purpose of that meeting was to 
rejoice over their victory, and when tho} 
people learned that Smith was there cele- 
brating they rose up and demanded an in- 
vestigation. 

The case will be taken to the supremo 
court.

Verdict 


Bicycles Not in Favor With Heads of, 
Foreign Military Departments. | 
WASHINGTON, Noy. 5.—United States, 
Consul Stephen at Annaberg has trans- 
mitted to the state department an articlu 
from a military correspondent upon the 
result of the trials of bicycles, made in 
Germany, which, he says, correspond to, 
those obtained in France and Austria. | 
He says: 

“We hear on trustworthy authority that 
the results of the trials which the various | 
army corps have made with the cyclists} 
by no means comes up to the expectations } 
which were formed. The cyclists have} 
been tested in every possible’ way, and al- | 
though it is not forgotten that the cycle is 
capable of further development and the 
cyclist of still greater training, still they | 
will have little influence on the general 
result. For military purposes, too, a dis- 
tinction must always be made between 
the achievements of professional and} 
amateur cracks and the work that can be | 
done by the average soldier.” 

The correspondent details one or two, 
cases wherein the cyclists were of service | 
as mounted postmen, but says that where 
the roads were bad they were of no use at 
all. 


Straw-Working Industry Interfered With. 

WASHINGTON, Novy. 5.—One unexpected 
result of the war in the East is described in 
a report to the state department from 
United States Consul Stevens =t Anna 
berg, Germany. He says: “The straw- 
plaiting industry, with its seat in Dresden, 
Saxony, is beginning to feel the effects of 
the war in eastern Asia. The straw hat 
manufacturers usually draw their ma- 
terial, put to straw braids, from China 
and Japan. The blockading of the ports | 
from which these braids are exported has 
caused a scarcity and higher prices of the 
raw material. Manufacturers are begin- 
ning to look for other sources from which 
to supply their demands,”

PrEoRIA, Ills., Nov. 5.—J. F. Seyger of 
the Peoria police force was shot and in- 
stantly killed by Husel Hopemeyer, a 
saloon keeper of Bartonville. The officer 
was sent to Bartonville to arrest Husel 
Hopemeyer, Jr., for theft. The elder 
Hopemeyer demanded that a warrant be 
shown. In the altercation that followed 
the shooting took place.

TIT FOR TAT. 
— 
How Uncle Sam May “Get Even” For 
Germany's Embargo on Beef. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 5. —The embargo 
which Germany has just placed against 
American cattle may have a sequel which 
the German authorities have not antic- 
ipated, viz: An investigation as to the 
glanders and the disease known as 
horse syphilis, with which German horses 
brought to this country are affected. : 

Secretary Morton called attention in his 
last annual report to the lack of inspection 
of horses coming from abroad and sug- 
gested that it would be well to provide 
for quarantining horses. At that time 
there was such comity between this coun 
try andthe countries of Europe in the 
shipment of live stock that the horse in- 
spection was not urged. Now, however, 
with Germany closing her ports against 
American cattle, the secretary’s suggestion 
of protection against diseased horses be- 
comes pertinent. 

“There is much more reason.”’ said Dr. 
Salmon of the bureau of animal industry, 
“why this country should exclude diseased 
horses than that Germany should exclud 
American cattle. The action of Germany 
is ostensibly on the ground of diseased 
Texas cattle, but only an insignificant per 
centage of these cattle are sent to Ger- 
many, and there is no reason for excluding 
all because small classes are alleged to be 
affected. 

“We recently received a shipment ol 
sheep from England affected with the 
hoof rot, which is much worse than ‘Texas 
fever. Wesent them back, but it did not 
suggest that we sltould exclude all sheer 
because these were affected. It is the 
same with horses affected with the glan 
ders and horses syphilis. There ought te 
be protection against such diseases, and 
the secretary has urged it. 

“This country takes a good many horses 
from Germany, mainly of the heavy coach- 
ing variety. They are sound, as a rule, 
yet the glanders and syphilitic horses get 
in occasionally. If, therefore, an entire 
class of stock is to be judged by a few dis- 
eased ones, it would seem to be time to es- 
tablish a horse quarantine.” 


Wool Dealer Assigns. 

Nov. 5. — F. H. Matthews, 
dealer in wool. has made an assignment. 
The total indebtedness is $450,000, of 
which $350,000 is secured by pledges of 
wool. The equities in the pledges are 
more than sufficient to take care of all the 
unsecured indebtedness and leave a sur- 
plus of $50,000 of unsecured debts, but $10, 
000 is owing to banks. The cause of the 
failure was liability to realize on heavy 
purchases.

FREEMEN'S BALLOTS 


Are Being Cast Today In Forty-One 
States of the Union. 


BRIEF GLANCE AT THE SITUATION. 


Many Old Congressmen Are 
Now Out of the Race. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Tkree states— 
Maine, Vermont and Oregon—have al- 
ready chosen their representatives to the 
next congress. The other 41 states of the 
Union are doing so today, and the greatest 
importance attaches to the result. 

In the present congress, on the basis of 
the vote of 1892, and counting in the spe- 
cial elections that hig e been held in various 
istricts since then, the situation is as 
follows: 

The Democrats control the delegations 
in Alabama, Arkansas, California, Con- 
necticut, Delaware, Florida, Georgia, In- 
§iana, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Mississippi, Missouri, New Jersey, New 
York, North Carolina, Ohio, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, Vir- 
wale, Wisconsin and Wyoming. Total, 


The Republicans control the delegations 
in Idaho, Iowa, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Montana, New 
Hampshire, North Dakota, Oregon, Penn- 
sylvania, South Dakota, Vermont and 
Washington. Total, 14. 

The Populists control the delegations in 
Colorado, Kansas and Nevada. Total, 3 

In Nebraska the delegation stands thus: 
Republicans, 8; Populists, 2; Democrat, 
l. Sono party controls its vote. 

The Illinois delegation is evenly divided 
between the Democrats and the Republi 
cans. 

Close Margins. 


There are many members of the present 
house who secured their seats by very 
small pluralities, and 14 members had less 
than 300 votes more than their nearest 
competitor. Of these 14 members eight 
were Democrats, five Republicans and one 
Populist.

FIGURES FROM GOTHAM 


Indicate That the Overthrow of Tam- 
many Is Almost a Certainty. 

New York, Nov. 6.—Though there are 
many doubtful factors, difficult or impos 
sible to estimate, even at the end of the 
campaign, the indications, conservatively 
viewed, seem to point to Tammany’s de 
feat in the municipal contest. 

An exact forecast of the result is impos- 
gible; but certain deductions may be 
drawn from the registration and the vote 
in previous years. In round figures, the 
total registration is 308,000, with the great- 
est proportional increase in the districts 
where anti-Tammany sentiment prepon- 
derates. Itis believed that an unusually 
full vote will be cast, say at least 280,000. 

It is likely that the Socialists and Prohi- 
bitionists wil! poll (an ampleestimate) 15,- 
000 votes. There remains 205,000 to be di- 
vided between Grant and Strong. Tam- 
many cap depend only on the vote that 
ander all circumstances is its own, say 
127,000, the number of ballots that Maynard 
*sogived 4 year ago. 


ZoOassume wnat Tammany’s desperate 
fight in the present canvass will increase 
these to 137,000, a margin of 28,000 still re- 
mains for Strong, and the managers of 
the anti-Tammany campaign agree in an- 
ticipating his election by at least 15,000. 

ere have been no material desertions 
or dissatisfactions among the united anti- 
Tammany forcer. Unless the signs fail, 
there will be fewer fraudulent votes 
thrown or counted than for many a year. 
Tammany has plainly lost strength in the 
down-town districts and the tenement 
quarters up-town—its strongholds. It 
cannot depend upon the police and the 
saloon interests as much as in previous 
years. 

The bearing and the words of the Tam- 
many leadersin the past few days have 
not been those of men expecting victory. 
They have conducted their campaign as 
men in perilous straits who were putting 
the best face on an ominous situation. 

In the state this same moral force, which 
it is impossible to estimate, is Hill's great- 
est peril, and the registration in Brooklyn 
and in the interior cities indicates an un- 
usually large ryote. The senator's real 
danger lies in the decline of the Demo- 
cratic majority in New York and Brook- 
lyn. There the independent vote will be 
heavy and uulformly against him, and in 
the last week, in the two eities, the bolt- 
ing Democrats who support Wheeler have 
seemed strouger than was anticipated. 

The present senate continues for an- 
other year with a Republican majority of 
four. The retiring assembly has a Repub- 
lican majority of 22. If Morton has a 
large majority the forces that cause it are 
likely to increase the Republican ascend- 
ency in the assembly of 1895. 

The present New York delegation in the 
house of representatives numbers 19 Demo- 
crats and 15 Republicans. Theindications 
are that the Republicans will gain enough 
seats to havea majority in the next dele- 
gation—an important consideration if, by 
any chance, the presidential election 
should be thrown into the house. 


Chairmen Disagree. 

Chairman Babcock of the Republican 
congressional committee claims for the 
Republicans 183 members of congress, four 
more than a majority of the house, and 
the probable election of 218 Republicans. 

Senator Faulkner, chairman of the 
Democratic committee, says that the com- 
mittee feels confident from its advices that 
the Democrats will elect a majority of 
members, and does not see how the com- 
plexion of the house can be changed from 
Democratic to Republican. He cannot 
understand, he says, on what the Republi- 
cans base their assertions of control. 


In the Bay State. 

Boston, Nov. 6.—Democrats concede the 
election of the entire Republican state 
ticket and 11 congressmen out of the 13. 
They will make no figures regarding the 
plurality of Governor Greenhalge. Senator 
Lodge looks for a Republican plurality of 
50,000 votes. The bone of contention in this 
city is the contests in the Ninth and Tenth 
congressional districts. Jesse M. Gove, 
the Republican candidate in the Ninth dis- 
trict, claims he will be elected. With no 
dissensions in the Democratic ranks the 
district is Democratic by from 5000 to 6000 
votes. The 2fusal of many friends of 
Congressman O'Neil to vote for Fitzger- 
ald, the Democratic candidate, is looked 
for. In the Tenth district there has been 
a bitter personal fight between McNary, 
the regular Democratic candidate, and 
Congressman McEttrick, who is running 
as an independent Democrat. The con- 
test has been so bitter that the Republi- 
cans think the chances for the election of 
Atwood, their candidate, are good. 


National Guards Under Arms. 

Kansas City, Nov. 6.—An order has 
been issued by Governor Stone directing 
that the Third regiment, M. N. G., remain 
under arms until after the election is over. 
The cause of this order is said to be a fear 
of a collision between the A. P. P. ele- 
ment and the rougher portion of the Cath- 
olic element. 


An Army of Bluecoats. 

New YorE, Noy. 6.—The detail of po 
licemen for election work today numbers 
2288, the largest ever assigned for this 
duty. Each policeman is detailed outside 
of the precinct in which he does regular 
duty. This proceeding Superintendent 
Byrnes took on his own responsibility. 


Awful Plight of a Farmer. 

MILWAUKEE, Nov. 6.—A visitor yester- 
day found three children dead and four 
others, and their mother very sick with 
smallpox in the farmhouse of Fred Jusch, 
four miles from Hale’s Corner. Jusch's 
neighbors refused to go near him, so he 
has nursed his family as best he could for 
eight days. Though up day and night 
with the living, he had no time to bury 
the dead, and the three bodies were parti- 
ally decomposed when found, lying where 
they had died. 


A Horrible Double Crime, 

PavutpinG, O., Nov. 6.—A boy, aged 7, 
and his sister, aged 5, the children of Sam- 
uel Good, a farmer, left home Sunday, but 
not returning at dark, searching parties 
started out. The little bodies were found 
inabrush heap at daylight. The boy’s 
throat wascut from ear toear; the girl 
was decapitated and disemboweled. The 
theory is that the iittle girl was outraged 
and the double murder committed to hide 
the crime. Charles Hart, aged 18, is 
charged with the crime. 


Strike May Result. 

MIpDLETOWN, Conn., Nov. 6.—At the 
Portland freestone quarries yesterday the 
owners announced a winter schedule with 
a cutdown from 19 to 12 cents an hour. 
The men stopped work and sent a com- 
mittee to wait on the employers and 
ask that the summer schedule be con- 
tinued during November, and that for De- 
cember the rate be 14 cents anhour. A 
strike may result. 


Chilian Government to Sell Ships. 

VALPARaiso, Nov. 6.—This government 
has entered into communication with 
China for the sale of the warship Esmer- 
alda to that nation for £200,000, and 
the contract has been closed and now 
awaits only the sanction of congress. The 
Almirante Lynch and the Almirante Con- 
dell may also be included in the transfer 
for another £100,000. 


Prebably the Work of Boys. 

DEERING, Me., Nov. 6.—Trinity chapel 
at Woodfords has been desecrated by van- 
dals, who stole the miniature gold cross 
from the altar, broke several panes of 
glass in the stained windows, and disar- 
ranged some of the movable equipments 
in the audience room. The mischief is 
thought to have beep the work of boys. 


PREACHER HAS PROOF 


That Annie Thompson Has Become 
the Bride of S. S. Pearce. 


PARENTS STILL HAVE DOUBTS. 


Moore Explains His Visits to 
Woburn and Chicago. 


Bo. Ton, Nov. 6.—Rey. John Moore, who 
was alleged to have played a prominent 
partin the supposed elopement case of 
Annie Thompson and Sam Pearce of 
Woburn, isin Boston. Professor Moore, 
as he is also known, returned from Chi- 
cago yesterday, and immmpdiately went to 
his rooms at the Seaver House, where he 
was found last night, 

“I have come back,” said he, as his eyes 
gleamed dangerously, ‘‘to ten out 
this case as far as lam cencerned and to 
throw the lie back at the newspapers, who 
have insinuated that Iwas improperly 
connected with the elopement. 

“T have here,” he continued, “‘a certifi- 
cate signed by the city clerk of Chicago 
which proves that Annie and Pearce got a 
license there on Oct. 4, and undoubtedly 
they were immediately married. 

The certificate reads as follows: “On 
Oct. 4, 1894, a license, No. 228,793, was is- 
sued to Samuel 8. Pearce and Miss Annie 
M. Thompson, and an affidavit signed by 
Samuel S. Pearce is on file at this office.” 

The affidavit signed by Pearce was as to 
their names, places of residence and ages. 

On the license which Professor Moore 
saw, Pearce gave his residence as Boston 
and Annie gave hers as Chicago, and her 
age as 19. 

‘How did you happen to go to Woburn 
the day Annie left home?’ was asked. 

“That's just what I want to tell you,” 
said the professor. ‘I went there 

Teo see a Man Named Grant, 
&@ member of a Presbyterian church, in re- 
gard to having his pulpit supplied by a 
friend of mine, Rev. Mr. Brown. 

“Not finding Grant at home, I dropped 
up to the Thompsons’, with whom I 
boarded during a lecturing tour a couple 
of years ago. When I went in Annie was 
just finishing dressing, and her father said 
she was going away on a visit te a friend 
in Haverhill. 

“Nothing more was said, but when I 
went down to the station to take the train 
I saw Annieon the platform, and when I 
got on the train she got in and took a seat 
behind me. We talked on music and 
dancing, and she said she was going to see 
Mrs. Hunt. 

“Among other things she said she did 
not think she would ever marry, as the 
man for her must have principle, and 
asked suddenly what I thought of Pearce. 

“T answered that I only knew he told 
some very fishy stories. We got to Bos- 
ton, and I asked her if she wouldn't have 
acup of tea and some refreshment. We 
went toa restaurant and had toast and 
tea. Then she started for the station and 
I went with her part way. 

“I saldas we parted: ‘Annie, you have 
my best wishes. Keep yourself under good 
influences.’ That is 

The Last I Have Seen of Her. 

“I never would marry them under any 
circumstances, for I don’t think Pearce 
has any principle or that they can get 
along together.” 

In explaining his visit to Chicago, where 
he got the certificate, Mr. Moore says he 
went there solely to visit his son and 
daughter, and,as he was going there, 
promised the Thompsons he would look 
up the licenses and see if he could get any 
information. 

Mr. Moore went to Woburn to see the 
Thompsons and presented his proof. Mr. 
Thompson, Moore says, was in an odd 
condition and mumbled away that he 
didn’t believe a wordof it. He wouldn't 
have anything todo with the professor. 
Mrs. Thompson didn’t seem to under- 
stand the significance of the certificate, 
and still persisted in saying that if Annie 
was alive she would write. 

Mr. Moore thinks that Pearceand Annie 
have probably gone to San S'rancisco, and 
from there to Australia. 

He learned in Woburn yesterday, he 
said, that Pearce was left $3000 bya rela- 
tive recently and thinks the “young and 
foolish’ couple are spendingthe money 
and will be sorry when it is gone.

AN EARLY WINTER. 


People Surprised this Morning to Find 
Two or Three Inches of Snow. 


What proved to be the heaviest storm of 
the season started late yesterday afternoon 
and continued with unabated fury through 
the night, changing to snow early this 
morning. The wind blew heavy from the 
east-north-east in the evening but at about 
midnight began to back around to the 
north west. 

At about ten o’clock last night the elec- 
tric lights at Wollaston went out. 

The water in the bay was unusually 
rough, the spray flying up over the houses 
at Rufe’s Hummock, Wollaston.

ATTACKED “KNOBSTICKS.” 


Strikers Created a Riot When Lorraine 
Mill Weavers Quit Work. 

Pawtucket, R. I., Nov. 6.—The first in- 
stance of trouble since the strike of the 
Lorraine mill weavers was inaugurated 
mrarly six weeks age occurred last even- 
ing, when Agent MacCol} attempted to 
dismiss the few “knobsticks” quietly and 
safely and send them to their homes. 

But the strikers were on the alert long 
before 5 o’closk, and as the three or four 
who went to work yesterday morning 
came out, accompanied by the agent, cries 
of “Scabs” and ‘Throw them in the river” 
were freely uttered, while there were de- 
risive cheers uttered on every side. 

Six policemen attempted to maintain or- 
der, but instead of quieting them they 
simply incited the angry strikers, and 
stones and clubs flew thick and fast. At 
one time it looked as though the police 
were powerless, but they finally succeeded 
in quelling the disturbance after arresting 
one of the strike leaders.

New Church at Streator, Ills Has but 
One Equal In This Country. 

STREATOR, llls., Nov. 6.—The Russian 
church here is completed and probably 
will be consecrated next Sunday by Bishop 
Nicolai. This church is the only dis- 
tinctively Russian edifice in America, ex- 
cept the cathedral at Sitka, Alaska. 

‘The crosses surmounting the domes are 
in accordance with traditions of the church. 
This cross has three cross pieces. The first 
represents the board on which the inscrip- 
tion was written at the time of the cruci- 
fixion; the second the arms, and the third 
the footrest. All Russian churches are 
known by this cross. 

Father Ambrose, who is also pastor of a 
Chicago church, will have charge of the 
new flock, which numbers some 200. The 
dedicatory ceremonies will be on an 
elaborate scale. 

Packers Lose Their Suit. 

CHICAGO, Noy. 6.—Judge Grosscup has 
rendered a decision against the plaintiffs 
in the case of Packers Swift, Armour, 
Morris and Hammond against several 
railroads to recover money alleged to have 
been taken from them in excessive rates 
on meats shipped to the east from Chicago. 
The amounts which the packers seek to 
recover from the roads aggregate about 

5,000,000, and are based on shipments run- 
ning back through a long period of years. 
Judge Grosscup held that in the absence 
of national common law and legislation 
applicable to the case, packers could not 
recover on the grounds that the rates are 
unreasonable.

A Series of Brilliant Successes by th- 
Japanese Troops. 


CHINESE ARE IN A BAD FIX 


Admiral Ting to Lose Recentl5 
Acquired Honors. 


YoRoHAMA, Nov. 6.— General Oya: 
has captured Tallen-Wan and Kincho 
after afew hours’ fighting. 

General Oyama reports an important 
naval battle on Nov:8. No details. 

The Japanese apparently control all 
land approaches to Port Arthur, and have 
undisputed possession of the east side of 
the Gulf of Pe-Chili, from which they can 
send forces directly by water aghinst 
Pekin, by way of Tien-Tsin, on the west- 
ern side of the gulf, or from Kinchow, at 
the head of the gulf, they can send forces 
by land down the western side over the 
great wall, to attack in the rear the chain 
of coast forts, extending from the wall to 
Tien-Tsin. 

The Japanese cleverly effected a land- 
ing at Pitzwo (Kinchow?) while making 
a demonstration against the opposite coast 
of Shanting. They cut the telegraph, 
thus preventing the news from reaching 
the Chinese admiral. 

Sung’s Army Trapped. 

The defence of the road to Moukden has 
collapsed. General Sung, with the rem- 
nant of hisarmy, is in the Mathienling 
pass between Feng-Huan-Cheng and Kin- 
chow, being thus between the Japanese 
armies of General Yamagata and General 
Oyama, and is liable to get squeezed. 

Winter has set in. Snow has fallen in 
Manchuria. 

Prince Kung, the emperor’s uncle, re- 
cently appointed president of the Tsung- 
li-Yamen and chief of the admiralty, has 
now been appointed dictator, indicating a 
further centralization of authority. The 
Manchu princes favor reform, while the 
Chinese oppose them. 

Li Hung Chang will take the command 
of the first Chinese army, a Shanghai dis- 
patch reports. 

Viceroy Lutal of 
Viceroy of Tien-Tsin. 

Judge Huyuff and Major von Hanneken 
have been ordered to raise a new army on 
German lines as the nucleus of a second 
army of China 

Shaking Up High Officials. 

A Shanghai dispatch says an edict has 
been issued appointing Prince Kung, 
uncle of the emperor, to the supreme con- 
trol of the military affairs of China, and 
Prince Ching, who was recently succeeded 
as president of the Tsungli-Yamen by 
Prince Kung, as next in charge. 

The same edict announces the degreda- 
tion of General Weh on charges of cow- 
ardice in withdrawing from Ping-Yang, 
and of embezzling the pay of soldiers in 
his command. 

Admiral Ting will also be deprived of 
the honors recently bestowed upon him. 
The feeling of uneasiness which has pre- 
vailed in Pekin for some time back is in- 
creasing. : 

Fung-Wang-Ching was set on fire be- 
fore its evacuation by the Chinese. The 
Chinese, haying evidently abandoned hope 
of making a successful defense against the 
advancing Japanese army, set fire to the 
castle and then fled without waiting to be 
attacked. 

It is stated that Viceroy Li Hung Chang, 
instead of taking command of the first 
Chinese army, as it was said he had been 
ordered todo, has been transferred from 
Tien-Tsin to Pekin. 

A dispatch from Pekin states that China 
is disposed to conclude a peace treaty with 
Japan on the basis of a guarantee of the 
independence of Corea and the payment 
of an indemnity, the amount to be fixed 
by the powers. The dispatch adds that it 
is reported that China has invited the 
powers to intervene to secure peace,

COLLECTORS’ DECISIONS 
Held te Be Final In the Case of Aliens 
- Detained by Customs Officers. 

New York, Nov. 6.—Judge Lacombe 
yesterday entered a decision which practi- 
cally puts all aliens that may be detained 
by the collector of the portof any charge 
beyond the pale of relief by habeas corpus 
proceedings. The decision was called for 
by awrit of habeas corpus on behalf of 
Chin Yang Sin, a Chinaman, detained on 
the ground that he was entering the 
United States in violation of the Chinese 
exclusion act. 

An act passed last August, which was 4 
rider to the civil appropriation bill, pro- 
vides that in every case in which an alien 
is excluded, from whatever cause under 
any law of treaty, the decision of the cus- 
toms officers shall be final, unless reversed 
by an appeal to the secretary of the treas- 
ury. 

The right of congress to pass such a law 
Judge Lacombe says, has been determined 
by the United States supreme court. In 
such a case there is nothing for the courts 
todo but to ascertain if the person on 
whose behalf the writ has been obtained 
is an alien, and whether the collector has 
rendered a decision. The courts cannot 
reverse the decision of the collector.

SCHEME FELL 


Train Wreckers Foiled by the Timely Dis- 
covery of a Track Walker. 

PittspuRG, Nov. 6.—An attempt was 
made to wreck a Pittsburg, Virginia and 
Charleston passenger train near Mononga- 
hela City. The train wasrunning at 4 
high rate of speed when it was signalled 
to stop by a track-walker. Investigation 
showed a large pile of ties and rock on the 
track, which the track-walker had dis- 
covered in time to flag the train. 

Near the obstruction was found a man 
lying close to the rails, wounded in the 
head. He told the trainmen that he had 
come upon the train wreckers unawares, 
and that they had beaten him into in- 
sensibility. The obstruction had been 
carried some distance, and as the flagman 
of the train ran back along the tracks he 
saw three men disappearing in the dark- 
ness. 

The wounded man was taken to Charle- 
roi and turned over to the authorities. He 
would make no statement beyond what he 
told the trainmen and the police, and rail- 
road officials are investigating the matter.

How Mill Operatives Voted, 

A careful review of returns showing the 
result of the electiowin the New England 
states emphasizes the position of mill op- 
eratives, as the heayvAce Republican gains 
ire noted in the manufacturing centers. 

The recent period of depression, accom- 
panied by strikes and lockouts, has been 


freely used during the campaign, and the 
claim was made that the hard times were 
the direct result of Democratic tariff 
action and the lack of confidence in that 
party's management at Washington. 

Whether true or false, this cry appears 
to have had a marked influence, and many 
men who in the past have supported the 
Democratic party and its candidates are 
this year reported as voting for Repub. 
lican candidates or staying away from 
the polls altogether. 

The strength of this feeling is perhaps 
better shown in the Thirteenth congres- 
sional district in Massachusetts, where 
Robert Howard, a strong labor advocate 
and champiou, running upon the Demo- 
eratic ticket, failed to secure the vote of 
the laboring classes 


THE RETURNS. 


Bay State Republicans Won a Greater 
Victory Than Was Anticipated. 

Boston, Noy. 7.—The story of the Mas- 
sachusetts election can easily be told. 
The triumph of the Republicans is so com- 
plete that even the Democratic leaders are 
stunned at the result. Governor Green- 
halge is re-elected chief executive of this 
state by a majority of more than 60,009, 12 
of the 13 congressmen are Republicans, 
and the state legislature in both branches 
is completely under the control of the 
same party 

On account of the storm, which crippled 
and in some cases destroyed entirely the 
telegraphic service of ghe state, returns 
have come in slowly, Rut all that have 
reached this city tell the same story, and 
that of a Democratic Waterloo. Since the 
beginning of the campaign the re-election 
of Governor Greenhalge has been con 
ceded by his opponents, the only question 
being one of majority. Naturally, there- 
fore, the greatest interest centered in the 
contests in the different congressional dis- 
tricts 

In the present congress Massachusetts 
was represented by nine Republicans and 
four Democratic members. In no case 
was a Democratic congressman renom- 
inated, and in only one case hasa candi- 
date for congressional honors been suc- 
cessful. John F. Fitzgerald in the Ninth 
district, at present represented by Joseph 
H. O'Neil, pulls through with the lead of 
perhaps 2500. In Congressman Stevens’ 
district Candjdate Knox (Rep.) Is elected 
by a substantial majority, as is William 
E. Barrett in the Seventh district. 

The hottest and most acrimonious con- 
testwasin the Teuth district, at present 
represented by Congressman McEttrick. 
William S. McNary received a regular 
Democratic nomination, MeEttrick run- 
nig independent. These Democrats were 
opposed by Harrison H. Atwood, the reg- 
ular Republican nominee, and F. W. Pea 
body, bolting Republican. 

As the campaign progressed it became 
a Kilkenny ficht, in which personal views 
and matters foreign to a political cam- 
paign entered freely. Atwood alone re- 
frained from tactics of the kind, and by 
his silence gained not only Republican 
votes, but tl.e support of many Democrats, 
who were disgusted with the action of 
the Demuwrats The full congressional 
delegation elected is as follows:

AFTER THE BATTLE. 


Late Returns Show but Little Change 
From First Estimates. 


A SOLID REPUBLICAN MAJORITY 


Appears to Be Assured In the 
Next Congress. 


= 


Boston, Noy. 8.—Late returns confirm 
earlier indications of a sweeping Republi- 
can victory throughout the state. Figures 
give Greenhalge (Rep.), 196.242; Russell 
(Dein.), 128,436, making Governor Green- 
halge’s plurality 67,806, as against a plural- 
ity in 1893 of 85,697. Twelve out of 13 
congressmen are Republicans. In the 
city of Boston Governor Greenhalge’s vote 
is 30,031, 704 more than he received last 
year, while Russell, the Democratic candi- 
date, received 33.143, against a vote in 1893 
of 39,042. 

For the first time in more than 10 years 
the Republicans whittled the plurality 
down to but 3112, as against a plurality of 
9715 last year, and 14,000 for ex-Governor 
W. E. Russell two years ago. In the west- 
ern part of the state Worcester increased 
Greenhalge’s plurality to 3225. ‘The Dem- 
ocratic vote fell off everywhere, and the 
same is true in many parts of the state of 
the Republican vote, an aspect of the 
election that was due to the storm. 

In the lower branch of the state legisla- 
ture the Republicans made = gains--28 
Democrats and 210 Republicans being 
elected. The legisliture will be over- 
whelmingly Republican. 

Republican Plurality Swelled. 

Concorp, N. H., Novy. 8.—In_ returns 
from 236 towns and wards in New Hamp- 
shire already heard from Busiel (Rep.) 
has 40,533, Kent (Dem.) 28,129, Knowles 
(Pro.) 1619, and Epps (Pop.) 544, making 
Busiel’s plurality over Kent 12,404. These 
same towns in 182 gave Smith (R«p.) 38, 
195 and McKinney ¥5,128. Should the ra 
tios of Republican gain and Democratic 
loss be the same in the 48 towns not yet 
heard from, Busiel’s final plurality over 
Kent will be 14,752, the largest plurality 
ever given a gubernatorial candidate in 
the history of the Republican party in 
New Hampshire. In the First congres 
sional district Sulloway (Rep.) has reecived 
in the towns heard from 20,8337 and Nash 
(Dem.) 14,613; in the Second congressional 
district Baker (Rep.) has 19,829 and Me 
Daniel (Dem.) 14,335, indicating a final 
plurality for each Republican candidate 
of about 6500. 

Democratic Defeat Complete. 

PROVIDENCE, Nov. 8.—The Democratic 
defeat was complete. Every city in the 
state went Republican. The city of New 
port, which a few days ago elected a Dem 
ocratic mayor, gave Bull, the Republican 
congressional candidate, over 800 plural- 
ity. Bull's plurality in the state will be 
about 4000. The majority of Arnold (Rep.) 
in the Second district will be the largest 
ever given a candidate in the district. 

Solidly Republican. 

NEw HAVEN, Nov. 8.—Almost complete 
returns from the state indicate that the 
Republican state ticket is elected by be- 
tween 12,000 and 15,000 majority. Repub 
lican congressman are elected from all 
four districts by majorities of from 1200 to 


5500. 


THE EMPIRE STATE, 


Hill and Tammany Hopelessly Crushed 
on the Battlefield. 

New York, Noy. 8.—Returns from all 
over the state indicate that all of the con 
stitutional amendments have been 
adopted by large majorities. The amend- 
ments were voted for on three ballots. 
The first was for and against the revised 
constitution, excepting the reapportion- 
ment and canal amendments. 

The second was for and against the re- 
apportionment, and the third was the 
canal amendment. The, first ballot in- 
cluded 31 amendments, among them the 
revision of the judiciary. 

The reapportionment amendment forms 
astate senate of 50 members and assem- 
bly of 150. 

The canal amendment provides for the 
improvement of the canals,

Returns show an apparent plurality in 
New York city for consolidation, or the 
greater New York, of over 86,000, while 
the rapid transit measure shows an ap- 
parent plurality of 82,400. 

Although some of the amendments were 
hotly opposed, there is no probability that 
any of them have been defeated. They 
were all carried through on the crest of 
the tidal wave. A majority of the-votes 
cast for an amendment is sufficient to 
make it partof the fundamental law of 
the state. 

The result of the returns so far gives 
Hill a plurality in the city of 2549. The 
police returns give Hill a plurality of 2907. 
Outside of this city Morton has received a 
plurality of 151,218, Goff’s plurality is 5z,- 
000 and Strong's 42,617. 

The overthrow of Tammany in New 
York oity andof the Hill machine in 
New York state is complete and emphatic. 
Hill loses heavily in the cougtry districts, 
butin the metropolis his routis some- 
thing unprecedented in the political an- 
nals of that city. 

Normally Democratic by from 40,000 to 
80,000 majority, New York city now ex- 
presses its opinion of Hill in the astonish- 
ing verdict of a bare plurality for the 
Democratic candidate. Kings county, 
frequently Democratic by from 10,000 to 
80,000 majority, which gave Hill for 
governor in 1888 a majority of 14,000, now 
crushes him witha heavy hand. Morton 
carries the state by 150,000, the largest ma- 
jority by far ever given the Republican 
tloket in this commonwealth. 

No less emphatic is the demoralizing 
blow given to Tammany Hall, With 
the whole machinery of government in 
their hands and commanding a power 
never attained anywhere else in the coun- 
try, the organization is put to rout by 
40,000 majority; andthe choice of a Re- 
publican governor and legislature to work 
in harmony with the new government of 
New York city gives assurance of such a 
house-cleaning as will undo the ‘Tiger’ 
for good and all. 


Next Senator Will Be Republican. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Noy. 8.—Delaware 
returns complete give a Republican ma- 
jority of Iu. The Republicans elect the 
governor and congressman and local tick- 
ets in two counties in the legislature. The 
senate stands five Democrats and four Re- 
publicans; house, 14 Republicans and 
seven Democrats. On joint ballot there 
are 18 Republicans and 12 Democrats 
This insures a Republican successor to 
United States Senator Higgins. 

Republicans Gained Grousd. 

St. Louis, Nov. 8.—From the latest offi- 
cial returns recelved from 85 counties in 
Missouri, Republican gains of 16,000 are 
shown, and the eleotion of the entire state 
ticket, by a plurality of at least 10,000, is 
assured. The lower house of the legisla- 
ture is Republican, but the Democrats, 
who have a majority in the senate, will 
be able to carry things ona joint ballot 
At least six Democratic candidates for 
congress were defeated, and possibly sev- 
eral more will be counts in the Republi- 
can column when c ne official returns 
are in 

Wilson Caught In the Wreck. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Nov. 8.—With the 
legislature having 15 Republican majority 
on joint ballot, the election of Stephen B. 
Elkins to succeed J. N. Gamden as United 
States senator is generally conceded. Con- 
gressman Wilson went down in the Re- 
publican deluge. 

The Republican state committee makes 
the following statement: Dovernor (Rep.) 
First district, 4323 majority; Dayton, Sec- 
ond, 3000 majority over Wilson; Huling 
(Rep.), Third, 3500 majority; Miller (Rep.), 
Fourth, 2000 majority. 

Conflicting Claims, 

CHATTANOOGA, Nov. 8.—The election of 
H. Clay Evans (Rep.) over Governor Peter 
Turney has been conceded by the chair- 
man of the Democratic state committee, 
and Evans claims to have won by 10,000 
plurality. His election is a Waterloo for 
the Democracy, for the solid south is 
broken. F. V. Brown is elected to con- 
gress. 

The Commercial Appeal claims the elec- 
tion of Peter Turney (Dem.) for governor 
by 3000 plurality. 

Fusion Ticket Ahead. 

RALEIGH, Noy. $.—The state judicial 
ticket isso close that it will require offi- 
cial vote to decide. The legislature is in 
doubt. The Democrats hope for it, but 
make no claims. Populist and Republi- 
can leaders are confident. Indications are 
that the fusion ticket has defeated the 
Democratic congressional candidates in 
six districts, making the congressional 
delegation stand three Democrats, two Re- 
publicans and four Populists. 

Nelson Elected Governor by 20,000, 

St. Pact, Nov. 8.—There is no doubt of 
the election of Nelson (Rep.) for governor 
by at least 20,000 plurality. The returns 
show a remarkable slump of the vote to 
Owen, the Populist candidate for gov- 
ernor. Two-thirds of this has come from 
the Democratic party, and the Democratic 
eandidate for governor has received scarcely 
60,000 votes in a total of 265,000, The dele- 
gation to congress will be solidly Republi- 
can. 


Both Sides Claim the Delegate, 

OMAHA, Novy. 8.—Only one-third of the 
state has Hes n heard from. The figures 
thus far received indicate the election of 
Holcomb (Pop.-Dem.) for governor by a 
small plurality. The Republicans have 
probably elected five of the six congress- 
men, with the sixth still in doubt. 

SALT LaKE City, Nov. 8.—Both sides 
claim the election of delegate to congress, 
The result is in doubt. 

A Democratic Stronghold. 

NEW ORLEANS, Noy. 8.—There seems to 
be no doubt of the election of a solid 
Democratic delegation from this state 
Probably not over five of the 59 parishes 
in the state will show a Republican ma- 
jority. The Republican state committee 
claims that Kernoshan, Coleman and 
Blattie, Republican candidates for con- 
gress, were defeated by intimidation and 
fraud 

Waite Snowed Under. 

DENVER, Nov. 8.—With Republican 
strongholds yet to be heard from, the ma- 
jority for McIntyre (Rep.) for governor 
over Waite (Pop.) is 5000. The returns so 
far received indicate the election of Me-

ticket by 15,000 or 20,000 plurality. Re-

In this State previous to Tuesday, the 


highest plurality, 53,516, was obtained in 
1880 by the Republican candidate, John 
D. Long. Two years later, the Democrats 
secured their largest plurality, electing 
General Butler governor by 13,949. In 17 
of the 22 years the Republicans have tri- 
umphed. 

In Quincy previous to this year the 
pluralities have never exceeded 236 and 
was given that year (1889) to the minority, 
William E. Russell, the Democratic candi- 
date.

JAMES F. ROCHE 


Past Commander-in-Chief of the Regular 
Army and Navy Union. 

Past Commander-in-Chief James F. 
Roche of the regular Army and Navy 
Union died in Boston 
after a brief illness. 

Capt. Roche was born in Winona, Minn., 
in March, 1859, but moved with his parents 
to Massachasetts, and settled in Chelsea. 
Atanearly age he entered the law office 
of Gen. W. W. Blackmar of Boston, but 
after a short time left the study of law for 
that of pharmacy, entering the drug 
business and continuing in the same till 
a few years ago, when the state of his 
health compelled him to give it up. He 
then entered the custom house in Boston, 
iu Surveyor Coveney’s department, 

Capt. Roche enlisted in the 5th infan- 
try, M. V. M., being a member of com- 
pany H, Charlestown City Guard, Capt. 
J. Henry Brown. During his service 
with this regiment be received an ap- 
pointment as apotbecary in the United 
States navy, and was ordered to the 
Enterprise. On this vessel, under the 
command of Commander A. S. Barker, 
he completed the cruise around the 
world, which gave the Enterprise such 
fame. 

The Enterprise sounded the different

oceans, sailing from Norfolk, Va., and 
returning to New York, after visiting 
Africa, Madagascar, East Indies, China, 


Japan, Corea, Java, Australia, New 
Zealand, Patagonia, Uruguay and the 


West Indies. 

By command of Rear Admirable Davis, 
Apothecary Roche was for a time acting 
medical officer on the Palos of his squad- 
ron. 

Capt. Roche at the time of his election 
bythe Army and Navy Union, was the 
youngest commander-in-chief of any order 
in the country. 

He was more or less interested in politics 
and was a Democratic candidate for the 
board of aldermen in Boston in 1892, 
running against Mr. Alpheus Sanford in 
the 8th district, but was not elected. 

Capt. Roche was a member of the Mass, 
Catholic Order of Foresters, of the Knights 
of St. Rose, of the Catholic Association of 
Boston College, of the Fusileer Veteran 
Association, was president of the Zingari 
Cricket club. He was highly skilled in 
music and somewhat known as an author, 
his principal work being a pamphlet on the 
battle of Foochow of which he was an eye 
witness, 

He was well known, and his death will 
be deeply felt in the military world. 

The funeral services at the Cathedral 
will be held Friday morning at 9 o'clock. 
Comrades of the Regular Army and Navy 
Union will attend in uniform. The burial 
will be at West Quincy. 

The funeral cortege will arrive at St. 
Mary's cemetery, West Quincy about noon.

Republicans May Koll Up 60,000, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 8 — Chairman 
Gowdy says the state will go Republi- 
can by 60,000. He predicts the election 
of a Republican legislature in both 
branches. RepuDlicans elect congress- 
men in the Sixth, Seventh, Tenth and 
Eleventh and probably in the Fifth and 
Thirteenth districts, a Republican gain of 
six. 

First Time Since 1880, 

DETROIT, Noy. 8.—Secretary Hosford of 
the Democratic committee concedes the 
election of the entire Republican congres- 
sional delegation, for the first time since 
1880. John ‘I’ Rich (Rep.), for governor, 
is elected over Fisher (Dem.) by from 30,- 
000 to 50,000. The election of the whole 
Republican state ticket is conceded. 

Republicans Capture the State. 

TOPEKA, Noy. 8.—The returns indicate 
the election of Morrill for governor and 
the entire Republican state ticket. The 
Republicans probably carry all but one 
congressional district, and the legislature 
is Republican on joint ballot. Republi- 
cans claim the defeat of Congressman 
Simpson by 2000, 

A Complete Turnover, 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 8.—More complete re- 
turns indicate that the Republican plural- 
ity for secretary of state will exceed 150, 
900. The present Ohio delegation in con- 
gress consists of 11 Democrats and 10 Re 
publicans. ‘The newly elected delegation 
consists of 19 Republicans and two Demo- 
trats. 

QNemocrats Take About Everything. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 8.—The elec- 
tion for nine congressmen passed off very 
quietly, indeed, exceedingly so for some 
localities, where fights have been con 
spicuous heretofore. The Seventh district! 
is doubtful and may go for Howard (Pop.} 
The others were all carried by Democrats. 

Republicans Cut Into Democrats, 

BALTIMORE, Noy. 8.—Maryland’s solid 
Democratic front is broken, and the Re- 
publicans have made unprecedented gains 
in every direction. Republicans elect 
four out of six congressmen. In Balti- 
more Dobler (Rep.) defeated Kerr (Dem.) 
for supreme court judge. 

A Clean Sweep. 

CHICAGO, Noy. 8.—The state of Illinois 
is Republican by probably 100,000. The 
legislature, to elect a senator, is Republi- 
can. F. E. Downing (Dem.), of the Six- 
teenth district, is the only Democrat 
elected to congress from Illinois, all of 
the other 21 men vers being Republicans 

Republicans Claim Eight Congressmen, 

MILWAUKEE, Noy. 8.—The Republicans 
of Wisconsin carried the state by over 15, 
000 plurality for Governor Upfaam and 
their state ticket. The Republicans have 
made gains in almost every voting pre- 


cinch. The Republicans claim the elec- 
tion of cight and probably nine congress- 
men. 


Assuredly. Republican, 

Sioux FAuus, Noy. 8.—Returns indicate 
that the Republican ticket, including two 
congressmen-at-large, is elected by no less 
than 12,000 plurality, and tho legislature 
will be two-thirds Republican. Pierre, 
the capital, has rolled up the largest Re 
publican majority ever known there. 

Usual Democratic Vic.ory Claimed.

BLOOMINGTON, Ills., Noy. 8.—Hop. Adlai 
E. Stevenson says: ‘‘My opinion can be 
briefly stated. The result is due in part 
to the financial depression which came 
upon the country soon after the inaugura- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland. While the Demo- 
crats were in no way responsible for this, 
they were made the scapegoats.” 

New York, Noy. 8.—Dr. Parkhurst 
says: ‘“Asto the general result I may 
say frankly it was one which Iwas not 
prepared for.

Not that they have 
suddenly become imbued with yirtue, be- 
cause {t was not lack of virtue that kept 
them where they were, but because they 
have only began to get aglimpseof the 
real light." 

PORTLAND, Me., Noy. 8.—Thomas B. 
Reed says: “If the overturn proves as 
complete as it seems to have been, the 
country and especially the laboring men 
are to be congratulated.’”’ Mr. Reed was 
silent when congratulated on the prospect 
that he would be the next speaker of the 
house, though he seemed to look upon it 
as a settled thing.

Al- 
though doubtful, it is not all certain that 
the defeat of the Democrats will not result 
in a return to protection. 


HEDGED IN. 


Chinese Squadron at the Mercy of the 
Japanese at Port Arthur. 

SHANGHAI, Noy. 8.—The report of the 
capture of Talienwan by the Japanese has 
not been confirmed. The reports have 
been confirmed, however, that the Jap- 
anese are steadily repulsigg detached 
bodies of Chinese, and tha‘ they have 
taken Port Kinchau. Tho Japanese force 
that landed on Oct. 25 north of Elliot isl- 
and first marched eastward, probably to 
intercept the army of General Sung, 
which was retreating from Fung-Wang- 
Ching. They then turned westward to- 
ward Talienwaen, advancing five miles 
daily.

Consternation has been caused by the 
discovery thut the Pei-Yang squadron 
has been caught in a trap at Port Arthur 
by the Japanese, owing to the neglect or 
overruling of Li Hung Chang’s orders.

A GENUINE SURPRISE 


Cleveland Had Not Looked For the 
Total Rout of Democracy. 


SOME LATE ELECTION RETURNS 


Show Still Further Gains In 
the Republican Ranks. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 9.—Tuesday’s cy 
clone has sent consternation into the 
ranks of the Democratic party, many of 
whose representatives are now here 
President Cleveland expected the defeat 
of Hilland Tammany in New York, and 
s0 informed his political associates on his 
return to this city after ascjourn in New 
York for two days 

It was this firm belief on his part that 
induced him to withhold any endorsement, 
approval or interference In the election in 
that state. He foresaw and repeatedly 
stated to the members of his cabinet and 
others the inevitable defeat of Hill and 
Tammany. 

The total rout and disaster which has 
overtaken his party was wholly unex- 
pected. After frequent conferences with 
the Democratic leaders from different, parts 
of the country, both the president and the 
members of his cabinet were confident 
that the Democratic party would retain 
control of the lower house of congress. 

He also felt assured that the Democratic 
leaders like Wilson, Bynum, Tracey and 
Springer, who belong to the most pro- 
nounced type of tariff reformers, would 
surely be re-elected. The defeat of these 
gentlemen and many others who are close 
followers of the president is deeply re- 
gretted. Representative Wilson's defeat 
is more keenly felt by the president and 
his immediate advisers than any of the 
others. 

Defeat In New York Expected. 


A prominent Democrat from New York, 
who is a warm admirer of President Cleve 
land, remarked yesterday that it had been 
clear to him for some months past that 
the Democratic party was doomed to 
‘defeated in New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut. But he had strong hopes 
that the south and west would remain 
firm in the Democratic column and 
thereby save the tower house. 

It was evident to his mind now that th 
plain people, the farmers, the wege-work 
ersand the business interests were dis 
satisfied with the party’s action. They 
had not fulfilled, he said, its promises as 
to tariff legislation. 

The Democracy went into the campaign 
fatally handicapped. They undertook the 
contest discredited and repudiated by 
their own chieftain, who stigmatized as 
perfidious and dishonorable the tariff 
measure which the party had supported 
and passed, thus sending them before the 
country branded as traitors and delin 
quent by their own leader. 

Not only that, said this New York Demo 
crat, but they were divided among them 
selves, infirm of purpose and incoherent 
as to their organization. The people be 
came alarmed, and they had expressed 
themselves in no uncertain terms It is 
no wonder, he said, that the Democrats 
have been overwhelmed in every part of 
the country when there was a possibility 
of their defeat

A well-known Populist says 
that the governor is thinking overa propo- 
sition said to have been made tohim to 
take up his residence in linois. It is 
said that the People’s party of MDlinois 
have taken such a liking to the governor 
that they want him not only to reside 
among them, but also to lead them to vic 
tory as their candidate for governor in 1896. 


Both Old Parties Caught. 

ABILENE, Tex., Nov. 9.—Texas, too, was 
caught in the slide of Republican victory, 
but by Populists instead of Republicans. 
Late returns very materially change the 
situation from that of Wednesday, when 
the Democrats were confident of a plural- 
ity of 80,000, while now. they will be satis- 


Ned if barely ahead. Every return 
throughout the state shows phenomenal 
Populist gains, and may possibly indicate 
the election of Nugent, the Populist nom- 
inee for governor. The state is claimed 
by both parties. The Populists claim a 
plurality of 80,000 for Nugent, while the 
Democrats only claim the state for Cul- 
berson by 30,000. The Democratic strong- 
folds have been heard from, while the 
Populists are yet to receive returns from 
the country districts. 
Bland Will Stay at Home. 

Kansas City, Nov. 9.—The most sur- 
prising thing of the upheaval was the 
transfer of Missouri from the Democratic 
to the Republican column. “Silver 
Dick” Bland is elected to stay at home 
and a Republican will succeed him. Re- 
publicans have elected entire county 
tickets in counties which have nov elected 
a Republican since the war. 

A Votoe From the Northwest. 

PORTLAND, Or., Nov. 9.-——Governor Pen 
noyer, in an interview on the late election, 
said: ‘“‘Two years ago the people jumped 
outof the frying pan into the fire; this 
year they have jumped back into the fry- 
ing pan again. This election landslide is 
really an unwitting rebuke to Cleveland 
for his flnancial policy.” 

Fusion Ticket Won. 

RALEIGH, Novy. 9.—The fusion ticket, 
state, judicial and legislative, put out by 
the Republicans and Populists, is elected 
by some 20,000 majority. This gives them 
the state treasurer, chief justice and two 
associate justices of the supreme court and 
five judges of the superior court. 

Three Senatorial Candidates. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—George R. Davis, ex- 
director general of the World's fair, isa 
candidate for United States senator from 
Illinois to succeed Shelby M. Cullom 
There are two other avowed aspirants, ex 
Congressman William E. Mason and At- 
torney George S. Willitts. 

Gothain’s Official Count. 

NEw York, Nov. 9.—The official vote of 
New York city for mayor is as follows: 
William L. Strong (Rep.), 153,043; Hugh 
J. Grant (Dem.), 108,778; Lucien Sanial 
(Socialist), 7181; James McCallum (Peo.), 
928; George Gethin (Pro.), 866. Strong's 
plurality, 44,265. 

Budd Squeezes In. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 9.—The plurality 
of Budd, the Democratic candidate for 
governor, will be about 2000. The Repub- 
licans have elected the remainder of the 
state ticket. There is no doubt that the 
Republicans have six of the seven congress 
men. 

Situation Unchanged. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 9.—The situation 
in the Ashland district is unchanged 
Owens (Dem.) claims 118 plurality, but 
Judge Denny (Rep.) says heis confident 
of his election. If Owens is given a cer- 
tificate Denny will surely contest his seat. 

Small Margins. 

BROOKLYN, Noy. 9.—As the figures stand 
now the consolidation is carried by a ma- 
jority for consolidation of 395.

Built for Business. 


A Better Outlsok For Our 
Canadian Cousins. 


New YORK, Nov. 10.—R. G. Dun & Co., 
in their Weekly Review of Trade, say: 
Business has been waiting the greater 
part of the past week, and the elections 
are expected to give itasharp stimulus. 
Whether men are right or wrong in ex- 
pecting better things, the fact that they 
expect them tends to make things better. 
Thus a large volume of trade might be an- 
ticipated, although no political events can 
alter the size of the corn crop, nor make 
the demand for wheat or cotton closer to 
supply. 

The output of pig iron was larger by 
7731 tons Noy. 1, when it was 158,866 tons 
weekly, than it was Oct. 1, and larger than 
&@ year ago, butitis still about 13 per cent 
below the output last May, before the 
great depression began. 

At the same time there is a decided im- 
provement in the tone of the market and 
& general confidence that the business will 
now improve. 

Boot and Shoe Trade Fair. 

The boot and shoe manufacture has been 
doing relatively well, as usual, though the 
season is about over, and the orders run- 
ning into the future are almost exclu- 
sively for cheaper grades. No change in 
prices has been noted, although manu- 
facturers still complain that present prices 
of boots and shoes are not remunerative 
with current prices for leather. 

Low Prices For Cottons and Woolens. 

In the textile industries there is rather 
more hesitation than appeared a week ago. 

Print cloths are lower, having declined 
to 2.62 cents, and some of the cotton mills 
have discontinued production because the 
demand is unsatisfactory—the shrinkage 
in the western and southern demand be- 
ing generally attributed to the low prices 
of wheat and cotton and to the short crop 
of wheat and corn. 

Scarcely anything is doing in woolen 
goods, for spring orders thus far are not 
more than one-half the usual quantity. 
The sales of wool atthe three chief mar- 
kets of the east have been only 8,575,600 
pounds, against 3,864,700 last year, and 
8,215,000 pounds in 1802 for the corre 
sponding week. 

There is no speculative buying, and 
manufacturers are purchasing only for the 
immediate needs, so that the prices, 
though avefaging 4, cent lower than a 
month ago, show no tendency as yet to im- 
prove. 

A Favorable Showing. 

Reports of failures are on the whole en* 
couraging in comparison with last year, 
and yet the volume ef liabilities is larger 
for the season than in any year of ordi- 
nary prosperity. 

The aggregate in five weeks ending 
Nov. 1 has been $10,772,943, of which #4, 
386,578 were of manufacturing and $6, 
308,862 of trading concerns. The failures 
during the past week have been 261 in the 
United States, against 358 last year. 

Business In the Provinces, 

Bradstrect’s report says: Special tele- 
grams from Halifax report gainsin almost 
all lines, with collections improved. There 
is also an improvement in wholesale lines 
at Toronto, colder weather having stimu- 
lated business, but prices are unchanged 

Retail trade is stimulated at Montreal, 
but jobbers report collections lesa prompt 
than a year ago, and the volume of busi- 


clearings at Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal 
and Halifax footed up #22,544,551, a 
large increase as compared with the pre- 
ceding week, when the total was $16,972, 
237. One year ago the week's total was 
21,559, 863. 

There were 40 failures in business re- 
ported from Canada this week, compared 
with 46 last week, 28 in the first week of 
November, 1898, 14 in 1892 and 30 in 1891.

THE QUARRY LAND. 


The Company to Receive Twice as Much 
as Was Offered. 

The report of Hon, Moses Williams, Mr. 
Morris Gray and Mr. Samuel B. Capen, 
auditors in the suit of the Quincy Quarry 
Company against the commonwealth, has 
been filed in the Norfolk superior court at 
Dedham. The auditors find that the 
quarry company is entitled to recover 
$14,000 for the 105 acres of land in Quincy 
taken by the metropolitan park commis- 
sioners in 1893 for public park purposes. 

Hon. E. C. Bumpus appeared for the 
petitioner; Hon. W.S. B. Hopkins and 
Messrs. Balch & Rackeman for the com- 
monwealth. 

While the award is over twice the 
amount offered by the Metropolitan park 
commissioners, it is a fact that the Quincy 
Quarry Company is not at all satisfied and 
would much prefer to own the property 
which was about to be developed by their 
railroad, and promised big returns, 


ITHE WOLLASTON SWAMP. 


The New Drain to the Neponset 
Is Working Well. 


River 


The draining of Green’s pond, (Vollaston, 
and the surrounding swamp land into the 
Neponset river is successful, the pond 
having already been lowered three feet. 

About fifty years ago, when the Old 
Colony & Newport railroad was being con- 
structed more trouble was experienced by 
the contractors in building the road-bed 
over thisswamp than in any other section 
of the road. For weeks men, horses, tip- 
carts, and an immense steam shovel worked 
incessantly endeavoring to construct a 
solid foundation over this quick sand. One 
day a horse and tip cart got mired in it and 
soon disappeared beneath the mud.. For 
years this section of the road-bed kept 
settling. 

Nothing more was thought of the swamp 
and Green’s pond until in the early 70's 
when Smith & Smith, the contractors 
working for the original Wollaston Land 
Co., undertook to drain and fill it in. 
Their train cars were rup to the pond and 
thousands of cubie yards of gravel and 
large numbers of trees were dumped into 
the pond’s insatiable maw, but allto no 
purpose, It is said that over $5000 was 
expended in that attempt to drain it. 

The land about it, some five acres, passed 
into the hands of the Eastern Township 
Bank of Sherbrook, Canada, for something 
like $16,000. The bank held it for several 
years and finally disposed of it to A. L. 
Baker of Wollaston for $1000, 

Wood, Harmon «& Co., having purchased 
a large tractof land south of the foundry 
desired to drain the pond and swamp, and 
agreed, it is understood, to pay for the 
work providing the city would appropriate 
$150 for the purpose, which it did.

SETBACK 


They Are Said to Suffer a Reves 
Port Arthur. 

YOROuAMA, Nov. 10.—Ruamors are cur- 
rent here to the eff-cr that the Japanese 
forces have suferel a reverse at Port Ar- 
thur. 

A dispatch from Chee-Foo says that 
fighting had occurred on Nov. 4, 5 and 6, 
but that it has not been decisive. 

A Tien-Tsin dispatch says that the re- 
sponsible Chinese officials appear to be 
callous as to the fate of the empire. They 
attend chiefly to the personal interests, 
such as contracts for furnishing arms, etc. 
The people are also indifferent. In the 
vicinity of Moukden they suffer more from 
fear of the Chinese soldiery than from fear 
of the enemy. ‘The dispatch adds that th: 
Russian officers on the station have been 
instructed to conciliate their British col 
leagues. 

A dispatch from Shanghai states that 
the Chinese men-of-war remaining outside 
of Port Arthur have been ordered to at- 
tack the Japanese fleet that is blockaeing 
that port and preventing the egress of a 
number of Cninese warships now lying 
there. 

A dispatch from Chemulpo says: Fur- 
ther bodies of Japanese troops have been 
landed on the coast to the southward of 
Seoul. Their object is the subjection of 
the Tongaks, who are very troublesome. 

Kimbaku, vice president of the council 
of state, who was appointed by Japanese 
influence, was assassinated on Oct. 30, 
The anti-Japanese feeling is intense. Five 
hundred Japanese troops have returned to 
Seoul in consequence. 


ANOTHER BOND ISSUE. 
Uncle Sam Wants to Borrow $50,000,000 
to Save the Gold Reserve. 

New York, Nov. 10.—The Press today 
says: The government will at once ask 
bankers for a loan of another #50,000,000. 
Gold board bonds for that amount, bear- 
ing 5 per cent interest, will be issued 
within afew days at a price which will 
net investors about 3 per cent annually. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Cur- 
tis has been in this city several days, and 
he has had conferences with the presidents 
of national banks and trust companies. 
One of the bank presidents said yesterday: 

“Yes, there will be an issue of bonds 
shortly, probably within the next week 


or two. Secretary Carlisle will call for in- 
vestors. President Cleveland and the sec- 
retary have determined that the gold re- 


serve shall not be further impaired. 

“If the people do not take all the bonds, 
as it is probable they will not, the bankers 
who flouted the last issues will subscribe.

Is the Only Thing Which Is Clouding 
Europe’s Political Sky. 


ROSEBERY CENSURES THE PRESS 


For Beating the Government 
In Disseminating News. 


Lonpoy, Nov. 10.—In accordance with 
the ancient custom, the new lord mayor of 
London, Sir Joseph Renals, gave 4 ban- 
quet at the Guild hall last night. Tho 
principal speaker was Prime Minister 
Rosebery, and the sentiment of his speech 
was for peace. 

He said that he was convinced that 
Great Britain should maintain her great- 
ness abroad. ‘The political sky abroad 
was not entirely clear, but the barometer 
was not falling. The reason that the sky 
is not clear, he added, is the disastrous 
Chinese-Japanese war. The British gov- 
ernment had not lost the chance of mak- 
ing some progress toward a peaceful set- 
tlement. Continuing, Lord Rosebery said: 

“We are determined to maintain a strict 
neutrality, but on the other hand we can- 
not forget that we have shown a striking 
and tangible proof of friendship with 
Japan by our recent treaty, which gave 
Japan what she had most at heart, while 
we have shown friendship to China in at- 
tempting to secure peace. Although our 
efforts have not met with success, we do 
not repent them. 

“We acted throughoutin accord with 
Russia. We would still be glad to join in 
any pacific means to secure a peace honor- 
able to Japan and not disastrous to China. 
The newspapers have been advising the 
government to secure the opportunity now 
offering to enter into an entente cordiale 
with Russia. That advice the government 
has already anticipated. Ever since the 
government's relations with Russia have 
been more cordial than I ever remember. 
The frontier difficulties in Asia are now 
nearly terminated. The removal of this 
cause of Anglo-Russian distrust will be a 
great step toward universal peace.” 

Lord Rosebery expressed the hope that 
the young head on which had fallen the 
terrible responsibilities of the awful crown 
of Russia, which involves so much of the 
destinies and happiness of the human race, 
would not prove unequal to the burden, 

A Whack at the Press, 

The prime minister further said that 
there were at present three elements en- 
dangering the world’s peace—enormous 
armaments, the press and armed explora- 
tions. He did not believe that the news- 
papers, in their flerce competition, suffi- 
ciently weighed the effect the intelligence 
they publish had on great 
affairs. 

He instantved the Samoan question. It 
the newspapers 
that New Zealand desired or intended to 
administer the government of Samoa. 
The British government did not think it 
necessary to contradict such assured 
rumors. Such rumors, however, could 
not fail to prejudicially affect the powers 
with which Great Britain was 
ating in Samoa. The press, he declared, 
should sift the news before publishing it, 

After deprecating armed explorations in 
Africa as a menace to European peace, 
Lord Rosebery said: ‘Our foreign policy 
is distinctly conservative. Wecovet noth 
ing abroad and only want to maintain the 
status.’”’ He concluded: ‘It will

“What we have lost In congressmen we 
have more than made up in votes. The 

“This is in the face of the faet that about 
20,000 of our voters had left the state on 
account of the drought. We failed in the 
election of officers because we were not 
fused with the Democrats, but we have 
every reason to feel encouraged for the 
future. In the country at large I feel 
confident that when the returns are footed 
up they will show our total vote to be 
little less than 2,000,000, which is about 
twice the Populist vote of two years ago.”’ 

Concerning Tillman, 


Asked if he believed Governor Tillman 
would co-operate with the Populists if he 
shou'd be elected to the senate, Mr. 
Peffer repMed that he could not say, as 
G>vyernor Tillman never outlined his in- 
tentions in that respect. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that Mr. Irby, who was 
supposed to share the politica: views of 
Governor Tillman, had remained in the 
Democratic ranks. “Still,” he added, 
“the time must soon come when all Dem- 
ocrats, believing as Tillman and Irby do, 
must ally themselves openly with the 
Populist party. The eastern Democrats 
are to all intents and purposes Republi- 
cans, and Democrats of the Tillman-Irby 
stripe cannot long remain in the same 
party organization with them.” 

The senator declined to discuss the ques- 
tion of the probable organization of the 
senate, after March 4, by the Republicans, 
with the aid of such Populists who had 
affiliated with the Republican party be- 
fore they became Populists, further than 
to say that the time was too far distant to 
speculate upon this, and in a general way 
to aremark that if the time should come 
when the Populists should hold the bal- 
ance of powerin the senate, “I have no 
doubt they will exercise that power con- 
tinuously and wisely,” he said. 

A Straight-Out Pop. 

Senator Stewart of Nevada was less 
guarded than Senator Peffer in speaking 
of the assumption that certain of the Pop 
ulist senators would aid the Republicans 
in the organization of the senate. He says 
emphatically that, so far as he is con- 
cerned, he will enter into no coalition 
with either of the old parties to secure the 
organisation. 

“I don't care,” he said, “which ef the 
old parties controls the machinery of the 
senate, There is no advantage to us to be 
joined by a combination with either the 
Republicans or the Cleveland Democrats. 
We don't care for the few paltry offices 
there are to be bestowed, and could not 
afford to sacrifice our independence asa 
party for them. 

“So far as Iam personally concerned, I 
don’t care whether they put me on any 
committee or what they do with me, s0 
long as lam entitled to my seat in the 
senate and can get into the chamber. In 
fact,’ he added, growing emphatic, ‘I can 
raise more hell when entirely free from 
such obligations than when bound by 
them." 

What He Will Advise. 

The senator says that he thinks the 
Populists will be able to exercise a more 
potent influence by keeping entirely aloof 
from and entering into no entangling 
alliances with either of the ~ld parties, 
and it is his opinion that this is the policy 


which will be pursued by the third party 
in the senate, and that he will advise that 
this policy be pursued. 

He thinks there is no doubt that when 
the test comes Senator Jones will be 
found acting in full harmony with the 
Populist senators, and that if Governor 
Tillman should be chosen to succeed Sen- 
ator Butler, he will also be found in the 
Populist column, as will also the two sen- 
ators to be chosen from North Carolina. 
This would give the Populists eight sen- 
ators, as against 42 Republicans and 38 
Democrats, after the 4th of March. 

“The only ground,”’ he said, in conclu- 
sion, ‘‘on whigh he should be willing to 
unite with the Republicans would be ona 
platform pledging that party to a free sil- 
ver policy. I do not want any half-way 
measures, such asthe colnageof American 
product, as I should know that whatever 
was promised would be nothing but a 
trap. Ido not propose to be caught with 
anything less than a compliance with our 
complete demands.” 


DOES “ELECTROCUTION” KILL? 


Experts May Be Granted an Opportunity 
to Settle an Important Question, 

ALBANY, Noy. 12.—Governor Flower is 
willing to allow experts to make a test 
to ascertain whether a man killed in the 
electrical chair can be resuscitated. 

Ever since the adoption of the electrical 
execution act by the state, the Westing- 
house people, whose dynamos are used, 
have declared that electricity was not the 
cause of death, but that death was assured 
by the holding of an autopsy directly after 
the body had been taken from the electri- 
cal chair. 

Nicola Tesla, the famous electrician, has 
contended that he could bring back to life 
aman killed inan electrical chair, pro- 
vided the attempt was made immediately 
after execution. George Westinghouse 
has always asserted that the electrical 
death was a sham, and that a New York 
commission, headed by Elbridge T. Gerry, 
had added the autopsy clause to the law 
so as to make it certain that the man was 
dead. 

Within the past few weeks the agitation 
of the subject has again become promi- 
nent and an appeal is to be made to the 
governor to allow the next man con- 
demned to death at Auburn to be experi- 
mented on. This request is the one the 
governor says he will grant. 

The attempt, if made, will undoubtedly 
create intense interest in the scientiflo 
world. It will also arouse curiosity 
among laymen, because if successful it 
will bring to life a man who cannot be 
again executed, having oace suffered the 
ponalty of death. It will also prove that 
the state executioners have been the sur- 
geons who have held the autopsy rather 
than the state electrician.

MADRID, Nov. 12.—At a meeting of his 
supporters in both chambers yesterday, 
Prime Minister Sagasta said he hoped 
soon to secure Cuban reform and pacifica- 
tion by means of mutual concessions.

Cable Hews. 
IN SOLEMN SPLENDOR 


Moscow Pays Tribute to the Memory 
of Czar Alexander. 


WHOLE CITY IN DEEP MOURNING. 


Thousands Prostrate Them-- 
selves Before the Coffin. 


Moscow, Nov. 12.—The streets of Mos- 
cow were lined with thousands upon 
thousands of persons at dawn yesterday 
awaiting the arrival of the body of Czar 
Alexander. The city has almost disap- 
peared under its mantle of white and 
black draperies and wears a mournful and 
solemn aspect. The leading streets and 
thousands of houses are covered with 
crape. Even the lamp posts are covered. 
Festoons of crape cover the sidewalks. 
Arches, obelisks and masts have been 
erected and covered with elaborate and 
somber designs. Everywhere can be seen 
portraits and busts of the late czar draped 
with crape. 

The traf conveying the remains ar- 
rived Saturday evening at Boutowo, a 
short distance outside of Moscow, where 
it remainea during the night. The 
journey was resumed early yesterday 
morning, trains bringing to the city por- 
tions of the suite, who arrived at 8 o'clock. 
The funeral train with Czar Nicholas, the 
ezarina, Princess Alix, numerous grand 
dukes and grand duchesses, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, high officials and 
officers, arrived at 10:30. 

The party was meton the platform of the 
railway station by the governor of Moscow, 
the high officials of the city, Grand Duke 
Michael, Grand Duke Sergius and his 
wife, Grand Duchess Elizabeth, M. Dur- 
nova, ministerof the interior, and a most 
brilliant assemblage of military officers. 

The clergy offered prayers as the coffin 
was lifted from the train on which it had 
made the long journey from Sebastopol. 
A procession was then formed, and when 
all was in readiness the pall was removed 
from the coffin. Czar Nicholas and the 
grand dukes then bore the coffin to the 
hearse that was in waiting. 

In the meanwhile, cannon was booming 
from the Kremlin fortress. At 11 o'clock 
the procession started for the Cathedral of 
St. Michael the Archangel. The cortege 
was of immense length. In it imperial 
standards were borne by high function- 
aries, each of them followed by one of the 
dead czar’s saddle horses. General officers 
carried the late czar’s armorial badges, 
state swords and insignia and decorations. 
Then followed a long array of clergy, 
bearing emblems and images, deputations, 
corporations and trade societies. 

Along the Route, 

The funeral car was drawn by eight 
horses and there was a guard of honor 
composed of 8) cadets. The cords of the 
pall, which had been replaced, were held 
by generals, then followed on foot the 
czar, the Prince of Wales, the grand 
dukes, the imperial houschold, ete. Be- 
hind them came the czarina and other im- 
perial and royal ladies in mourning 
coaches. 

The military escort was made up of five 
companies from different regiments, a 
battery of artillery and five squadrons of 
cavalry. The route from the railway sta 
tion to Kremlin was lined with troops. A 
feature of the procession were the thou- 
sands of wreaths carried by the deputa- 
tions. There were so many of these 
wreaths that it was impossibleto find 
room for them in the cathedral. 

The streets in the vicinity of the Krem- 
lin were black with humanity, and the 
crowd extended as far as the eye could 
reach. Inthe Cathedral of St. Michael 
there was an immense concourse of people. 

Stopped at Four Churches, 

The cortege stopped at four churches on 
the way to the Kremlin, within the trian- 
gular walls of which the Cathedral of St. 
Michael is situated. These stops were 
made to allow of the offerings of prayer 
for the dead. 

It was 1 o'clock before the procession ar- 
rived at the cathedral. Here the pall was 
again removed, and the coffin was borne 
into the church with the same ceremony 
that had marked its transfer at the station. 
It was placed upon an immense cata- 
falque that had beer erected in the nave. 
This was surmounted by a canopy em- 
broidered in gold. The whole interior of 
the church was decorated with white and 
black draperies, embroidered in silver. 

The tombs of the czars, whose remains 
are inthe cathedrals, were covered with 
black velvet, on which the epitaphs on the 
tombs were plainly reproduced. Four 
generals removed the lid and replaced the 
pail over the open coffin 

Orthodox Rites. 

The metropolitan of Moscow conducted 
the funeral service, which was marked 
with all the solernn pomp of the Orthodox 
church. 

Subsequently many of the imperial 
party, with their suites, proceeded to the 
Uspensky cathedral, the most venerated 
of the several sacred buildings of the 
Kremlin and the Ischudoff cloisters, 
where the most venerated holy pictures of 
Russia were displayed. Thence they went 
to the palace 

In the meantime, the 2zarina, Princess 
Alixand the grand duehess visited the 
Blagovyschensky cathedral, also within 
the Kremlin, at one time the private 
chapel of the czars 

The public, on being admitted into the 
cathedral of St. Michael to see the body 
lying in state, found the coffin guarded by 
military deputations. The most touching 
scenes were witnessed in the cathedral. 
The people prostrated themselves revyer- 
ently before the coffin, at the same time 
offering brief prayers for the repose of the 
soul of Alexander IIL

Mayor Hodges Likely to be Renomi- 
nated by Democrats. 


FOUR REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES 


May be Thompson, or Moxon, or John- 
son, or Hall 


The Globe has set the municipal political 
pot to boiling, but it will not be successful 
in creating discord this time in the Repub- 
lican ranks. No such feeling exists in the 
party as the big Boston daily would have its 
readers believe, and neither are there as 
many candidates actively in the field. 

Here is a sample paragraph from the 
Globe which Chairman Fairbanks promptly 
pronounces as ‘‘ all bosh :”’ 

It is known that the Fairbanks men 
are not enthusiastic over either Thomp- 
son or Holden. They are out strong for 
Stephen O. Moxon and have offered 
him the nomination, so far as their 
influence goes, Mr. Moxon has not re- 
fused, neither has he said as yet that 
he will go into the fight. He is a man 
that has too much at risk politically 
to chance defeat, either at a convention 
or at the polls, and he is playing a wait- 
ing game just now. 

Chairman Fairbanks informs the Daity 
LEDGER that he is for the Republican 
nominee, whoever he may be, and is con- 
fident of seating him in the Mayor's chair 
in 1895. While voters have different 
preferences he expects no split, but strong, 
vigorous, enthusiastic work for the en- 
tire Republican ticket. 

The contest a week ago resolved itself 
down to Thompson and Moxon, and the 
former seem to have the inside track, but a 
new candidate has appeared in the field 
and it is possible that he will give both the 
above a sharp fight. His candidacy is 
meeting with considerable favor. 

Councilman Johnson, who i; now brought 
forward, has made an excellent member of 
the Council of 1894. Itis a fact that the 
party has had no leader in the Council of 
this year, but Mr. Johnson has been among 
the foremost, and has had a large follow- 
ing. 

Auditor Hall is likely to be the choice of 
some voters, particularly in Ward One. 

No Democratic rival to Mayor Hodges 
bas yet appeared on the scene, and none 


| is expected, although there isan undertow 


which may be felt. 

The Democrats have a strong team for 
Councilmen-at-large in Messrs. Adams, 
Baker, Holbrook, Lamb and Lennon. 

Should Mr. Johnson not be nominated 
for Mayor he will undoubtedly be a candi- 
date at large for the Council, with such 
men as Councilmen Shackley, Bigelow, 
Bass and Moxon and Mr, E. H. Sprague 
to complete the ticket. 

There are likely to be many changes in 
the Ward Councilmen, and many aspirants 
are heard in the different wards. 

There wil! probably be no opposition to 
the re-nomination of Mr. Wendell G. Cor- 
thell as a member of the Schoo! Committee 
from Ward Five. Mr. Corthell has served 
his constituents and the city faithfully in 
the discharge of his duties. Unfortunately 
he will be detained in Paris this winter 
attending his brother, Mr. Elmer L. Cor- 
thell, who is dangerousiy sick and has 
already undergone four operations, 

Mr. Corthell has been criticised for re- 
taining his position on the scbool com- 
mittee, and, at the same time, being absent 
in Europe for several months, but as his 
brother's life is despaired of, and it is im- 
perative that he should take care of him, it 
seems as if the criticism was uncalled for. 

The municipal conventions will have to 
nominate a school committee-man at large 
to fill out Dr. George B. Rice’s unexpired 
term of two years, as on October 1 of this 
year he moved to Boston with his family 
and leased his Wollaston residence, thus 
becoming a resident of that city. 

The city charter provides in Sec. 43 that 
“‘ Any office established by or under this 
act shall become vacant if the incumbent 
thereof ceases to be a resident of the city.” 


CONDUCTOR OSBORNE. 


A Former Wollastonian Dies at Home in 
Whitman. 

Mr. William A. Osborne, for twenty 
years an esteemed resident of Wollaston 
died at the home of his son, Mr. William 
A. Osborne, Jr., at Whitman, Mass., on 
Friday last after a long illness. 

He was born at South Hanson, Mass., in 
1829 and began his long railroading career, 
which lasted upwards of forty years as 
station master at South Hanson. He was 
scon promoted to be a conductor and was 
placed in charge of a train on the ol dBridge- 
water branch. For several years he ran 
one of the North Bridgewater expresses 
and resided in that town, afterwards 
moving to Middleboro when he began to 
run the Cape train. Mr. Osborne ran that 
train for nearly twenty years, going from 
Boston to Provincetown one day and re- 
turning the next. 

In March, 1892, as his train was pulling 
into the South Yarmouth station he was 


stricken with paralysis. He was passing } 


from one car into another when the 
shock came, but managed by an almost 
superhuman effort to cling to the guard 
rail until the train stopped at the station, 
when he was discovered and taken into the 
depot.

The Uniied States Offers Her Services to 
China and Japan. 

Toxo, Nov. 12.—United States Minis- 
ter Dun has communicated to the minis- 
try the substance of an important cipher 
cable proposition received from Secretary

ing the President of the United States = 
act as mediator in sottling the war, he 
will exercise his good offices in that ca 

ity. 

er similar propasition has been sent to 
China. The cable was received by Minis 
ter Dun on Friday and was presented to 
aspecial meeting of the ministry. AD 
answer has not yet been sent. The pro- 
position presents a grave question to the 
ministry. They are urged on one hand by 
the popular sentiment to continue the war 
and crush China. On the other hand 
European powers are threatening to inter 
vene. 

The Japanese have invested Port Ar 
thur, and the two innermost forts on the 
land side have been captured. 

Advices from the armies commanded by 
Field Marshal Count Oyama, now opera- 
ting on the Liaotung peninsula,confirm the 
reports of Japanese victories at Chinchiu 
and Talionwan. On the morning of 
Tuesday last, one brigade of the Japanese 
forces captured Chinchiu, and on the next 
day Talienwan was bombarded and also 
captured. A Brisish warship was at 
Talienwan during the bombardment. 

The official dispatches of Field Marshal 
Oyama state that the Chinese forces at 
Talienwan numbered 8000 infantry and 
1800 cavalry. They made little resistance 
at this point. They retreated towards 
Port Arthur. The Japanese lost only 10 
men inthe capture. The Chinese losses 
were also slight. 

A dispatch dated Talienwan, Nov. 7, 
from Admiral Ito, commander tn-chief of 
the Japanese navy, says that the squadron 
left Chiosansetsuto on Nov. 6, and on the 
morning of the 7th was near Talienwan. 
No firing was heard from the forts and 
the squadron steamed into the bay, when 
the Japanese flag was seen flying from the 
fortifications, the guns of which were dis- 
mounted, An officer landed and found 
only some Japanese guards, who informed 
him that the conmmander of the brigade 
had returned to Chinchiu. 


Wants to Fight Steve O’ Donnell. 

Boston, Nov. 12.—John J. Quinn, Peter 
Maher's backer, arrived in this city yester- 
day. He says he will match Maher against 
Steve O'Donnell for from $2500 to 85000 a 
side, a satisfactory purse and the winner 
to take all. Quinn wants the fight to take 
place in New Orleans and says that the 
Olympic club will offer a substantial 
purse. Billy Brady, who is backing O’ Don- 
nell, is said to be unwilling to allow his 
man to fight before Corbett meets Fitz- 
simmons next fal, while Quinn objects to 
this. Quinn announces that if Brady re- 
fuses to accept his terms, the challengeia 
open to Peter Jackson, Jim Hall or Joe 
Choynski and will post $1000 forfeit. 


Falling Off In Dividends, 

Fat. River, Mass., Nov. 12 —The re 
port of tae quarterly dividends declared 
by local corporations for the third quarter 
of the year 1804 was issued today by G. M. 
Huffards & Co. It shows a great falling 
olf as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of 1893. Of the 87 corporations on 
the list, the Bourne, Davol and Flint are 
the only ones that paid the same dividends 
this year as last. Fourteen of the 87 
passed their dividends, while of the others, 
afew borrowed money to preserve an un- 
broken record. The average dividend is 
about 1 per cent for the quarter, or, in 
actual payments, $215,900, on a capitalized 
stock of #21, 160,000. 


Disposed of by a Mob. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., Nov. 12.—On the 
night of Noy. 6 Thomas A. Keyes was 
murdered in his store at Floyd, La. One 
Charlie Williams, a half-breed Mexican, 
and a noted desperado, was arrested along 
with a negro and put in jail. The negro 
confessed that Williams cut Keyes’ throat. 
It is supposed that the negro first brained 
Keys with an ax, Last night an infu- 
riated crowd went to the jail, hanged the 
negro and shot Williams to death. 


Turks Say It Is Untrue. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Novy. 12.—Three thou- 
sand Armenians, including women and 
children, are reported to have been mas- 
sacred in Turkish Armenia during a re- 
cent attack by Kurds. Twenty-five vil- 
lages were destroyed. The Turkish offi- 
cialis declare that the reporé is not true,

CHRISTENED BY MRS. CLEVELAND. 


But Two Other Vessels Worthy 
the Name of Rivals. 


PHILADELPHIA, Noy. 13.—The great 
American transatlantic liner, the St. 
Louis, was launched today at the Cramps’ 
shipyard and was christened by Mrs. 
Cleveland. On the arrival in this city of 
the party from Washington, they were 
met by an escort of several ladies and 
gentlemen and were taken to the Cramps’ 
shipyard, where the St. Louis layin its 
cradle for its sponsor to give it a name. 

The St. Louis, if the expectation of her 
builders is reached, will be superior to 
every liner in the world, except the Cam- 
pania and the Lucania, which hold the 
transatlantic records. ‘Thenew American 
liner is 500 tons larger than either the 
Paris or New York, and 16 feet longer on 
the water line. She is 800 tons larger than 
elther tne Majestic or Teutonic of the 
White Star line. Her length over all is 
654ft.; length on load water line, 536ft.; 
extreme beam, 68ft.; depth of hold, 42ft.; 
draught of water, 26ft.; gross register, 
11,000 tons. 

Her engines will be quadruple expan- 
sion, with a force of 20,000 horse power. 
The quadruple expansion principle has 
never been applied to such large engines 
before, so the test of the St. Louis will be 
of great scientific interest. The figures will 
convey an idea of 

What These Engines Are Like, 

The cylinders of the two engines are 86 
inches, 200 inches, 71 inches and 100 inches 
in diameter. Steam is supplied from six} 
steel double-end boilers 20 feet long and 15 
feet 74g inches in diameter. These are 
heated by 89 furnaces, with 830 square feet 
of grate and a heating surface of about 
30,000 square feet. 

The most interesting part of the St. 
Louis is her arrangement for passengers. 
The fittings are made with the greatest re- 
gard for comfort and convenience, The | 
first-class cabins will be amidships in- 
stead of aft. The object of this will be ap- 
preciated in a storm, for then the motion } 
of the vessel, as it rides on the waves, will | 
be felt much less than ateitherend. The 
first-class saloon will be on the upper deck 
forward. The saloon will be large enough | 
to allow all of the first-class passengers to | 
dine there at one time. 

There is room for 320 first-class passen- 
gers, 200 second cabin and 90) steerage, 
besides about 400 officers and men. That 
means 1800 people on board, of whom 1400 
are passengers,

A GOTHAM TRAGEDY | 
Which Bids Fair to Prore @ Puzzle For

New YoRK, Nov. 12.—Another murder | 
has been added to the long list of similar 
mysteries which have accumulated in this 
city during the past 12 months to baffle 
the police. The victim in this instance 
was anold German, without friends or 
enemies, so far as known, who worked as 
a night watchman in John Cullen’s stone- 
yard. !

been the motive, for the sum of $29.30, the | 
savings of the old man, which he always 
carried with him, was fouej untouched 
upon him. Neither had the safe, which 
stood in the front office, nor any of the | 
tools in the place been tampered with or 
taken. 

It is supposed, 
known motive, that someone with whom 
he had had a difficulty at some time 
killed the old man for revenge, but who | 
such an enemy could have been, no one | 
can tell at present.

The reductions in 1893 were made by the 
managers, and the men knew nothing of 
the changes until the flat had been issued 
by those in authority Redu tion Was car- 
ried to excess, but the claim of the men 
was scarcely more tenable than the claim 
of the management, the men insisting 
that their wages should be kept up to the 
standard of wages paid during prosperous 
times. : 

The strike occurred May 11. From this 
time until July 3 there were no acts ol 
disorder in the town. The conduct of the 
men is pronounc d dignified, manly and 
conservative. Though starvation stared 
them in the face, they behaved in aman 
ner worthy of American citizens.

“No person can live after haying had 
1750 volts of the electrical current passed 
through him with a peiZect contact. The 
first execution, that of Kemmler, at Au- 
burn, was experimental, but since that 
time the method has been very much im- 
proved by the gradual reduction of the 
voltage after the first few seconds’ con- 
tact. 

“Tam satisfled that the current renders 
the subject unconscious in an infinitesimal 
part ofa second and destroys both con- 
scious and organic life in a shorter space 
of time than by any other method.”

Mrs. Bromley Led the Life of a Hermit

A REMONSTRANCE, 


Abington Electric Road Will Object to 
Pardon of Old Colony Officials. 

The morning Advertiser says, ‘* The ap- 
plication for the pardon and release of the 
Old Colony officials, now in jail, at Ply- 
mouth, may possibly be heard on Friday 
next, but it is quite as likely to go over till 
next week.

But 
the court records have not turned up as 
yet, and consequently the precious docu- 
ment is still at the executive chamber. 

After the report of Dist. Atty. Harris 
arrives, the petition will be presented to 
the governor for his perusal. The ques- 
tion then is—will the governor see fit to 
refer it tothe pardon committee? Should 
he see fit to do so, that committee will set 
a date for a hearing on the matter. 

It is evident that the petition cannot be 
heard on Thursday next when the pardon 
committee meets. The governor will not 
return from his trip to Maine till the after- 
noon of that day.

ALL CLASSES MOURN. 


Many Thousands Paid Tribute to the 
Lead Czar at Moscow. 


THE PROMISE OS CZAR NICOLAS. 


Will Aim to Walk In the Foot- 
steps of His Father. 


Moscow, Nov. 13.—The imperial funeral 
train left this city at noon yesterday on 
Its 400-mile journey to St. Petersburg. 
The train was made up in exactly the 
game manner as it was in coming from 
Sebastopol. 

Sunday morning’s snow was changed 
by night into a drizzling rain, but the 
night was made as busy as the day by 
hurrying people driving and walking to 
the Cathedral of the Archangel to see the 
last of their beloved czar. Bonflres and 
flaring gas-jets cast immense shadews on 
the public buildings. Twenty thousand 
people of all classes, filed through the 
cathedral during the night. 

At 8 o'clock yesterday morning the court 
officials, nobles, officers and notables as- 
sembled in the palace within the Kremlin 
to hear an address by the czar. With his 
mother leaning on his arm, the czar ad- 
dressed the assemblage, expressing in a 
firm voice his grief at visiting Moscow on 
such a sad occasion. He said his father 
had intrusted to him a message of thanks 
for the loyalty that Moscow had displayed. 
He concluded by stating that it would be 
his aim to walk in his father’s footsteps. 

At 10 o'clock the Kremlin guns gave the 
signal, and the procession to oonvey the 
remains to the raiiway station was formed 
in the same order as when the body was 
conveyed to the cathedral. The start was 
then made for the station. The great bell 
of Moscow tolled and guns thundered 
forth salutes as the body was removed 
from the cathedral. 

The Progress of the Cortege 
through the enormous crowds was deeply 
impressive. Dead stillness prevailed ex- 
cept when the populace caught sight of 
the young czar, when the crowd broke out 
into cheers. At the railway station gen- 
erals bore the coflin toadais that had 
been erected in the center of the station. 

The metropolitan of Moscow, Grand 
Duke Sergius and the clergy bearing 
tapers, colored green, the eccle iastical 
mourning color, performed a service at 
the station. At the czarina’s request the 
priests did not wear mourning, but were 
attired in their usual festival robes of 
silver brocade. 

The coffin was then borne to the train, 
which was draped with black and decor- 
Bted' with eagles. A large c.oss was on 
the door of the funeral car. The imperial 
party entered the train, and at noon 
started for St. Petersburg to the music of 
the band of the guard of honor, the sing- 
ing of a choir and volleys of musketry 
from two infantry regiments that were 
drawn up outside the station. 

The Russian regalia, the imperial crown 
and six other crowns, including those of 
Kazan, Siberia and Poland, tog: 
the imperial scepter and ball, were dis- 
played on cushions of yellow brocade at the 
stations previous to being returned to St. 
Petersburg.

St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 14.—The funeral 
train with the body of the late czar on 
board arrived at the Nicholas station 
Monday night and was shunted upon a 
siding until yesterday morning. Shortly 
after 10a. m. the imperial train entered 
the railroad station, the body was trans- 
ferred tothe hearse in waiting and was 
conveyed to the cathedral through the 
densely crowded streets, guarded by thou- 
sands of troops. 

Every fuuot of ground along the route 
was occupied by the spectators. The 
route followed by the funeral cortege was 
altogether a distance of nearly six miles.

Other Notes and Comments Which In-

Ex-Mayor Fairbanks was never more 
popularthroughout the city than at the 
present time, and many Republicans are 
inclined to give him a renomination for the 
mayoralty.

A SECOND BOND ISSUE 


| Fifty Millions at Five Per Cent to 
Maintain the Gold Reserve. 


Treasury Therefore Expects ts 
Realize Large Amounts. 


Wasuixetox, Nov. 14—Secretary Car- 
lisle, late yesterday afternoon, as had been 
anticipated for several days, issued his 
call for bids for $50,000,000 5 per cent 
10-year bonds, interest to be paid in coin, 
which is interpreted to mean gold. The 
enly material changes made in the present 
call from that issued Jan. 14 last are the 
omission of the upset or minimum price 
which would be accepted and the notice 
that the proposals for the present issue 
must be sealed. 

It is confidently expected at the treasury 
department that an amount will be re- 
alized considerably in excess of that re- 
ceived from the February issue. This ex- 
pectation is based upon the fact that there 
are exceptionally large amounts of money 
now lying idle and seeking investments in 
the money centers of the country, and upon 
the further fact that the February issue is 
now quoted at $118.50, or about 2 per cent 
above the price which would yield 3 per 
cent. 

From the last issue there was realized 
$58,660,917.63, and of this amount $52,850,- 
264.24 was in gold coin, $5,810,420 in gold 
certificates and $233.39 in other money 
which the sub-treasuries were compelled 
to take in makingchange. While these 
amounts were actually paid into the treas- 
ury in gold or its equivalent, a very con- 
siderable amount of gold was withdrawn 
from the sub-treasuries for the express 
purpose of using it again in paying 
for the bonds. he exact amount with- 
drawn cannot be ascertained, but the best 
judgment obtainable is that it approxi- 
mated $15,000,000, 

With a view of a more exact estimate of 
the estimates which may be withdrawn 
between now and the settlement of all ac- 
counts under the call, the sub-treasuries 
will from this date keep a record of all de- 
posits of legal tenders made in exchange 
for gold, and the names of the firms or 
persons making them.

Boston, Nov. 14.—Seldom has the Bos- 
ton Music hall held a mere enthusiastic 
pathering than that of last evening, the 
secasion being the opening of the first 
day’s business session of the Episcopal 
shurch congress. : 

Rt. Rey. William Lawrence presided, 
andin opening the meecing warmly wel- 
pomed those in attendance. ‘“The first 
principle for which this church congress 
stands,” he said, “is public discussio:. 
The ambition for every churchman is tv 
broaden and not to narrow subjects touch- 
ing upon Christian religion, and if there 
happens to be a difference of opinion, may 
there at least be a unity of spirit.

At the close of his welcome address,

BERLIN, Nov. 15.—The massive govern- 
ment building, the new reichstag struc- 
ture, was formally opened today. It is by 
no means complete, but it is the kaiser’s 
earnest wish that the German parliament 
should hold its next session in the great 
hall designed for it. There is fully an- 
other year’s work within the building in 
the way of great decorations and the mak- 
ing and placing of the statuary designed 
to fill the thousand niches in the massive 
corridors of this monumental structure. 

For 12 years the workmen have been 
busy on this building, which, with its 
graceful front, faces the famous green 
sward of the still more famous Thiergar- 
ten, and with its terraced rear looks down 
upon the bustle and turmoil of busy Ber- 
lin. It is an ideallocation. From its top, 
on which the imperial crown rests, the 
view of the great city is entrancing. It 
towers even above the great column of 
Victory, which commemorates the result 
of the Franco-German war. 

The statue of Germania holds the place 
of honor on the facade, and the friezes un- 
derneath it are adorned with the German 
arms and mythological figures telling the 
story of early Teutonic times. Underneath 
this is the dedicatory inscription, ‘To the 
German People.’’ Its German letters form 
the words, ‘‘Dem Deutschen Volke.”” The 
ornamental work and the statuary which 
already adorn the outside of the structure 
are the work of a host of German masters. 

Its Conception, 

It was in 1880 that the reichsrath first 
gave to the world the conception of this 
new structure. Itseemed to be an im- 
pulse of the nation, and the German pop- 
ulation showed in unmistakable ways that 
nothing would tend more to completely 
cement the German federation than a 
monumental structure which would be 
long tothe nation and be typical notalone 
of its unity, but ofits great advances in 
science, art and architecture 

It was to be a crowning event in the 
history of the new Germany, and this in- 
deed it has proven to be. When on June 
9, 1884, the old emperor, William I, laid 
the cornerstone, his impressive words, few 
as they were, breathed the noble spirit of 
patriotism, and were much in the nature 
of a prediction that the completion of the 
structure would find reunited Germany 
the strongest nation on the face of the 
earth. 

Not until 1883 was the prize architec- 
tural competition decided, and it re- 
mained 

For a Man Practically Unknown 

to even his own nation to win the great 
prize. It was to Paul Wallot that the or- 
der was accorded. He was born at Oppen- 
heimon the Rhine. He is not alonea 
great architect, but a talented landscape 
artist, and a remarkably clever civil en- 
gineer. 

For almost two years the government 
officials and the consulting architects were 
busy changing and revising the plans to 
more completely suit the location. In the 
first conception of the building the archi- 
tect had designed the main hall directly 
under the great cupola, intending that it 
should be flooded with light. It was al- 
most a whim of the old emperor that oc- 
casioned a change in the design, so far as 
this idea was concerned. 

Ata gathering of all those interested, 
the old emperor remarked that it would 
be very hard on Mr. Windthorst, the 
great clerical leader, toclimb the stairs 
to a great hall directly under the cupola 
And so 

The Plan Was Changed 
to conform in many respects to that of the 
government building of the United States, 
where congress meets in the wings. 

This change occasioned a delay of some 
months, and not until the city of Berlin 
voted an additional tract of land was it 
possible to begin work. The cost of the 
building will, when completed, reach, per- 
haps, 60,000,000 marks. This is exactly 
double the amount at first voted to carry 
out the colossal project. Had the original 
design for interior decoration and statuary

PARK ASSESSMENTS. 


Should Quincy be Assessed After Los- 
ing 2500 Acres of Taxable Property? 
The commissioners appointed to appor- 

tion the cost of the land taken for State 

parks gave a hearing Wednesday in Bos- 
ton. The Herald says: 

‘* There was a large attendance of law- 
yers, and the meeting was a decidedly 
lively one, the members of the metropol- 
itan park commission coming in for a 
good deal of sharp criticism from many 
of the lawyers, and being as warmly de- 
fended by others. 

‘* Under the statute, the commissioners 
are to apportion the cost of the work for 
the first five years, of which one year has 
expired, and the amount to be apportioned 
is $1,000,000 for parks and $500,000 for 
boulevards, although in case the boulevards 
are not constructed their cost may not be 
assessed at present. 

‘“‘The hearing was of a_ preliminary 
character, and developed the fact that there 
are two parties who will be heard, one 
representing towns and cities who are 
directly affected by the park system; this 
party favors an apportionment based on 
the valuation of the municipalities. The 


| other party represents towns and cities 


indirectly benefitted, and this contingent 
believes that the commissioners should, in 
apportioning the cost, consider minutely 
the benefits sustained by a town or city, 
and act accordingly. 

City Solicitor Bowman of Somerville and 
H. E. Fales, representing the town of 
Dover, were the principal critics of the 
park commissioners, and they insisted that 
the latter ought before anything is done, 
tell the people what they propose to do as 
well as what they have done. 

Moorfield Story, representing the town 
of Milton, opened what proved to bea 
long discussion by saying that in his 
opinion the park commissioners should 
produce plans showing what has been done 
and estimates as to what amount it is 
necessary to raise. 

Mr. Fales thought it a pretty cool pro- 
ceeding for the towns and cities tu be called 
upon to come in and address the com- 
missioners without knowing 
about the facts in the case, 

Mr. F. Rackemann, who represents the 
park commissioners, said he wished to 
correct an impression that seemed to pre- 
vail that the park commissioners were not 
ready to information. They are 
ready and willing to give all proper 
information and it will not be necessary to 
pass any orders directed to them. 

Mr. Cook, for the town of Weymouth, 
considered that the commissioners ought 
to consider the benefits resulting to every 
community from the park system; he 
could not see where his town is benefited 
in the least by it. 

Judge Asa French, for the town of 
Braintree, said that there is a practical as 
well as a poetic side to this question and 
the people are entitled to know not only 
what has been done but what in a general 
sense is to be don:

The scheme may cost 
many millions, no one kuows how much, 


and the people have aright to say some- 
thing about it. 

After consultation, the commissioners 
announced that as the principal question 
appeared to be the matter of justly and 
equitably determining the method of ap- 
portioning the cost of the work, and asthe 
commissioners could not in advance, state 
what the basis of apportionment should 
be, it bad been decided in view of the 
statement of the park commissioners that 
the latter were ready to furnish all needed 
information to hear first the park commis- 
sioners and after that such competent evi- 
dence as the parties interested might see fit 
to offer. As the commissioners have no 
power to compel attendance of witnesses, 
the parties must produce their evidence. 
On all questions of the admissibility of evi- 
dence the commissioners to rule as the 
questions arise. 

** The commissioners further decided to 
give the first hearing on Dec. 3d, and after 
the park commissioners are heard, the 
cities and towns will be taken up in the 
order in which they are named in the act.’’

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THE CALL FOR GOLD. 


Principal Bids Not Expected to Be Re- 
ceived For Some Days. 


A PLAN FOR CURRENCY REFORM 


Said to Have Been Formulated 
by President Cleveland. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The chief of the 
loans and currency division, treasury de- 
partment, has senta large number of blank 
forms for the use of persons desiring to 
make bids for the new 5 per cent loan. 
These bonds will be identical to those 
issued in February last, inclusive of date, 
but will contain three less coupons, as the 
interest on them begins Nov. 1, instead of 
Feb. 1, as in the case of the others. 

Inasmuch as the offers will not be 
finally comsidered until Nov, 24, it is not 
likely that the principal bids will be sub- 
mitted much before that date, inasmuch 
as the holders will want the advantage of 
the latest information as to the state of 
the money market before finally deciding 
upon the terms of their bids. 

The requirement in Secretary Carlisle's 
circular that bidders should pay 20 per 
cent in gold coin or gold certificates imme 
diately on receipt of the notice of the ac- 
ceptance of their bids was explained by 
Assistant Secretary Curtis. 

Several parties who made bids at the 
time of the last issue failed to make their 
bids good, while others who were not re- 
garded as responsible made large bids, 
and when they were rejected made com- 
plaints of their treatment. Mr. Curtis 
said that the requirement in Tuesday’s 
circular was to get rid of these classes of 
bidders. 

It is stated that bids have already been 
received at the treasury by telegraph, but 
no attention was paid tothem, All bids 
received by telegraph, or otherwise than 
sealed, will be treated as irregular, and no 
attention will be paid to them. 

The Best Ever Issued. 

A New York dispatch says that great 
satisfaction was expressed in Wall 
at the call for bids for $50,000,000 United 
States 5 per cent bonds. John A. Stewart, 
president of the United States Trust com- 
pany, said the circular asking for bids was 
the best ever issued by the government. 

“It protects the government,’’ said Mr. 
Stewart, “at every possible point. There 
is no doubt as tothe success of the loan. 
The bonds will all be taken and paid for 
in gold, and the government will not have 
to pay a cent more than 4 per cent for the 
money.”’ 

The New York Times, in its Washing- 
ton special, announces that the president 
has formulated a plan for currency reform 
which he will submit to the country in his 
next annual message. The Times says: 

“Much of the currency now in use was 
created by war legislation, and much of 
the remainder is affected by fallacies 
growing out of conditions born during 
that period. The president is convinced 
that asystem built when abnormal in- 
fluences were at work became no more de- 
fensible when the effects of the war had 
been overcoine than were tariff rates im- 
posed during the same period of emergen- 
cies. 

“This conclusion has not been hastily 
reached. Its announcement will be made

at this time, because if ought to be con-

In the absence of action by con- 
gress, Mr. Cleveland has concluded to state 
the result of his own study, which has 
been thorough.

Cleveland Denies a Rumor. 

The attention of the president was 
called yesterday to the statement con- 
tained in certain newspapers to the effect 
that there had beena disagreement be 
tween him and Mr. Carlisle in regard to 
the issue of bonds and other matters, and 
intimating that such disagreement might 
result in the secretary’s retirement 
the cabinet. 

The president emphatically denied the 
entire ‘batch of silly misstatements,” and 
said: ‘Never since our association together 
has there been the slightest unpleasant- 
ness or d ‘ence concerning the affairs of 
the treasury department or any other mat- 
ter. I I ? every reason to believe that 
his attac ent to me is as sincere and as 
great as mine is for him. I should be 
much afflicted if anything should cause 
him to entertain the thought of giving 
up his position when he is doing so much 
for his country. We have agreed exactly 
asto the issue of bonds, and there has 
been no backwardness on his part on that 
pubject. 

“T see it is said that I am formulating a 
Anancial scheme. If such a scheme is pre 
sented it will be the work of the secret 
of the treasury, and I shall endorse and 
support it. The trouble seems to be that 
those charged with the executive duties of 
the government do not appear willing ¢ 
alltimes to take ce a sp the ph diy 
papers and make public all they intend to 
do.”’

RIcHMOND, Nov. 16.—Fifty ladies and 
gentlemen, hailing from Connecticut, ar- 
rived in Richmond last night, returning 
home from New-Berne; N. C., where they 
had been to dedicate a monument to the 
memory of the 100 or more members of 
the Fifteenth regiment, Connecticut vol- 
unteers, who perished in that city during 
the yellow fever epidemic of 1864, fring 
the civil war. 

Upon reaching Richmond, the visitors, 
most of whom were survivors of the regi- 
ment named, were taken in tow by a num- 
ber of Confederate veterans, and with 
members of these organizations will visit 
the histeric points of interest about Rich- 
mond, especially the battlefields. 

An incident in connection with the 
New-Berne unveiling was the donation by 
the ladies of that city of a profusion of 
flowers for the exercises and the disposi- 
tion made of them by the Connecticut vet- 
erans. Half of the flowers were taken to 
the cemetery by the old federal soldiers 
and placed upon the graves of departed 
Confederates. 


The Episcopal Congress. 

Boston, Noy. 16.—Last evening’s session 
of the Episcopal church congress, held at 
Music hall, was largely attended, among 
those on the platform and in the audience 
being many people prominent in church 
affairs from various points. As usual, 
Bishop Lawrence presided. During the 
evening the addresses were interspersed 
with music finely rendered by a boy choir 
from Grace church of Newton. The topic 
for the evening was ‘‘How to relieve the 
poor without pauperizing them.’* While 
opinions differed in some respects, the 
main point—how best to secure & favor- 
able result—was uppermost in view. The 
most pointed suggestions offered were to 
“fight bloodsucking landlords,” “estab- 
lish friendly visiting societies” and “stop 
immigration.” p

menting with oysters obtained from the 
same locality as those eaten Oct. 12, to 
discover typhoid or malarial bacilli.

This, in effect, isa negative 
answer, unless China makes her offer as 
specific as Japan expects.

16.—Two of the largest 
coal firms in the Pittsburg district are 
operating their mines at 55 cents a ton, 14 
cents under the price established as a re- 
sult of the recent big strike.

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TALKED OF POLITICS, 


Miss Willard Says the Ladies Routed 
the Tiger In Gotham. 


W. C. T. U. COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Show the Order to Be In a 
Flourishing Condition. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 17.—The 2ist annual 
convention of the National Woman's 
Christian Temperance union was opened 
in this city at Doan’s Music hall by the 
president, Miss Frances E. Willard. The 
hall was well filled, and the noted women 
engaged in this work for 20 years past 
were present in large numbers. 

At the conclusion of prayer,. Miss Will- 
ard spoke feelingly of the late Mary 
Woodbridge, after which Mrs. Stevens of 
Maine called the roll of officers, superin- 
tendents and delegates. 

Following this came the reading and 
adoption of minutes of the executive com- 
mittee for twosessions. The appointment 
of a vice president at large was under con- 
sideration during the larger part of the 
morning session. After three ineffectual 
votes upon the subject, the matter was 
finally laid over, 

The treasurer, Mrs. Barker of South 
Dakota, was appointed chairman of the 
finance committee. After the singing of 
a hymn, Miss Willard stepped to the front 
of the platform and began the delivery of 
her amnual address, in the course of which 
she referred to the non-partisan Woman's 
Christian Temperance union, and sent it 
greetings with the wish that the two great 
bodies may come together. This expres- 
sion was endorsed by the convention with 
hearty applause. Again, when Miss Wil- 
lard spoke of the denouncement of a 
Breckinridge and the dethronement of a 
Tammany tiger, the applause was tre- 
mendous. 

Praised the Work of Women. 

Miss Willard traced the career of the 
organization, as outlined in these dis- 
patches yesterday, and then, turning to 
politics, said: ‘The work of women is 
the most unique feature of the recent great 
elections. It is freely admitted that they 
had inuch to do with the downfall of the 
Tammany ring; it was largely acase of 
‘The Lady and the Tiger,’ with no doubt 
as to which came out of the contest ahead. 
In Illinois the women voted by tens of 
thousands. In Colorado the Prohibition 
party vote was raised from 1700 at the last 
election to from 7000 to 10,000; and it is 
the universal testimony that the pres- 
ence of women at the polls led to a much 
larger vote by men and secured the best 
order ever known. The Republican party 
did itself damage by assisting the Demo- 
crats to vote down the enfranchisement of 
women in Kansas, but illustrated its pro- 
gressive tendencies by putting a plank in 
its platform in favor of woman suffrage 
in the states of California, Idaho and 
Utah.” ° 

Miss Willard was greeted with hearty 
applause, both at the opening and close of 
her address. 

Mrs. L. M.N. Stevens then read the 
corresponding secretary's report. The re- 
port says: “Ihe National Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance union has great cause 
for thanksgiving in this year of grace that 
brings us to our majority. While nearly 
all churches, missionary and charitable 
societies mourn ‘a deficit in finances, and 
the consequent crippling of their work, 
we come to our annual meeting with in- 
creased membership, every bill paid, and 
a more comfortable balance in the treas- 
ury than any previous year has shown. 

A Noble Record, 

“Twenty-one years have given a mar- 
yellous record of work done and results 
achieved. Every state and territory has 
been organized. New York presented to 
the constitutional convention a petition 
472 yards long, containing 40,000 names, 
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evangelistic meetings, Tesulting in several 
thousand conversions, haye been held. 

“Massachusetts is as active as ever, 
united in purpose and harmonious in ac- 
tion. Kansas, Colorado and New Mexico, 
Montana, plain and plateau, are teaching 
toall the world what women will dare 
anddo. Kentucky has defeated Colonel 
Breckinridge. East Washington, in her 
mountain fastnesses, stands loyal and 
true; while far-away Alaska writes, our 
flag is stil) there. 

“We have now a following of between 
400,000 and 500,000, including the active, 
paid-up membership of the W.’s and Y’s, 
the honorary members and the Loyal Tem- 
perance Legion, which is the nursery of 
our organization.”’ 

Rey. Dr. Cook of Boston spoke briefly 
on the successes of the past year, and pre- 
dicted that by the end of the 20th century 
the liquor traffic would come to an end. 

Short addresses followed by Mrs. Stew- 
art of Ohio and by Mrs. Blakeslee of 
Canada. 

The reports of superintendents came 
next,and the work of the Loyal Temperance 
union, the Woman’s Home Missionary so- 
ciety of the Methodist church and the de- 
partment of scientific temperance instruc- 
tion were briefly touched upon. 

Finances. 

At the afternoon session the first order 
of business taken up after devotional exer- 
cises was the report of the treasurer, Mrs. 
Helen M. Barker, of South Dakota, which 


showed: Dues, $14,704.99; other contri- 
butions, $11,314.26; total, $26,019.25; dis 
bursements, $20,538.07; balance in treas- 


ury, $5681.18, with no outstanding bills. 
The receipts this year are in excess of 
several previous years, and the dues show 
an increase in paid-up memberships over 
last year, which is most encouraging, in 
view of the financial stress of the year.

USED TWO PISTOLS. 


Merchant In a New York Town Shot His 

Wife, Sister-In-Law and Himself. 
Etmira, N. Y., Nov. 17.—Martin V. 
Strait, a well-known flourand feed dealer, 
yesterday afternoon shot his wife, put one 
bullet in the body of Mrs. William Whit- 
ford, his sister-in-law, and then tried 
three times to put a bullet through his 
own heart, but failing to strike that or- 
gan. Theshooting was the result of do- 
mestic difficulties. 

The Whitferd and Strait families, until 
a few weeks ago, lived in the same house. 
Then Mrs. Whitford had trouble with her 
husband and had him arrested for non- 
support. The case was not prosecuted 
and Whitford was released. His wife and 
her sister then induced him to return. 
Then Strait and his wife quarrelled and 
sephrated only to soon bury their differ- 
ences and again resumed marital relations. 

About three weeks ago they again fell 
out. Strait tried in vain to regain the 
good will of his wife, but failed. Yester- 
day afternoon he saw his wife and sister- 
in-law in the business section, shopping. 
He followed them toward their home, 
and, when nearing the house where they 
lived, Strait caught up with the women. 
The first intimation they had of his ap- 
proach was when he began shooting, the 
first shot being at Mrs. Whitford. His 
wife wheeled about and he fired three 
bullets into her. When one revolver was 
emptied, he produced another and fired 
three bullets into his left side. 

In all he fired 10 shots, and then calmly 
seated himself on a horse block. He and 
his victims were helped into the house. 
To the police Strait said: ‘I am sorry it 
has happened, but they drove me to it.’ 
Strait and his wife are dead, but his sis- 
ter-in-law may recover.

Famous Educator Was

DR JAMES M’COSH 


James McCosh was born April 1, 1811, 
near the little village of Patnab(in Ayr 


shire, Scotland His earliest life was 
spent on his father’s Ayrshire farm. He 
was educated in the universities of Glas- 
gow and Edinburgh. In 1835 he was or- 
dained a minister of the Church of Scot- 
land at Arbroath, and in 1839 removed to 
Brechin, where he resided for 12 years. In 
1851 he was called to the professorship of 
logic and metaphysics in the newly estab- 
lished Queen's college in Belfast, and 
remained there in this capacity until his 
gemoval to Princeton, 

He came, to Princeton in 1868 from 
Queen's college. On his arrival in this 
country he immediately started in broad- 
ening the scope of Princeton's education. 
A mark of the success of his administra- 
tion was the enthusiasm for the college, 
which increased’ amazingly from year to 
year. 

In 1887 Dr. MecCosh, feeling that he 
could not long fulfill his arduous duties 
as president, retired voluntarily from the 
position and was succeeded by Dr. Patton. 
He did not, however, sever entirely his re- 
lations with the college. He continued 
to give a if optional lectures in 
philosophy and to take an active interest 
in all college events

STETSON MONUMENT. 


A Beautiful Memorial Erected to the 
Late D. B. Stetson. 

There are many pretty monuments in 
Mt. Wollaston cemetery but ene would 
have to look far and wide to find a more 
handsome sarcophagus monument than 
that erected this week, to the memory of 
David B, Stetson, who was one of Quiucy’s 
pioneer business men, by his children. 
The monument was cut by Swithin Bros., 
which isin itself enough to warrant its 
being welldone. The monument is located 
in the family lot and is of the best blue 
Quincy granite. 

The bottom base is of 12 cut work and 
is 3-4x5-4, 

The second base is poished on four sides 
and on the front isthe name Stetson in 
raised polished letters over which is carved 
an oak branch. Upan the back of the 
base is the name Studley which is cut in 
the same manner as that upon the front. 

The die is polished on four sides and at 
each corner is a carved column and capitol 
highly polished. A continuous vine of ivy 
leaf also extends around the die. On the 
front and side are cut the inscriptions. 

The cap is also polished on the four sides 
and on the front is the old English letter S 
with an ivy branch interwoven about it, 
An ivy branch is also carved on the sides, 

The whole is surmounted by an urn with 
polished dentals and handles on each side. 

On each corner of the lot is a post with a 
polished top on which is cut the old Eng- 
lish letter S. 

As noted above, the monument is very 
handsome and reflects great credit upon 
Swithin Bros. as well as upon the family 
of Mr. Stetson.

A BRIGHTER OUTLOOK 


Business Surely Lifting Itself Out of 
the Rut of Depression. 


A REVIEW OF THE INDUSTRIES. 


Bradstreet’s Report on the 
Canadian Situation. 


New York, Noy. 17.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Veekly Review of Trade says today: In 
nearly all branches of business gradual 
Improvement appears, and the hopeful 
feeling observed last week continues, 
Then it tas also noted that the main con- 
Jitions of business and trade had not sud- 
flenly changed, and this becomes clearer, 
to the disappointment of some. 

Low farm products, low wages, and only 
partial employment of labor, still retard 
distribution, and the limited demand 
hinders the recovery of industries. Prog- 
tess toward recovery has not ceased, and 
many establishments have resumed oF 
added to their producing force, some alse 
advancing wages, but it will take time te 
lift business out of its depresaion, and the 
progress made, if less than the sanguine 
expected, is at lerst encourag-ng. 

Lbe decision to offer $50,000,000 bonds 
for replenishment of the treasury reserve 
was, by bankers, generally approved, bus 
events are showing that restoration of 

»ntidence cannot by itself remove all em- 

arrassinents, 
The Manufacturing Industries. 


Resumption of work and increase of 
working time have been more conspicuous 
in the cotton industry than in others, but 
no increased demand for goods appears. 
Print cloths are unchanged, and the mar- 
ket is dull. 

Few shoe concerns have stop or Tre 
sumed, but shipments from ton in 
two weeks have been 151,361 cases, aguinst 
112,681 last year and 130,549 in 1892. Or- 
ders for the cheapest goods have multi- 
plied so that mest producers of such goods 
are occupied, but better grades are still 
neglected. Leather manufacturers hold 
that they cannot sell more cheaply as 
hides are at present. 

For finished products of iron the de- 
mand ison the whole narrower, so that 
struciural beams are lower; the barbed 
wire combination has broken; the strife in 
nuils continues at the lowest prices hereto- 
fore named, and both gray forge and bes- 
semer are a shade lower at Pittsburg. At 
the west there isa little more improve 
ment. 

Manufacturers of winter woolens have 
good orders for this timein the year, 
many still running on such goods, but 
there is a general failure of supplemental 
orders for spring goods. In kersey cloak- 
ings there is a prospect of a good season, 
and the retail trade in carpets has been en- 
couraging, but sales of wool are again 
prialler than last year. 

Wheat and Corn, 

Western wheat receipts in two weeks of 
November have been 7,871,671 bushels, 
against 12,166,830 last year, but Atlantio 
exports in two weeks have been only 1,- 
029.355 bushels, against 1,770,643 last year, 
and they are not increased by the advance 
in price, which is partly due to extensive 
feeding to cat.le. Corn receipts have been 
less than half of last year’s, with exporta 
insignificant. 

‘The cotton movement continues large, 
but sales were made at 5.56 cents for two 
days here, and at such prices profits are 
poor. 

Fallures and Liabilities, 

Failures for the first week in Novem- 
ber were rather larger than of late, liabil 
ities amounting to $2,814,445, of which $742, - 
420 were of manufacturing ~nd $2,083,977 
of trading concerns. In five weeks end- 
ing Nov. 1, liabilities in fatlures were $11,- 
127,200, of which $4,464,818 were of manu- 
facturing and $6,571,974 of trading con- 
cerns. The failures of the past week have 
been 270 in the United States, against 323 
last year. 

Bradstreet’s Report, 

Bradstreet’s says that general trade re- 
ports throughout the Canadian Dominion 
do not indicate a marked improvement in 
any line, except that prices for staples 
tend to advance in Quebec, though largely 
on account of higher rail rates, due to ap- 
proaching close of navigation. 

Unfavorable weather in Ontario hag 
checked trade, but in Nova Scotia cold 
weather has stimulated trade and colles- 
tions, 

Bank clearings at Hamilton, Toronto, 
Montreal and Halifax aggregate $21, 185,000 
this week, against $22,544,000 last Week, 
and as compared with $19,846,000 in the 
week one year ago. 

There are 88 business failures reported 
from Canadian provinces this week 
against 40 last week, 35 in the week a year 
ago and 41 two years ago.

NONE WERE SPARED. 


British Troops Said to Have Ruthlessly 
Slaughtered Armenians. 


NO COMPASSION FOR AGE OR SEX. 


An Armenian’s Story of Awful 
Doings In Africa. 


Lonpoy, Nov. 17.—The chairman of the 
Armenian Patriotic association, G. Hago- 
pian, has sent the following letter, re- 
ceived from an Armenian, whose name is 
not given, because it woul jeopardize his 
life, to the Earl of Kimberly, the secretary 
of state for foreign affairs. The letter is 
accompanied by one from Hagopian, in 
which he says: 

“I have no reason to doubt the authen- 
ticity of the details. They will be borne 
out by fuller official reports which have 
been, or which will soon be, received from 
the British agents in Armenia. The 
events reported are but re-enactments of 
the Bulgarian atrocities, with all their 
most sickening details of flendish lust and 
atrocious cruelty on unarmed Christians, 
and defenceless, innocent women and 
children, deliberately planned and ruth- 
lessly executed under orders received from 
headquarters at Constantinople.” 

Hagopian concludes with appealing 
that the time has come to abolish in toto 
the existing administration of Armenia. 

The letter of the Armenian previously 
referred to is dated Bitlis, Oct. 9, and com- 
mences by saying that the chief magnate 
ponears to be a second Nero, and con- 

snues: “The so-called rebellion of the 
Armenians in 1893 was a got up affair for 
the repression of which tbe chief magnate 
got a decoration. 

Started by Kurds, 


“This year the Kurds carried off Arme- 
nian oxen, and the Armenians’ appeal for 
their restoration was refused. A fight en- 
sucé. Two Kurds were killed and three 
were wounded. The Kurds immediately 
carried their dead before the governor, de- 
claring that the Armenian soldiers had 
overrun the land, killing and plundering 
the Kurds. 

“This furnished a pretext for mass- 
ing the troops from far and near. The 
troops were commanded bya pasha and 
@& marshal and were hurried to the 
district. The pasha is said tohave hung 
from his breast, after reading it to his sol- 
diers, an order from Constantinople to cut 
the Armenians up root and branch, and ad- 
juring them to do so if they loved their 
king and government. 

“Nearly all these things were related 
here and there by soldiers who took part 
in the horrible carnage. Some of them 
weeping claim that the Kurds did more, 
and declare that they only obeyed the or- 
ders of others. It is said that 100 fell to 
each of them to dispose of. No compas- 
sion was shown to age or sex, even by the 
regular soldiery, not even when the vic- 
tims fell suppliant at their feet.

seized by the hair to have their heads 
lopped off with the sword. 

Terrible Outrages. 


“In one place, 300 or 400 women, after 
being forced to serve vile purposes by the 
merciless soldiery, were hacked to pieces by 
sword and bayonet in the valley below. 

“In another place some 200 weeping and 
wailing women begged for compassion, 
falling at the commander's feet, but the 
biood-thirsty wretch, after ordering their 
violation, directed his soldiers to dispatch 
them in a similar way. 

“In another place Some 60 young brides 
and the more attractive girls were crowded 
into achurch, and, after violation, were 
slaughtered, and human gore was seen 
flowing from the church door. 

“In another place still, a large company 
under the lead of their priest fell down 
before them, begging for compassion and 
averring that they had nothing to do with 
the culprits. But all to no purpose. 

“But why prolong the sickening tale? 
There must be a God in heaven who will 
do right in all these matters, or some of us 
would lose faith. 

“One or more consuls- have been or- 
dered that way to investigate the matter. 
If the Christians, instead of the Turks, re- 
ported these things, the case would be dif- 
ferent, but now we are compelled to be 
lieve most of it. 

“The magnates are having papers cir- 
culated and are trying to compel the 
Christians to sign them, expressing satis- 
faction that justice has been dealt to the 
rebelg and thanking the king and the 
chief magnate himself. 

“The circulars have not yet been offered 
to Protestants, and as yet the Protestants 
have not been thrust into chains or black- 
mailed very much, though lately things 
are becoming to look that way.” 

Another letter says that some of the 
regular soldiers themselves admit that 
they killed 100 persons each in a fiendish 
manner, and that rape was followed by 
the bayonet. ‘ 

Twenty or 30 Armenian villages, it 
would seem, have been wholly destroyed, 
and some persons were burned to death 
with kerosene in their own houses, 

The “Official” Account, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 17.—The follow- 
ing official account of the Armenian 
troubles was issued yesterday. Some Ar- 
menian brigands provided with arms of 
foreign origin joined an insurgent Kurd 
tribe for the purpose of comiitting ex- 
cesses, They burned and devastated several 
Mussuliman villages. 

Regular troops were sent to the scene in 
order to protect peaceable inhabitants 
against these depredations. The Ottoman 
troops not only protected and respected 
the submissive portion of the population 
and the women and children, but they re 
established order and tranquility. ; 

It is not true that the Kurds seized the 
furniture, effects and cattle of the fugi- 
tive Armenians. The latter took their ef- 
fects to the mountains before revolting 
The Armenian women at present with 
Kurds belong to the families of the 
brigands andwent out there with their hus- 
bands to join the insurgent Kurds. Re- 


specting the villages alleged to have been 
destroyed, it was the Armenians who car- 
ried off all their belongings bsfore becom- 
ing brigands.

The banking eommittee will certainly 
be one of the most important committees 
in the entire list, if there should be an 
effort, as is hinted there may be, to re- 
vise the currency laws and change the 
present system. 

The Republicans at present have 6 of 
the 17 members of the committee on rivers 
and harbors, and all their members have 
been re-elected, except Mr. Henderson of 
Illinois. With Mr. Henderson out of the 
way, Hermann of Oregon takes first place 
in the Republican membership of the com- 
mittee, with Stephenson of Michigan, 
Hooker of New York, Grosvenor of Ohio 
and Reyburn of Pennsylvania following 
in the order named.

It is possible that neither Cannon nor 
Henderson will get the place, for in the 
event of Burrows becoming the chairman 
of the waysand means committee, the 
probabilities are strong that the east 
would demand the chairmanship of the 
next most important, which would be 
that of appropriations. In that contin- 
gency, General Cogswell’s chances for be- 
ing promoted to the head of the commit- 
tee would be excellent. 

If Mr. Reed becomes speaker of the 
house, the Republican membership of the 
committee on rules will probably be com 
posed of himself and the chairman of the 
appropriations and ways and means com- 
mittees. He pursued this plan in the 
Fifty-first congress, and there is reason to 
believe that he would revive it rather than 
imitate Mr. Crisp by more generally dis- 
tributing the honors. 

The Senate “Popgun” Bills. 


Democratic senators who are at present 
in the city decline almost without excep- 
tion to discuss the probable plans of the 
Democratic leaders in the senate with 
reference to the supplemental tariff bills 
at the forthcoming short session of con 
gress. 

The majority of them content them- 
selves with saying that they have had no 
opportunity for party conference, and they 
do not w'sito atthis time express per- 
sonal opinions.

Buckenberger, Darnie and Pfeffer Droppe:! 
From the National League. 

New YorE, Nov. 19.—Messrs. Byrne, 
Brush, Hart, Van Der Horst and Young, 
the committee of the National Baseball 
League, in a report to the national boar! 
of professional baseball associations, has 
this to say: 

“It isa matter of public rumor and is 
also a fact which has come to our knowi- 
edge that men identified with clubs, mem 
bers of the national agreemeut, have been 
co-operating in the formation of clubs 
or organizations, whose purpose it is to 
conflict with the national agreement. In 
view of this knowledge, the National 
League and American Association of Pro- 
fessional! clubs, in convention assembled, 
respectfully suggests to and requests 
the national board to declare A. C. Buck- 
enberger, William Barnie and Fred 
Pfeffer ineligible to be employed either 
as manager or player in any capacity 
whatever, by any club or organiza 
tion operated under the national 
agreement, and they be forthwith 
suspended. Such suspension to fe 
main in force until such time as 
they or either of them can satisfy the 
national board that they have in no wry 
been engaged, directly or indirectly, in 
the organization of any club, league or as- 
sociation formed or to be formed in con- 
flict with the principles of the national 
agreement. And in the event of their 
failure to relieve ‘s from this 
suspension within such time as your board 
may direct, they shall be expelled and for- 
ever debarred from any connection with 
clubs or organizations identified with the 
national agreement sional base- 
ball clubs. 

We furthermore request that your board 
take like action in the case of any player, 
manager, wnpire or club official, who in 
the future identifies himself witha similar 
movement.

MANY ARE HOMELESS 


Earthquakes Have Wrought Terrible 
Havec In Portions of Italy. 


PEOPLE CAMPING IN THE OPEN AIR 


Nearly Four Score Deaths 
Have Been feported. 


RoME, Nov. 19.—The earthquakes in 
Sicily and southern Italy caused consider- 
able damage to the telegraph lines, and 
details of the phenomena are coming to 
hand slowly. Itis known, however, that 
the province of Reggio di Calabria suf- 
fered the severest damage by the seismic 
disturbances. Little damage was done in 
Reggio, the capital of the province, but 
there were great loss of life and much 
damage to property elsewhere. 

Seventeen communes were involved in 
the disturbance, the centers of which were 
in the vicinity of Palmi, 21 miles northwest 
of Reggioand Bagnara, on the Gulf of 
Gioja, almost directly opposite Punta del 
Faro, Sicily. The village of San Procopio, 
near Palmi, was almost entirely destroyed. 
Here six persons were killed. At Bagnara, 
seven persons were killed. Six lost their 
lives at Mamertino and San Eufemia, be- 
ing crushed to death, while many others 
were injured. 

The inhabitants of these places are 
obliged to camp in the open air. 

Government Acts Promptly. 

Prime Minister Crispi has sent a large 
sum of money forthe relief of the suffer- 
ers, and has placed two vessels at the dis- 
posal of the prefect of Bagnara. 

In the Calabrina towns of Triparni and 
Mileto many houses were destroyed and a 
number of persons injured. Much dam- 
age was done in the adjacent province of 
Catanzaro. 

The residents of Messina were in a con- 
dition of panic Saturday night. They 
were in great fear of a renewal of the 
shocks, and passed the night camped out 
in the squares of the city, in the railway 
carriages and on board vessels in the har- 
bor. The panic has now lessened, and in 
some instances the work of repairing dam- 
aged buildings has already commenced. 

Large electric lights have been erected 
to illuminate the channel until the light- 
house destroyed by the earthquakes be 
rebuilt. 

Renewed shocks were felt Saturday and 
yesterday at Milazzo, 18 miles west of 
Messina. Sosevere were the movements 
of the earth that great seams appeared in 
the walls of many houses. 

The inhabitants of this place are still 
badly frightened, and remain camped in 
the open spaces, fearing to return to their 
homes. No further shocks have been re- 
ported from other places. 


Chinese Are Active, 

TIEN-Tstx, Noy. 19.—The Chinese fleet 
is at Wei-Hai-Wei. It includes five iron- 
clads, which are preparing for battle. 
Colonel von Hanneken, the commander- 
in-chief of the Chinese army, is organiz- 
ing in Manchuria several forces of Chinese 
guerillas, who already have begun to 
harass the Japanese and to threaten their 
line of communication. If the Chinese 
defense of Port Arthur be successful, the 
entire Japanese army may winter on the 
Yalu. 

Wazirls Got the Worst of It, 

BomBay, Nov. 19.—The recent attack by 
Waziri tribesmen upon the escort of the 
commission delimiting, under agreement 
with the Ameéer of Afghanistan, the 
boundary between Waziristan and the 
Punjab, was led by deserters from the 
Twentieth regiment of Punjab infantry. 
The British loss was three officers, 19 
soldiers and 21 followers killed and a few 
officers and 82 men wounded. The Wa 
ziris were driven off with serious loss. 


Regrettable Scenes, 

St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 19.—Since the 
first day of the lying in state there has 
been no diminution in the number of 
those seeking t» tikeala.t!ook at the face 
of Russia’s dead ruler. So great have been 
the crowds and so intense their desire to 
get into the cathedral that the police were 
unable to control the masses, and so great 
was the pressure at times that lamp posts 
and trees were knocked down. Many per- 
sons have been badly hurt.

IT WO THOUSAND SLAIN 


Another Story of Alleged Wholesale 
Massacre of Armenians. 


THE PORTE TAKES BACK WATER. 


Charge Against British Consul 
Was Made In Revenge. 


VIENNA, Nov. 19.—A letter has been re- 
ceived from Smyrna reporting that Zeki 
Pasha, a Turkish marshal, with a detach- 
ment of Nizams and a field battery, mas- 
sacred 2000 Armenians at Sassun. The 
bodies of the dead were left unburied and 
their presence has caused an outbreak of 
cholera. Many Christians are reported to 
have fled by secret paths across the Rus- 
sian frontier. 

So far there has been no official con- 
firmation of this news, but, if it is true, it 
is time the powers share in the responsi- 
bility by their failure to enforce article 61 
of the Berlin treaty, which imposes on 
them the duty of seeing that the porte 
takes measures to protect Armenians. 

The latter declare that they nope for 
nothing from Europe, but that they still 

Have Confidence In Great Britain. 

Numerous appeals have been made by 
the Armenians to the British foreign offi- 
cers. The last appeal says that the Ar 
menians do not wish to see more of their 
territory annexed to Russia, but if Great 
Britain is unable to help them they will 
be compelled to look to Russia, under 
whose yoke they would be better off than 
under the yoke of Turkey. 

A dispatch from Constantinople says, in 
response to the protest made by Sir Philip 
Currie, British ambassador to Turkey, the 
porte has unreservedly withdrawn the 
charge against Mr. Hallward, British 
consul at Van, of inciting the Armenians 
at Sassun and elsewhere to revolt. 

The charge grew out of the investiga- 
tion made by Mr. Hallward into the Ar- 
menian massacres and his report to the 
British ambassador. The governor of 
Bitlis, who is seriously involved in the 
outrage, made the charge, it is said, for 
the purpose of revenge. 

The sultan has decided to send a com 
mission composed of three members of his 
military houschold and one civilian to 
Sassun for the pit Boose of making an im- 
partial inquiry into the outrages on Arme- 
nians. 

The latest news is to the effect that 
many of the Armenians who were sup- 
posed tohave been killed fled from the 
soldiery and are now returning.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 19.—At an 
early hour yesterday morning, four sepa- 
rate fires, assisted by liberal supplies of 
kerosene, were started in three different 
buildings in the very heart of the lumber 
district in this city. One building was 
completely gutted, while two others anc 
an office were badly scorched and a large 
quantity of valuable hard wood was 
damaged. No discovery of the identity of 
the culprit has been made 


Balked by an Engineer. 

MEMPHIS, Nov. 19.—An attempt was 
made to hold up a passenger train on the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley road at 
Panther Run, Miss., a small way station, 
The train had stopped and was starting 
out, when a man signalled the engineer to 
stop. Engineer Honer opened the throttle 
and sent the train through. A half dozen 
men took shots at the engineer. Firemen 
Cole received abullet through the arm, 
and is seriously wounded.

Must Declare For Unqualified 
Free Coinage of Silver. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 20.—The Gary (S. D.) 
correspondent of The Journal wires as 
follows: It would scarcely be expected 
that information revealing a great na 
tional conspiracy to rule or ruin the Re 
publican party should be found in this 
unimportant village. Nevertheless, my 
information is so decisive, as well as 
thoroughly authentic, that I have no 
doubt of the truth of what I have to'tell. 
My informant is a gentleman of veracity, 
who is acting as amanuensis to one of the 
leaders in the movement. In brief, the 
story he tells is this: 

For several months an understanding 
has existed among the leading men of the 
silver states that an emphatic demand 
shall be made that the Republican plat- 
form of 1896 shall contain an unequivocal 
decision in favor of unqualified free coin- 
age of silver, and that in the event of 
failure of the Republicans to so declare, 
new party movement forthwith will be 
sprung with a two-plank platform, declar- 
ing simply for 

Protection and Free Coinage. 

The management of the movement is 
largely in the hands of Senators Jones, 
Stewart and Pettigrew, and they are look- 
ing to Senator Cameron as a presidential 
candidate in the event of the birth of the 
new party. The results of the recent elec- 
tion have given the leaders renewetl con- 
fidence, as they now believe they will be 
able to absorb the remnants of the 
Populists and secure by the protection 
plank the adhesion vote. 

Thus they hope to centralize the silver 
strength and much of the labor vote of 
the country. My informant is positive in 
the declaration that the Republican party 
will be forced either to adopt the silver 
plank or be destroyed, and this intention 
to rule or ruin is a fundamental tenet of 
the movement It is even said that Sen- 
ator Cameron has already consented to 
head the revolt. 

Cameron's Friends Say No. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 2U.—The renewed re- 
ports that Senator Cameron has given his 
consent to be the presidential candidate 
of a protection and free silver party meets 
with an emphatic denial from close and 
intimate friends of the senator here, who 
are in 4 position to speak with authority. 

The senator has received a number of 
letters of late from enthusiastic silver 
men who assure him that they ‘‘are with 
you for '#6."" These letters have received 
the same formal acknowledgment given 
all letters received by the senator. Fur- 
ther than that, however, there has been no 
correspondence which contemplaicd the 
use of the senutor’s name at the head of 
an independent silver movement, 

Mr. Cumeron said recently that while 
he was for silver he was none the lessa 
Republican, and it was as a Republican 
that he hoped to see the white metal suit- 
ably recognized 


War News, 

YOKOHAMA, Nov. 2U.—The second Jap- 
anese army left Kinchow on Nov. 16, the 
plan being to march to Port Arthur from 
two directions. The force would have to 
defeat the enemy on the road before 
attacking Port Arthur. <A transport with 
some 600 infantry and 500 coolies on board 
was burned while proceeding to 'Talien- 
wan. Only fourcoolies were lost. [Fig¢ht- 
ing occurred on Sunday last 20 miles trom 
Port Arthur. The Japanese retired 
toward Tl'alienwan. The Chinese loss was 


100. The Japanese loss is reported to have 
been 8%. The Chinese captured 10 
prisoners. 


Feeding the Hungry. 

NEw YoRK, Noy. 20.—The prevailing 
distress among the striking cloakmakers 
was somewhat alleviated yesterday by the 
distribution to them of 28 loaves of bread, 
8 barrels of potatoes, 2 barrels of herring, 
600 pounds of sausages, 200 pounds of 
sugar and 15 pounds of tea. Three hun- 
dred regular dinners were also served. 
Arrangements were made for a further 
distribution of provisions. 


Another Cornell Mystery. 

ItHaca, N. Y., Noy. 20.—J. De Haan, 
& Cornell university junior, was found in 
his room yesterday in an unconscious con- 
dition. ‘There are circumstances con- 
né lt with the case that will lead the 
autiiorities to make an investigation. It 
was at first thought that De Haan had 
taken laudanum, but it is now believed 
that the young man was rendered uncon- 
scious by charcoal fumes.

HOLMES’ LIFE STORY. 


Has Been a Successful Swindler For 
a Number of Years. 


INSURANCE COMPANIES SUFFERED. 


Latest Scheme Brought About 
Through a Murder. 


PHILADELPHIA, Noy, 21, — Arch-Con- 
spiratur H. H. Holmes, accompanied by 
Mrs. Pitzel and a pretty woman who calls 
herself Mrs. Holmes, arrived in this city in 
the custody of Detective Crawford and 
Special Agent Perry of the Fidelity Mutual 
Life association. Mrs. Pitzel’s 16-year-old 
daughter Meda and her l-year-old boy 
were also with the party. Mrs. Pitzel was 
in a very nervous condition. 

Detective Crawford detailed the story of 
the trip, the most important feature which 
was the revelation made to him by Holmes 
of the story of his life. Holmes sat beside 
the detective with handcuffs on, and the 
train had scarcely emerged from the Boston 
depot before the prisoner tried to bribe his 
captor. He offered the detective $500 if he 
would allow him to hypnotize him so that 
he oould escape. He said he had fre- 
quently hypnotized persons, having ac- 
quired the art from a college professor in 
the west. He said he could get the money 
at once from his wife and Mrs. Pitzel. 


Story of His Career. 


When he saw that his words had no ef- 
fect, Holmes entered into general conver- 
sation and then told the story of his life. 
He said he was raised in Burlington, Vt., 
and so well educated in school there at 15 
years he was teaching. For some time 
afterward he went tocollege there and 
later in Detroit. Here he formed the ac- 
quaintance of a medical student who, he 
said, furnished the body in the New York 
inquest case. He refused to divulge his 
name. During vacations they worked on 
farms to raise their college expenses, but 
one summer they found themselves with- 
out means, and it was then that the medi- 
calman suggested the ideaof gettinga 
body and beating an insurance company. 

This was 12 yearsago. The doctor got 
his life insured for$12,000, They obtained a 
body in Chicago, took it east, arranged 
the details of identification and success- 
fully got che money with which they con- 
tinued their studies. He refused to name 
the company thus swindled. They 
worked the scheme afterward with suc- 
cess, Holmes continued, obtaining sums 
ranging from $10,000 to $20,000. 

Once Holmes got his own life insured 
for $20,000. He went toa hotel in Rhode 
Island. At that time he wore a beard. 
He secured a corpse in Chicago, cut off the 
head and took the body to a lonely spot 
not far from the hotel. Then he shaved 
off his b2ard, returned to the hotel, asked 
for Holmes and engaged a room to wait 
forhim. He had brought the head with 
him and burned it beyond recognition in 
the fireplace of the hotel. The scheme, 
however, fell through, the mother of his 
wife, when she discovered it, threatening 
to tellthe police, and Holmes fled to the 
west. 

Marder Figures In the Case. 

Resuming his story, Holmes said that 
while living in Chicago, about 18 months 
ago, he fellin with a typewriter girl and 
furnished a house on the outskirts, where 
they lived together. A younger sister 
came to visit them, and the elder girl be- 
came so jealous of her that in a quarrel 
one day she struck her over the head with 
astool and killed her. To save the wo- 
man with whom he was living, Holmes 
said he put the body in a trunk, loaded it 
with stones and sunk it in the lake, 

This girl had property in Texas, and he 
and Pitzel took it off her hands and sent 
her abroad. It was worth, he said, $40,- 
000, and after getting it in their hands, 
they went through Texas buying carloads 
of horses on notes on this property. The 
notes were worthless, and it is for this af- 
fair they are wantedin Fort Worth. ‘To 
save this property, Holmes said, he and 
Pitzel formed the scheme of swindling the 
Fidelity company. He told the detective 
that for the crimes he has committed he 
deserves to be hanged a dozen times. 

Holmes is not lacking for money, as he 
himself said that at the present time he is 
supporting nearly two dozen persons, in- 
cluding the girl murderess, her mother 
and imbecile brother, two orphans in 
Chicago who live in one of his properties, 
three separate alleged wives and their 
children, and !:\; own mother and father 
in Kankakee would not give the 
names of the women. He firmly main- 
tains that Pitzel is alive in San Salvador, 
and that he will hear from him through 
the personal column of a certain New 
York newspaper. 

Mrs. Pitzel Is Innocent, 

A telegram was received by President 
Fouse of the Fidelity company, to the 
effect that Howe, the St. Louis lawyer, 
was en route to this city with McDonald, 
in the capacity of his ‘‘adviser.’’ 

Mr. Perry related in detail the story of 
Holmes’ arrest in Boston and the manner 
in which Mrs Pitzel was decoyed_from 
Burlington. Mrs. Pitzel, he continued, 
was perfectly innocant of any complicity 
in the whole affair. She had been forced, 
through ignorance and pressure of various 
kinds, to sign certain papers, but she told 
Perry that she had received only $500 in 
cash. She said Holmes had taken $5000 of 
the money and putit in a land specula- 
tion.in Fort Worth, in which Pitzel was 
also interested. Holmes told Perry that 
this was true. 

Perry said Holmes operated under the 
mame ef H. M. Pratt. He added that 
Perry, B F. Pitzel and B. T. Lyman are 
one and the same man, Mr. Perry further 
said that Holmes is said to have one wife 
in New Uampshire, from whom he olaims 
to haye been divarced. and by whom he

has a child, 13 years old; 

Minols, whom Mr. Perry ase ap Fay 
and by whom there is a 6-year-old child, 
and the wife who is at present in this city. 

In conclusion, Mr. Perry gaid: “T be- 
lieve that in this matter Mra, Pitzel has 
been duped and robbed. She acted under 
instructions, and she has thus far anu will 
hereafter tell the truth. I belleve ‘that 
her husband was murdered. About the 
children I have nothing to say.” 

When pressed to give his opinion on the 
theory that two wad been made away 
with, he said, in a tone which left doubt 
of hisopinion on the subject: “I hope 
not."’

THE EAGLE’S &CREAM 
May Sound In Germany's Ears Should She 
Attempt boycotting Tactics. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 21.—Our government 
has not yet been officially informed that 
the Danish government has prohibited the 
importation of American cattle and meat. 
Our trade in these commodities with Den- 
mark is of insignifloant volume, but if it 
should appear that the Danish govern- 
ment has been induced to issue its deeree 
at the instance of Germany, the corre 
spondence between the latter country and 
the state department is likely to assume @ 
very different tone from that in which it 
has been conducted. 

Itisone thing for a nation to exclude 
our meats on sanitary grounds, even if 
the case is badly sustained, but it is an en- 
tirely different matter for such a nation to 
go out of its way to induce a third nation 
to join it in a boycott of American prod- 
ucts. Probably it would be difficult to 
establish the fact that Denmark has been 
influenced to decree its prohibition at the 
request of Germany, but should this be 
made clear a diplomatic issue of gravity 
would be raised between the United States 
and Germany. 

Told to Go Home, 

ROcHESTER, N. H., Noy. 21.—When the 
employes at Breed's shoe factory went to 
work yesterday they found they were locked 
out, and placards were posted on the doors, 
reading: “Go home. Hand in your 
coupons. All employes consider them- 
selves discharged,” etc. Orrin Shorey said: 
“The lasters did not go into the shop on 
Monday, but the prices here were not the 
trouble. Last winter, when the Rochester 
lasters struck, tlie work was done by non- 
union men. Now the Lynn shop is a union 
shop, and we are bound by our by-laws to 
act as we did.” Mr. Breed probably 
ordered the lockout because of the action 
of the lasters Monday. The factory em- 
ployed 350 hands and was running full 
time.

ATLANTA, Novy. 21.—The squabble over 
the election of congressmen in the Tenth 
district has been settled.

NO MONEY ON HAND 


For the Purpose of Puttting the In- 
come Tax Law Into Effect. 


WHOLE THING MAY FALL THROUGH 


In That Event It Means a De- 
ficiency of $30,000,000, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—A prominent 
eastern Democratic representative, who 
strongly opposed the incorporation of the 
income taxin the tariff bill, remarked 
yesterday that hedid not think the gov- 
ernment would realize anything like the 
amount which was estimated by the 
framers of the odioustax. The recent 
election was, tohis mind, a severe con- 
demnation of that measure. - 

When the attempt is made to collect it, 
he says, it is understood to be the inten- 
tion of those who are called upon to refuse 
to pay it on the ground that it is uncon- 
stitutional to impose such taxation except 
as ® war measure, and will appeal to the 
United States court in order to test the 
question. To pursue such a course would 
prevent for several months the collection 
of the tax. 

When the Act Was Passed 

there was only $20,000 appropriated to 
carry itout. That sum is wholly inade- 
quate to put the machinery in motion to 
enforce its provisions. It will require, ac- 
cording to the estimates of the treasury 
officials, at least $500,000, which must be 
hhamediately appropriated on the assem- 
bling of congress, for the employment of 
additional deputy collectors, etc., for the 
purpose of putting the law into practical 
operation. 

The law takes effect Jan. 1 next, but all 
the machinery for its enforcement must be 
prepared for in advance of thatdate. The 
epponents of this inquisitorial tax in the 
senate and house will, it is understood, 
oppose any appropriation to carry it out. 
They can, if they choose, not only delay, 
but prevent the passage of any bill making 
appropriations for this purpose. 

The Amounat Collectible 
as estimated by those who framed the 
provisions of the income tax proposition 
is about $30,000,000. If by any means the 
government should fail to secure this 
amount by the failure of this tax, there 
would be a deficiency of $25,000,000 or 
$80,000,000 which would have to be pro 
vided for by some other method. 

Secretary Carlisle's attention has been 
called to this matter, but he does not be- 
lieve that the opponents of the tax will 
carry their opposition to the extent of de- 
feating the appropriation to carry out the 
law. 

He says he intends to ask congress as 
soon as it convenes for an immediate ap- 
propriation of $500,000 for the purpose of 
collecting the tax. It will require at least 
that amount for the first year. 


Receivership Comes High, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. ¥1.—Judge Winters 
yesterday heard the attorneys for the re- 
ceiver and claimants under the matured 
certificate bench of the Iron Hall. He 
rendered judgments in favor of all those 
who had proved claims. The representa- 
tive of the claimants took an appeal to the 
supreme court. The total cost of the re- 
ceivership has been $157,335.04. Of this 
$129,878.73, has been paid tothe receiver 
and the attorney. Receiver Failey has 

been allowed $50,000 for his services,

’ ATTACKED THE A. P. A. 


Concord Mob’s Attack With Sticks and 
Stones Replied te With Revolvers. 

ConcokD, Mass., Nov. 21.—Net since the 
April days of 1775 has Concord seen such 
wild scenes of excitement as last night, 
when 1200 members of the A. P. A. came 
out from Boston an¢ vicinity and were re- 
ceived by the jeers and stones of a mob, 
replying with cheers and bullets. For 
several hours the little Middlesex town 
was the center of the wildest excitement, 
an? only the eool heads of a few of the 
principal visitors prevented infinite mis- 
chief and bloodshed. 

Early in the evening {t was very plain te 
see that some unusual excitement was 
abroad. The stores were all closed, but 
the strects were lined with men. The 
cause of the excitement was the announce: 
ment that a newly formed council of the 
A. P. A. wasto holda public meeting in 
the town hall. 

On the arrival of a special train with 
eight cars and about 1200 men, the crowd 
subsided into hisses and groans. ‘The 
march to the hall was quiet until the ar- 
rival at the hall, when several attempts 
were made by the mob to strike at the 
members, some of which were successful. 

At the close of the meeting the whole 
mob rushed for the door and grabbed 
stones, bricks and everthing in the miss le 
line, and waited for the councils to come 
out. ‘The transparency reading: ‘The 
A. P. A. Has Come to Stay’ and ‘‘No 
Home Rule for America’? was hardly 
lighted before a perfect shower of stones 
was rained on it. 

When the line was formed and had 
hardly marched a rod, three or four of the 
mob made a rush for the transparency, 
captured itand ran for the courthouse 
yard. With almost one accord the whole 
body of A. P. A.’s literally swept after 
them and recaptured the transparency. 

At the station the mob was at its worst. 
Thinking this to be their last chance, they 
assaulted any one they could lay their 
hands on. The mob divided into groups 
all along the platform, and blows were 
exchanged right and left. 

At the first movement of the train the 
rain of bricks and stones was renewed 
with redoubled force. Although the 
blinds were all down, the stones went 
crashing through the windows, splinter- 
ing blinds and injuring a number of the 
passengers. 

Bricks fourinches square were found in 
the cars and many were cut by the broken 
glass. 

The whole movement was a surprise to 
all the townspeople. The mob was com- 
posed of the younger, hot-headed portion 
of the town, although the general senti- 
ment of the town js set against the order. 


FOR ANOTHER TERM. 


Miss Frances E. Willard Is Elected 
President of the W. C, T, U. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. %1.—At yesterday’s 
session of the W. C. T. U. Miss Willard 
said just previous to the balloting for offi- 
cers: ‘The custom has been for the presi- 
dent todon her wraps and sneak down 
the back stairs and stay out until she is 
elected.

Gotham’s Corrupt Police Levied Tithes 
Upon All Ciasses. 


3F THE INVESTIGATORS 


Was Jndertaken Under Most 
Adverse Circumstances. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—John W. Goff, 
the prosecuting attorney of the Lexow in- 
vestigating committee, who is stopping in 
Washington for a few days, has given The 
Evening Staran interesting interview, as 
follows: 

“It was, as you imagine,” he said, “a 
tremendous task that confronted us when 
we started the investigation. We know 
positively that the police department of 
New York, a most magnificent organiza- 
tion as regards its own strength, was sys- 
tematically blackmailing all classes of 
citizens. That tremendous power had 
seized upon the community until it had 
obtained complete possession. 

“There were two distinct elements that 
prevented at the beginning a fair start 
and handicapped us in our efforts to get 
reljable testimony. ‘The first, the fear, 
and second, the apathy of the citizens. 

“I speak within the bounds of my own 
knowledge when I say that there was not 
@ business man in New York city who 
had not [elt the power of police blackmail. 
There were perhaps a very few instances 
where honorable men had refused to give 
their tithes of illegal tax to the police, but 
almost without exception these men were 

Forced Out of Business. 

“One peculiar feature of the blackmail 
Was that it spared no one class, however 
obscure their calling. I have particularly 
in mind the sailmakers, who are among 
the most upright and sturdily honest 
people of New York. They are mostly re- 
tired sea captains, commanders of the old 
clipper ships, who have heen forced out of 
business by the introduction of steam 
Not one of these honest men dared to open 
his mouth and complain. 

“So the question was, What classes 
should we apply to and appeal to in our 
crusade. We were urged at times, and 
most importunely, to go higher, and nail 
the responsibility to the source of author 
ity. Onthe question, we had most earn- 
est consultations, and we finally decided 
that it would not be wise to do so. 

“Our duty was to arouse the conscience 
of the people of New York, which had long 
been smothered—almost killed. The com- 
mon people, the voters, the people who 
most feel, felt the opposition of the police 
would need to be aroused by different 
methods. They were to have the ill-effects 
of police corruption

Editorial Comment, 


THE No LICENSE majority last year was 
the largest with two exceptions in the 
thirteen elections, yet the ‘‘yes’’ vote made 
a larger gain than the ‘‘No.”’ It is gratify- 
ing to know that the ‘‘No’’ vote of 1888 
last year represented over one-half of the 
entire voters of the city. So long as this is 
a fact the “yes”? voters have a hopeless 
case, but no-license people must not rest 
upon their oars, They must exert them- 
selves @ little at least once a year for the 
good of the cause. 


THE poctors disagree as to the advisa- 
bility and necessity of closing the Codding- 
ton school. One maintains it was not 
necessary, and another says it should have 
been closed sooner. Commenting on the 
editorial of Thursday, one physician says 
the building needs something more than 
fumigating. It needs scrubbing from top 
to bottom. He would go further, and 
burn all the books, pencils, etc., in use. 
He thoroughly condemns the practice of 
using books and pencils in common, and 
believes it causes the spread of contageous 
diseases more than anything else. The 
free schoo] book law works great injury 
as employed in Quincy. If books were 
given to pupils that would be one thing, 
but to own in common and distribute and 
collect daily or oftener, then pass them on 
to another building, they soon become 
breeders of disease. The use of pencils in 
common is fully as dangerous, when one 
knows how common is the practice of put- 
ting them in one’s mouth. 

Greater precaution should also be taken 
in loaning books from our public library. 
Particularly when one sees one of the 
books on the bed of a scarlet fever patient, 
and families with other contageous dis- 
eases exchanging books. Borrowers of 
books should also subscribe to] the fact 
that there is no contageous disease in their 
house. 


IN ANOTHER column today the LEDGER 
gives the vote by wards for mayoralty 
candidates since the incorporation of the 
city. They show that the Democrats 
carried last year five of the six wards, while 
in the first three elections five of the six 
went Kepublican. In the recent State

A Horrible State of Affairs. 
LONDON, Noy. 23.—Kanakas on all the 
Guinea are in revolt. 
Scores of European soldiers have been mur- 
dered. Thesteamer Three Cheers recently 
called at the Admiralty islands. Not a 
single white man was visible. The na 
tives fled on the approach of the steamer. 
The captain found the remains of a recent 
cannibal feast.

At other 
islands similar massacres are reported. 

An Allan Liner’s Rough Voyage. 

St. Joun’s, F. F., Nov. 23.—The Allan 
line steamer Corean, which arrived yester- 
day from Glasgow and Liverpool, en- 
countered most frightful weather all the 
voyage, and had many narrow escapes 
from foundering. In spite of the severe 
weather, however, all on board are well, 
and beyond the damage on deck the 
steamer appears to be in asound condition. 


War Sentiment Prevails, 
GUANAJUATO, Mex., Noy. 23.—The legis- 
of this state has unanimously 
adopted a resolution offering to the federal 
government all of its state militia and mu- 
nitions of war in aid of carrying on a war 
against Guatemala. The feeling of Mexi- 
cans against Guatemala is very bitter, and 
the general sentiment is in favor of war. 


A Probable Murder. 

NEw YORK, Novy. 23.—Primit Fogla, 
aged 19, the wife of an Italian ice cream 
maker, was found dead yesterday after- 
noon in her rooms. She had a bullet 
wound in her head, and the circumstances 
indicate that she was murdered, The 
police are looking for her husband, who 
was known to be jealous of his wife. 


Restlessness In Samoa. 

APIA, Noy. 23.—The native rebels are 
so far from being subdued that close ob- 
servers believe that King Malietoa’s gov- 
ernment isdoonied. The belief is gen- 
eral that influential Germans are secretly 
aiding the rebel party, thus rendering 
German annexation or a German pro- 
tectorate easy of accomplishment. 

White House Horses Not Docked. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 23.--The Humane 
society of Washingtomhas investigated re- 
ports that the horses of the White House 
stables have undergone the process of tail 
docking, and have found them to be un- 
true. The tails of the carriage horses had 
recently been trimmed, but the flesh had 
not been cut at all. 


Strong’s Claim Recognized. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 28.—In the claim of 
Samuel Strong against the District of 
Columbia, Secretary Carlisle yesterday 
ordered the payment to the representa- 
tives of Strong, now deceased, of $53,280.

HOWE OUT ON BAIL. 


Tei's of His Connection With the 
Holmes-Pitzel Scrape. 


DISCLAIMS KNOWLEDGE OF FRAUD. 


Holmes Once Did Quite a Bit 
of Swindling In Chicago. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 23.—Jeptha D. 
Howe, the young St. Louis lawyer, who, 
in conn m with H. H. Holmes, is 
charged wi'!: defrauding a local instrance 
company out of $10,000, reported here yes- 
terday. He was met at the depot by Mar- 
shall McDonald of St. Louis, who is the 
law partner of young Howe’s brother, and 
together they went to the office of Super- 


-{ntendent of Police Linden, where he sur- 


rendered hitmself. 

Lawygr McDonald said: ‘This arch- 
conspirator, H. H. Holmes, or H. M. Mor- 
gan, the name he was known byin St. 
Louis, came to the office while I was ab- 
sent in Colorado and proposed the case, 
saying that Mrs. Pitzel wanted someone 
to represent her. It was the first case the 
boy had ever been offered, and he jumped 
right into it with all the ardor and enthu- 
siasm of youth. He did not wait for us 
to return, and the result was that this 
slick cook imposed uponhim. M) young 
friend may have been indiscreet, but he 
is no criminal.” 

Superintendent of Police Linden places 
implicit confidence in what Mr. McDonald 
says in reference to young Howe, and Is of 
the opinion that the latter has been mis- 
led by Holmes. 

Lawyer McDonald called on S. IL 
Shields, a criminal lawyer, and asked Mr 
Shields to act as counsel for young Howe. 
The facts of the case were briefly stated, 
and Mr. Shields agreed to take charge of 
the case. Howe will in ail probability be 
released on bail. 

Howe's Story. 

Lawyer Howe gave out the following 
statement in reference to his connection 
with the Holmes-Pitzel affair: **Mrs. 
Pitzel came to me and employed me as her 
attorney to look after the insurance claim. 
I took hold of the matter, and first of all I 
notified the agent of the company in St. 
Louis, and he entered into communication 
with the company here 

“I then found that they did all that 
business through their home office 1 
wrote to the chief of police in Philadel- 
phia, and I think also to the company or 
coroner. Itis my belief that I wrote te 
the coroner first. Iheard from him, and 
also heard from Chief of Police Linden. 

“The first letter received from the cor 
oner stated that the body was here and 
thatit must be identified. The writer 
said that it was the bod> of B. F. Perry, 
and unless other identification was given 
the body would bear that name and be 
buried as such Iasked the widow how 
that was, and she said her husband had 
been going under the assumed name of 
Perry on account of some trouble he had 
hai. I told her that would have to be 
made clear before she would get the money 

“She showed a number of letters which 
she had received from this Perry, and 
which seemed to prove reasonably enough 
that they were from her husband, inas- 
much as they spoke of the children and 
of family matters. She was positive that 
the man was her husband. I told her she 
would have to prepare to come on here 
with me and that I had tocome. Then I 
believe I got a letter from the coroner 
saying we must give positive identifica 
tion marks, something by which we could 

Prove That the Body Was Pitzel’s. 

“I thereupon told the woman that she 
must give me what identification marks 
she could that would assist 
in bringing out the identity of her hus- 
band. She told me of these marks, and I 
sent the infgrmation to the coroner and 
received information from him that they 
were not sufficient. I told the widow 
then that she must come on here and 
identify the body. She told me she did 
not have the money, and I informed her 
that I was poor myself, and thatshe would 
have to raise it. 

“Finally she got the money, and when 
it was time to start | found her sick in 
bed. Itold hersomeone would have to 
go with me to identify the body, and she 
said the little girl could do that. I finally 
agreed to the proposition. I brought the 
little girl on here, and the body was iden 
tifled tothe company’s satisfaction and

mine. 
“The con - paid the money to me 
and I returned to St. Louis and got are 


ceiptin full from my client, Mrs Pitzel, 
forthe amount of money, and I gave her a 
receipt for my fee. The latter was #2500, 
That was the last I saw of her. I went to 
her house once afterward, and learned 
that she had left.” 

Mr. Howe was asked what he had to say 
about his connection with Holmes in the 
matter. 

“I do not desire to say anything about 
that at this time,’ he added, “nor about 
several other matters with which my name 
has been connected.” 

After an infgerview in 
Linden’s office between 
dent, McDonald, Howe and President 
Fouse, he was taken into court. Howe's 
counsel made an argument in favor of ad- 
mitting the prisoner to bail, asking that 
the figure be mnade as low as_ possible. 
Judge Bregy thought $2500 a reasonable 
sum and placed the bail at that figure, 
and the prisoner was released.

Holmes’ Chicago Record. 

It has become known that Holmes was 
the head of what purported to be a corpor- 
ation called the A. B. Copier company, 
with headquarters in the Monon building 
on Dearborn street, Chicago. he copy- 
ing machine which Holmes sold was not 
without merit, but the sale of territory to 
agents was the chief source of revenue. 

Holmes would advertise throughout the 
country and obtain a correspondence with 
people all over the country. Then the 
victim would be persuaded to visit the city 
and would be ushered into an office Ap- 
parently rushed with business, Finally a 
propositton would be made for the disp: sal 
of some state or county, and adeal con 
summated. It is said that the state of 
Ohio sold for $5000 cash, and that an office 
was establishet in Cincinnati. 

Both of the Dakotas and most of the 
western states were disposed of. A branch 
was organized in New York, and Holmes 
was paid $500 for the agency in that city. 
Some states were sold as many times as 
Holmes could find purchasers. Holmes 
had in his office two stenographers, one of 
whom tallied closely with the description 
of Miss Durkee of Omaha and the other 
Was unquestionably Miss Williams.

4. G. Durgin, Druggist, QUINCY, MASS, 


TEN THOUSAND PEOPLE 


to By Famous Men at 
tenet Home Market Club Banquet. 

Boston, Nov. 22.—There must have been 
10,000 people at Mechanics’ hall last night 
to participate in and look on at the ban- 
quet of the Home Market club. They were 
all Republicans, first, last and all the 
time, men, women and children. The 
great hall was beautifully decorated with 
flags and tri-colored bunting, and there 
were pictures of Garfield, Lincoln, Grant, 
McKinley, Hayes; Hoar, - Reed, Green- 
halge, Harrison, Wolcott.and. other states- 
men, draped wlth the national colors. 

The banquet in. itself was -& monster 
affair. Twelve long tablesand eightshort. 
ones were spread in the main hall, besides 
the one on the speakers’ stand, and the 
size of the crowd that ate of the good 
things may be judged from the fact that 
it took an army of nearly 400 men to. tend 
them. 

Ten thousand pair of lungs and about 
half as many hats, handkerchiefs, nap- 
kins, anything, gaye Governer Greenhalge 
greeting, and it was several minutes be- 
fore he was allowed to proceed. When he 
did it was in a characteristically happy 
vein. 

President Bent next introduced Senator 
Hoar, and, as the venerable statesman 
arose to his feet, the cheering and applause 
were deafening. Senator Hoar spoke at 
length of the recent Republican victories, 
and said that the solid south, the criminal 
districts of our great northern cities, the 
Knights of the Golden Circle of Indiana, 
had furnished the conscience, intelligence 
and patriotism thus far upon which free 
trade preachers rely. 

President Bent wasted no words in in- 
troducing Thomas B. Reed, and the ap- 
plause that had greeted his predecessors 
sank into insignificance at the storm that 
went up for Mr. Reed. Aftera while he 
talked, and talked well. He said in part: 

“Once during the last session of con- 
gress, when the plans of the Democracy 
had become developed, I ventured to say 
to the leaders than when the people of the 
country got at them, in November of this 
year, they would. bury them in trenches, 
This was nearly true, but there was a 
slight inaccuracy. I should have said that 
we would bury them in trenches until the 
supply of trenches gave out. 

“This country is in favor of the doctrine 
of protection, largely in favor of it. Every- 
thing shows this, and no man whose 
brains are not suffering from recent con- 
cussion from the heels can think other 
wise. 

“What we need now is not general be 
lief in our doctrines. We need teaching 
which comes from practical results. We 
need a distribution of the facts.” 

W. T. Parkerson of Louisiana was the 
next speaker. He alluded at. first to the 
mistaken ideas, as well as to the lack of 
knowledge in the north, of far southern 
ways, motives and sentiment. 

The long time allegiance to the Demo- 
cratic party in Louisiana was referred to. 
Then the speaker talked about sugar and 
the way the people felt about what a 
“Democratic congress has brought to 
pass.’’ In conclusion, he spoke of the Re- 
publican work that has been done in 
Louisiana and what he hoped to see done 
later. 

General Russell A. Alger was the last 
speaker, and his remarks were brief. He 
said thatin his state 400,000 votes were 
cast, and the Republican governor's ma- 
jority was 105,000.

Medical Examiner 
March decided that malpractice led to her 
death, and evidence showed that it must 
haye been done by some one ignorant in 
the profession, as there was apparently no 
need of the operation.

THE QUINCY ASSESSMENT. 


Will City Quietly Submit to a Heavy 
Assessment for Reservation. 

“‘June”’ writes to the Patriot on this 
important subject as follows: 

“Unless the citizens of Quincy have care- 
fully studied the Acts of 1893 and 1894 
relative to the assessments to be levied by 
the commissioners upon the cities and 
towns in the Metropolitan District, few 
can be aware of.the immense importance 
to Quincy of the amount to be paid by 
this city for the cost and maintenance of 
the new parks and boulevards. The tax 
upon Quincy for this purpose, presents 
every indication of being not only an im- 
mediate one, but also for many years in 
the future, and with our present high valu- 
ation and rate of taxation must inevitably 
prove a burden which will stagger if not 
crush us. The authority of the commis- 
sioners vests them with the power, (/rom 
which there's no appeal) to name the 
amount which each city and town in the 
district shall pay toward the cost and main- 
tenance of this new system for many years 
to come. This being the case, no effort 
should be spared to have our city ably rep- 
resented by competent council when the 
subject is heard before the commissioners 
of award. It is a matter of too much 
present aud future importance to our very 
existence as a municipality, to suffer the 
slightest neglect. Struggling as we are un- 
der a heavy debt; with taxes and valua- 
tion both high; new school houses needed | 
and many actual necessities claiming im- 
mediate attention, what shall be done if 
we are obliged to pay a large assessment 
for parks and boulevards in addition to 
losing the taxable property taken by the 
Metropolitan Park Commission? This 
problem is a most serious one for our city, 
especially in its present financial condi- 
tion and deserves the careful attention of 
every citizen. It seems to me that all the 
prominent citizens of Quincy should hold 
a meeting and formulate some comprehen- 
sive plan having for its object the accumu- 
lation of evidence in behalf of the city 
and its proper arrangement for presenta- 
tion at the appointed time. There is no 
manner of doubt but what the adminis- 
tration and legal officers of the city would 
welcome such a meeting and would feel en- 
couraged to know that the citizens of 
Quincy took an interest in the matter and 
were ready and willing to aid them in 
every way. I trust the Parrior and 
LEDGER will both agitate this subject and 
impress upon the people its great impor- 
tance. Certainly our representatives to 
the next Legislature should see that no 
further appropriations are made for parks 
and boulevards for which the people at | 
present can ill afford to pay. Economy in 
public expenditure of money must be 
made to keep the same level which most of 
the people are at present obliged to keep in 
their private expenditures.”

PORT ARTHUR FALLS 


Japanese Forces Are Evidently Masters 
of the Situation. 


{Tf MEANS DISASTER FOR CHINA. 


Story of Japan’s March to the 
Objective Point. 


LonpDon, Noy. 24.—D‘spatches have been 
received from Chee-Fvo stating that the 
Japanese captured Port Arthur on 
Wednesday last, after 18 hours’ fighting. 

Credence is given to the news by the le- 
gation officials because of the fact that it 
cémes from Chinese sources, a matter not 
likely unless it was well authenticated. 

Port Arthur, the native name of which 
is Lu-Shun-Kon, is the chief naval station 
of China. Eleven or twelve years ago it 
was‘simply a good wind-bound harbor for 
the junks that traded along the coast. At 
that time the village consisted of about 
60 or 80 mudhouses, with a few shops and 
three or four inns. The port is almost 
surrounded by ranges of hills, varying 
from 300 to 1500 feet in height, the vaileys 
between being well cultivated. 

The town at the present time has in- 
creased to nearly 1000 houses and shops, 
and, exclusive of the garrison, the popula- 
tion is estimated at over 600. In 1881 it 
was finally decided to construct a dock 
and refitting basin there. After more 
than one failure, the work was given to 
foreign contractors, and in the early part 
of 1887 a French company secured a con- 
tract to construct the necessary works 
needed for a naval dock yard. At the end 
of 1890 the contractor completed the task 
intrusted to them. The entrance to the 
port was deepened, and a basin constructed 
inside with a depth of 25 feet at low water, 

Kight Up to Date. 

The port contains spacious wharves and 
quays fitted with steam cranes and con 
nected by arailway with the workshops 
There is adock over 409 feet long, having 
25 feet of water on its sills at low tid», 
which can be emptied in a few hours by 
means of a steam pump. There is also a 
sinaller dock suitable for torpedo boats 
The foundries and workshops contain the 
most modern machines, engines, etc. The 
dockyard can be lighted by electric light. 

For the last six years dredges have been 
employed to deepen the natura! harbor 
The bar has been deepened from 12 to 
about 24 feet to enable permanent moor- 
ing to be laid down for the larger men-of- 
war. About four miles north of the port 
there is a spring of fresh water. ‘his 
water is now run through pipes to the 
dock yard and the town is also partially 
supplied with water in the same way. 

Although the port is free from ice dur- 
ing the entire winter, ships cannot be 
docked for cleaning and painting purposes 
between the middle of November and the 
mniddle of March, as the weather then is 
too cold for ordinary paint to dry. ‘The 
defenses of the port consisted of well-con 
structed forts armed with modern guns of 
heavy caliber. 

The coast dvfenses are spread over more 
than four miles of seaboard, and consist of 
about 12 batteries equally distributed on 
either side of the entrance of the port 
The armament consists of more than 40 
Krupp guns, varying from 6 inches to $.06 
inshes, including some rifled mortars. In 
addition there is a torpedo boat station 
and an elaborate system of submarine 
mines. The western side of the port is 
protected by the shoaling of the harbor 
The garrison was said to consist of about 
7000 men. 

The Japs March to Victory, 

The second Japanese army, under the 
command of Field Marshal Count Oyaina, 
minister of war, consisted of about $u,0QJU0 
men, and when this force arrived off the 
Regent’s Sword promontory it was di 
vided into two detachments, one of which, 
aided by part of the Japanese fleet, oper 
ated against Talienwan, while the other 
directed its movements against Kin 
Chow, on the western side of the promon 
tory, some miles north of Port Artiur 

Talienwan and Kin-Chow were both cap 
tured, after which the army again com 
bined and the march on Port Arthur was 
commenced. Several engagements of 
minor importance place along the 
route, but the Japanese were invariably 
successful. ‘The roads leading northward 
from Port Arthur were supposed to hay 
been mined by the Chinese, and the J pan 
ese commander therefore declined to tak 
the risk of marching along them 

Consequently, they were compelled to 
cut roads through the forests to allow of 
the passage of their artillery, ammunition 
trains, etc. The march was thus necessa 
rily slow. Dispatches received a few days 
ago stated that the Japanese were close to 
the city, and had attacked the Chines 
outposts, driving them back to their en 
trenchments. It was also said that the 
Japanese attacked the entrenchments, 
but were repulsed each time. 

It is evident that later attacks must

In his last report Mr. Bissell referred to 
the great disproportion of the growth of 
second-class mail matter, and intimated 
that he did not believe it was due to the 
growth of genuine newspapers and perlod- 
icals. The cost of carrying the second- 
class matter was $20,320,000, leaving a net 
loss to the government of $16,973,000, This 
calculation applies to transportation alone, 
the separate cost of distribution and deliy. 
ery not being estimated. 


Abuse of Second Class Rates, 


“J do not advocate a change of rates now 
upon legitimate newspapers and periodical 
magazines,’’ says Mr. Bissell. “My pur 
pose is to urge the withdrawal of low 
postage rates from the large cities and the 
pretended periodicals that are now im- 
properly enjoying them; not only on ac- 
count of the inherent propriety of that 
course, but because I am almost hopeless 
of ever seeing the financial condition of 
the department properly established until 
such withdrawal is brought about. 

“The most conspicuous class of these 
pretended periodicals are what are now 
generally known as serial paper covered 
books. They arein no sense seri@#, how- 
ever, except in name, being usually given 
some general designatian asthe ®ireside 
series’ and ‘Detective Library,’ or some 
other title of like character. They differ 
in no respect from other books, except to 
a large extent in the lack of literary merit 
and in having always paper covers. 

“This state of things is not merely a 
wrong to the governinent and to the send- 
ers of other classes of mail matter, which, 
preducing asurplus of revenue, are thug 
unduly taxed, but it is a wrong to tha 
publishers of other books, and, I believe, 
a sort of debasement of the nation’s litera- 
ture.” 

The postmaster general does not fayor 
the postal telegraph, a system advocated 
by his predecessor. He says that tha 
enormous stretches of country brings 
about a condition of things different to 
that of European countries, rendering tha 
postal telegraph too expensive to be prac 
tical.

Editorial Comment, 


Has THE High School Alumni Associa- 
tion acted wisely in excluding from its 
annual reunions the husbands and wives of 
its members. Many graduates are criti- 
cising the action, and it is certain that the 
association will not be as popular under 
such arule, It is said thas an effort will 
be made at the meeting on Friday evening 
of next week to secure an amendment. 
Members say they were unprepared for the 
action at the last meeting, but next week 
they will have precedents for the desired 
legislation. Probably not one in five of 
the alumni of over 500 are gentlemen, 
many of the classes having but one or two 
boys, and the attendance will be about in 
this proportion. If members could be ae- 
companied by husband and wife it would 
not be quite so much of a ‘‘hen party.” 


But FOURTEEN of the present City 
Council have been renominated ; 8 Demo- 
crats and 6 Republicans. As 3 of the 
Democratic ones are pitted against 4 of the 
Republicans, at large, only 5 of the 7 can 
be elected at the most. If one more is 
defeated, which is very probable, the 
present Council will not be in a majority 
in the next Council. Four ex-Councilmen, 
however, have been renominated, and it is 
possible that a majority of the ~ sancil of 
1895 will have bad experience. 


A Peculiar Case. 

The case of the Old Colony Railroad of- 
ficials imprisoned for participating in a 
riot, and for whom a pardon has just been 
refused, is a peculiar one and presents 
many interesting phases. There is no 
doubt whatever that the men who are now 
serving a term are estimable and law abid- 
ing citizens, and that they thought they 
were clearly within their rights when they 
obeyed the orders of their superior of- 
ficers. Their punishment cannot be re- 
formatory, because there is nothing to re 
form; if considered as a penalty, they 
have already suffered more by the humilia- 
tion of their posilfion than others would 
suffer by a far greater term. It is nota 
case of one law for the rich and another 
for the poor, but merely of justice for 
any. The accused man who pleads nolo 
contendere usually bas extended to him 
more consideration than the man who puts 
the government to the expense of a trial. — 
Boston Home Journal, 


DIPHTHERIA SPREADING. 


Many New Cases and Three Deaths Re 
ported in Ledger Today. 

Diphtheria, that dread disease, is spread- 
ing in Quincy tosuchan alarming extent 
that an epidemic is feared. Thirteen new 
cases have been reported to the Board of 
Health since Saturday and this morning 
three deaths are reported. 

Several of the new cases are among chil- 
dren of the Adams school and one case is 
reported in the Willard school. 

The Board of Health held a meeting this 
morning, at which it was voted to close the 
Adams school this noon for an indefinite 
period. 

The Board of Health also wish to im- 
press upon all citizens the necessity of 
isolating their children as much as possible 
and the board will see that every building 
where the disease bas made its appearance 
is thoroughly fumigated and cleaned. 

Tine board has also adopted the method 
of placing red cards upon all buildings 
where tbe disease exists and this should 
serve as a warning to people to keep away. 

Should the disease appear to any extent 
in any of the other school buildings of the 
city,the Board of Health willact promptly. 
and see that they are closed. 

The School Board holds its regular meet- 
ing Tuesday evening and as the schools 
close anyway from Wednesday until the 
following Monday the board may see fit to 
keep them closed until all danger of fur- 
ther spread has passed.

WAS IT BUSINESS! 


The Appropriation for the High School 
and How it was Built. 

A review of the expenditures under the 
appropriation made by the City Council of 
1893 for the building of a High school 
building is very interesting at this time. 
It seems to demonstrate in a very emphatic 
manner the extraordinary business Cca- 
pacity which has been so freely claimed for 
the present executive of the city, does not 
include economy in expenditures, despatch 
in execution, nor a very large return as the 
result of the expenditure. 

On assuming the direction of the affairs 
of the city on Jan. 1, 1804, Mr. Hodges 
found an appropriation of $62,000 for the 
purpose of building a new High school, 
with contracts duly made for construction 
$45,500; for heating apparatus, $4,100, and, 
with superintendence provided for at a cost 
of $1,000, the only work remaining un- 
provided for was the removing of surp!us 
earth “to be done by the city.” 

Now examine the actual operations. 
the contracts above-named were carried 
out by the respective parties. The part re- 
maining “to be done by the city,” the re- 
moval of surplus earth, which is ordinarily 
among the first things to be done in con- 
nection with a new building and which 
could very proparly have been done in the 
early spring months, when the money paid 
out for it would have been of extra value 
to the workingmen of the city, was not 
done until the building was nearly com- 
pleted, and is in fact very far from being 
at this writing. For this work there has 
been charged to this appropriation already 
a large sum,—$2617. 

The larger part of the material removed 
from the High school lot was spread on the 
surface of Hancock street, over a roadbéd 
which was very rough but fairly hard and 
decently passable. It is perfectly safe to 
say, that a good roadway cannot now be 
constructed at these points until the 
material thus spread on the surface has 
been removed, ‘The street was not in good 
condition before the work was done, but it 
is now a monumental disgrace. 

By order of the State Board of Inspectors 
(whether properly or improperly made), a 
tower was added to the structure at a cost 
$4,600. This addition was made without 
consulting the City Council, and while 
it is true that the School Board approved 
the plans from which the tower was built, 
it did not approve the change made, and 
was not brought into consultation with the 
City Council or State Board which ordered 
the addition to be made. Itis safe to say 
in th’s connection that if the matter had 
been submitted to the City Council, and in 
proper turn to the School Board, that if 
any change or addition was made, it would 
not have been done in such way as to 
entirely ruin the appearance of the build- 
ing as it now most certainly does. 

The specification under wh'ch the City 
Council ordered the building to be erec'ed, 
provided for the superintendence of the 
work to be performed under the contracts 
in a manner which is usually considered 
quit& sufllcient for the proicction of the 
owners. Then appears as an additional 
item of cost a charge of $534 00 for supenin- 
tendence, 

We have then paid to building contractor 
$45,500 which was duly authorized. 

Heating contractor $4,100, which 
duly authorized. 

For superintending $1,000, which 
duly authorized. 

For building tower $4,600, wholly 
authorized. 

Other various items $4,500, wholly 
authorized. 

Extra superintending 
authorized. 

To the average taxpayer and to any good 
business man, it will be difficult to find a 
satisfactory reason fur having the business 
of the city done in this exceedingly unbusi- 
nesslike manner. If no better use could 
be make of the surplus earth it could 
undoubtedly have been disposed of with 
little if any cost to the city and one of the 
reasons advanced for the purchase of the 
lot at a very high price was that the surplus 
earth ceuld be dispused of to great advan- 
tage. 

If the tower was necessary (which is 
extremely doubtful) it should certainly 
only have been built when the authority 
had been duly obtained from the City 
Council. ‘ : 

If the superintending provided for by the 
original specification proved to be inefti- 
cient or inadequate, then it should have 
been properly displaced, and proper super- 
vision provided ata proper cost, a double 
inspection could not result in any real 
good. 

If it was found necessary to provide for 
electric lighting, the necessary authority to 
have it included in the expenditures was 
within easy reach. 

With the money in the city treasury, the 
interest thereon being paid by the city— 
with the workmen of the city suffering for 
employment can any good reason be given, 
why the grounds of the High Schoo! build- 
ing should have remained from January to 
September in the condition in which they 
were, and when the building was ready for 
use and the Governor of the Common- 
wealth was the guest of the city to assist 
in the dedicatory ceremonies, was it for 
the interests of the city that the grounds 
should have been unnecessarily left in 
such condition, that to the citizens and 
guests there assembled, should take away 
with them, impressions which could not by 
any possibility reflect credit on the admin- 
istration of our affairs,

MODERN CIVILIZATION, 


The Lights and Shadows Discussed 
Quincy Literary Society. 


by 


The weekly meeting of the Quincy 
Literary Society was held in its room in 
Doble’s building, Nov. 23, the president, 
Dr. R. McLennan, in the chair. 

The theme chosen by the essayist of the 
evening Mr. Archibald A. Grassick, was a 
wide and attractive one. ‘‘ The lights and 
shadows of modern civilization.” 

To ordinary minds, there is perhaps no 
subject so full of interest, or gives better 
scope for the exercise of mental faculties, 
than one which provides opportunities for 
comparative analysis. 

The foregoing subject is at once seen to 
be brimful of suggestion and capable of 
infinite interpretations. The manner of 
treatment adopted by the essayist on this 
occasion was a judicious mixture of the 
underlying mental and physical principles 
that direct the developement of humanity. 

He said among other things ; within the 
Jast few years, changes of greater magni- 
tude and more far-reaching effect have 
occurred than in any similar period within 
The first gun fired at 
Bunker Hill, sounded in tones of thunder 


| that reverberated throughout the world, 


the protest of the people against feudalism 
and class tyrauny. The greatest material 
prosperity obtains in those conntries where 
the voice of the people make the laws that 
govern them. The pursuit of knowledge 
has been facilitated by the diversity and 
abundance of the means for its acquisition. 

Mr. Grassick’s paper was attentively lis- 
tened to by the members, and occasioned a 
most interesting and intelligent discusion. 
It was perhaps natural that the volume of 
opinion centred around the social features, 
more than around the metaphysical or 
scientific aspects of the topic. 

The sentiments voiced by the essayist 
were in spirit cordially endorsed by the 
majority of thespeakers, It was conceded 
that great progress had lately been made 
in the diffusion of knowledge, in the de- 
velopement of art, in the practical applica- 
tion of science, in commercial prosperity, 
in industrial production, in the harnessing 
of nature’s forces to man’s inventive en- 
ergy and accumulating needs, but it was 
doubted whether any equivalent advance 
had been made in economic and social con- 
ditions, and whether these material advan- 
tages had been distributed in anything 
like an equitable manner amongst men. 

Some of the critics on the other hand 
thought that a too great tendency was 
manifested to magnify the dark side of 
life, to unconsciously ignore the great ad- 
vance that has been made in the general 
standard of comfort, to attribute to socie- 
ty the faults, follies and weaknesses of 
themselves, It was contended that to raise 
up a fetish in the shape of a paternal gov- 
ernment whose province it was to remedy 
industrial ills, would only have the effect 
of diverting personal responsibility and 
withdrawing from man the advantages 
which voluntary association, and self- reli- 
ant effort invariably bestows. 

Next Friday evening an essay will be 
given by the president, Dr. McLennan, up- 
on ‘* The physiological effects of stimulants 
and narcotics. As the occasion is an open 
night, and the subject one on which the 
essayist can speak with the authority of a 
specialist, a good attendance is assured. 

The society has also made arrangements 
with that able expounder of political econ- 
omy, Prof. F. Parsons fora lecture upon 
** Political Corruption’? in the large hall 
on the evening of Monday, Dec. 3. All 
interested are cordially invited to be pres- 
ent.

PAITHFUL ABDALLAH 


But For Him, Father Rossignoli Would 
Still Be a Prisoner. 


TEN YEARS IN HANDS OF MAHDIS. 


How the Escape From Omdur- 
man Was Accomplished. 


Camo, Noy. 26.—Father Rossignoli, the 
priest who, after the fall of El Obeid, was 
imprisoned by the Mahdis with Father 
Ohrwalder at Omdurman, where he re- 
mained for 10 years, and whose escape was 
announced a few days ago, has arrived 
here. The escape was planned by Major 
Wingate of the Egyptian intelligence de- 
partment, who contracted to march with 
Abdallah to effect Father Rossignoli’s re- 
lease. 

Father Sogaro, head of the Austrian 
mission to the Soudan, gave Abdallah a 
card, on which was inscribed in Latin: 
“Father, the time of deliverance has ar- 
rived. Trustin God. Come.”’ Abdallah 
started for Berber in June, and arrived 
on the 13th. He was seized, but he man- 
aged to escape at the end of two months. 

He went to Omdurman on a donkey. 
After along search he found Father Ros- 
signolli in a cafe, where the priest was 
employed as aservant. The plan of es- 
cape was disclosed to him. He feigned 
sickness and made an attempt to go to 
Berber, but failed, ashe was recognized 
and sent back. Having some money, he 
then secretly 

Bought a Camel and Two Donkeys. 

When a propitious night came, Abdadeh 
and the priest started to ride at full sp = 
to Berber, following the Nile at night and 
riding through the hills back frum the 
river inthe day time. When they reached 
Metemmeh 15 dervishes sprang out of the 
darkness upon them, andin an instant 
they were made prisoners. 

Abdallah induced the deryishes to be 
lieve that he and his companion belonged 
to the tribe of the Emir of Berber. While 
the conversation was going on, Father 
Rossignoli partly concealed himself behind 
the camel in order to prevent the dervishes 
from learning that he was a white man. 
The two were finally allowed to proceed, 
and they reached Berber without further 
misadventure. 

They had not been in town long before 
Father Rossignoli was recognized, but he 
managed to conceal himself before he 
could be captured. Abdallah, however, 
was arrested and charged with concealing 
a Christian. ‘Che town was searched, but 
Father Rossignoli escaped arrest. 

Abdaliah Bribed His Jailers 
to sethim at liberty, and when he was 
free joined Father Rossignoli. Abdallah 
caused a rumor to be circulated that they 
had gone to Cassala. This rumor caused 
the search for them to be made princi- 
pally in that direction

Harvard decided to punt out. Fairchild 
punted cleanly enough, but & sare 
man muffed. So the wearers of the blue 
were on him in a second. 

Score—Yale, 6; Harvard, 4. 

It was a wonderfully long punt that 
Hinkey made for a starter, and this tolls 
how Yale won. She outpunted Harvard 
till the ball was well down into Harvard 8 
territory, then forced it over. The ball 
was punted back, but the net gain was 
Yale’s by aconsiderable majority. L horne 
nade a magnificent punt, and like a dash 
Yale men streaked down the field. 

Wrightington Knocked Out, 

Wrightington caught and started to 
run, but was slammed fiercely to tho 
round. “A broken collar bone,” said Dr. 
Sargent, sadly, and the plucky half-back 
was carried off. 

Whittemore was sent out in Wrighting- 
ton’s place. Brewer begged to be put in 
again and refused to be comforted. 

Soon the ball was on Harvard's 25-yard 
line, and Thorne tried for a goal from the 
field, but was unsuccessful. 

The ball was near Harvard’s goal, 
and Fairchild dropped back for a kick. 
Again the sturdy Yale centers broke 
through and the kick was a dismal failure 
pain. 

The ball now passed back to Thorne, 
who plunged through Harvard’s line 
toward the white line only 10 yards away. 

A frenzied roar broke from the boys in 
blue, for Yale had made her second touch- 
down. Butterworth kicked a goal, and 
the score was: Yale, 12; Harvard, 4. 

Harvard started in with terrifle force, 
and soon the doctors dragged Murphy 
nearly senseless from under the heap. He 
was revived, and went into the game with 
a big cheer for his pluck, mingling with 
the roaring in his stunned head. 

Hickok was laid out for a minute or two, 
and Shaw was temporarily disabled in the 
next play. 

With the ball about in the center of the 
field, a kicking match begun. Thorne 
punted fully 40 yards. Fairchild returned 
the punt on the next line-up, Thorne 
promptly returning the punt again. 

So the first half ended with the ball in 
Harvard's possession near the middle of 
the field, after 70 minutes of the hottest 
kind of work. 

Out on the field strolled a queer object. 
It was a live rooster, dyed a bright blue. 
The cheering went on without cessation. 

The Second Half, 

It seemed hardly aminute before the 
teams were on the field again, Waters fir- 
ing the first gun by along kick down the 
field. 

Hayes and Whittemore and Fairchild 
plunged around the two Hinkeys for sub- 
stantial gains.

Harvard's flerce rushes yielded gains al- 
most every time. At no time did Yale 
equal Harvard in this respect.

Murphy Knocked Out, 

In avery few moments Murphy lay on 
the ground a second time. ‘The doctors 
tried to bring him back to life, but in vain.

Chadwick took his place and the battle 
was fought on.

‘Thorne and Fairchild ex- 
changing six punts without a single rush 
play. 

Every time a punt was made, the player 
who caught the ball was thrown savagely, 
Hinkey getting in fine touches with his 
knee on prostrated players, for which bh» 
was hissed. 

Hallowell staggered up with a broken 
nose. He adjusted a borrowed protector 
over the injured feature and continued to 
play. Shortly after he was thrown heay- 
ily. When they lifted him up he was so 
dazed that he could neither speak nor 
walk. ‘Two coaches put their arms about 
him to help him off. he plucky fellow 
tried to take his limp arms from around 
their necks and to stagger back into the 
game. When he found himself too weak 
he burst into tears. So they led him away, 
and Wheeler jumped eagerly forward to 
fill the gap in the line. 

Butterworth Disabled. 

The battle waxed warmer. Up and 
down the field struggled the men.

The ball being near Haryard’s 25-yard 
line, Thorne tried for a goal from the field. 
The ball went over a little to the right, 
but near enough to raise an expectant 
howl from the sons of Eli. 

Just about this time Hinkey made a 
square muff, anda Harvard man hurled 
himself on the ball. Armstrong kicked 
at Hayes as he lay on the ground, and 
Hayes arose and smote Armstrong. Both 
men were sent off the fleld in disgrace, 
and the ‘crue! war’ waged merrier than 
ever. Hinkey went back to half, and 
Bass took his place in the line. 

Harvard now had the ball in Yale's terri- 
tory, thanks to Hinkey’s muff, and she 
pushed her advantage with 
energy. 

A few short rushes and Fairchild ran 
back to prepare for a try at a goal from 
the field. There was a scramble and a 
tussle in the line. Wrenn, all unmoved 
tossed the ball to Fairchild. The Harvard 
line held well, and Fairchild had plenty of 
time. Straight as an arrow the ball flew 
for the goal posts, 25 yards away. 

Squarely between the posts, over the 
bar it flew, as pretty a kick as heart could 
wish. The crowd, already stam peding 
roared with husky joy. But even as the 
ball wasin theair the referee's whistle 
had sounded the end of the second half 
and Fairchild’s skill came a fraction of 4 
minute too late. The score 
Yale, 12; Harvard, 4. 

Half an hour later there was nothing 
left at Hampden park but bare benches a 
splintered fence, afew hundred dedrag 
gled crimson flags and a group of sad- 
faced Harvard players, sadly bending over 
their injured comrades.

Settlement of the Pamirs Questions Leaves 
the Afghan Pretender Practically a 
Subsidized Pretender. 


LonbDoy, Nov. 27.—Thesettlement of the 
Pamirs questions has been effected and the 
protocol has been signed. The entente 
covers also the succession to the throne of 
Afghanistan, in which Russia has pledged 
herself not tointervene. This is a practi- 
cal gain for England, as it relieves her of 
fearof the Afghan pretender, who will 
now be little more than a subsidized refu- 


These matters do not concern Germany, 
and their settlement causes neither satis- 
faction nor regret at Berlin. The German 
government has the best reason to know 
that the relations between Germany and 
Russia are growing more friendly than 
ever. Ifthe sudden Anglo-Russian cor- 
diality causes regret anywhere, ft is in 
France. The German press predicts, how 
ever, that the cordiality will cool soon. 

The Moscow Gazette protests against 
the Anglo-Russian entente, saying: Pre- 
viously, whenever Russia was in difficulty, 
England aimed to turn thesituation to her 
own profit. Wedo not believe that Eng- 
land is cordial to Russia. She appears so 
only because ‘she is convinced of the 
Franco- Russian solidarity and the waning 
power of the triple alliance, and hastens 
to join the stronger side. 


THROUGH AMERICANS, 


Japan Has at Last Decided to Accept 
China's Peace Proposals, 

Lonpon, Nov. 27.—The Times today 
publishes a dispatch from Yokohama say- 
ing that itis officially stated that Japan 
will the American ministers at 
Tokio and Pekin to submit the proposals 
for peace that China may make. 

It is now stated that the Chinese losses 
at the battleof Port Arthur were 3000 men. 
It is reported that a large number of 
Chinese troops fled on the night of Nov. 21, 
& way of escape being specially opened for 
them by the Japanese. 

Another account says that during the

forces fled to the warships that were held 
in readiness for the embarking of the 
troops In the event of the position becom- 
ing untenable. The Japanese squadron 
fired upon and sank two of the warships. 

The advance guard of Marshal Oyama's 
army—the second Japanese army—has 
started on the march to New-Chwang. 

During the six hours’ heavy fighting in 
the main attack upon Port Arthur the de- 
fenders maintained a vigorous fire from 
100 guns. 

The report is confirmed of the « capture 
at Port Arthur by the Japanese of the 
special correspondent of Reuter’s Tele 
gram company. The Japanese suspected 
him of being an officer in the Chinese 
service. 

No Chinese version of the fighting at 
Port Arthur has been received yet. It is 

lieved here thata Japanese army will 
land east of Wei-Hai-Wei, attack that 
place from the rear, and, after its capture, 
march to Pekin. 


The Merry War Goes On. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Nov. 27. — Last 
week Miss Ryan, the 17-year-old teacher, 
who had been forcibly ejected from the 
Gray’s Plain school at Newtown by the 
faction led by Sehoo! Committeman Win- 
ton, secured an injunction restraining 
those opposed to her from further molest- 
ing her. Yesterday the anti-Ryanites 
opened another school at theirown ex- 
pense. They have installed two teachers. 
Miss Ryan had but two scholars yester- 
day, and the Winton faction say she will 
have no more if it takes every dollar 
they've got. 

Fighting Tuberculosis Tests. 

Worcester, Mass., Noy. 27.—The farm- 
ers of this vicinity met at Auburn yester- 
day and started what promises to be a 
stubborn opposition to the tuberculosis 
tests on cattle by the state cattle com- 
mission. They intend to procure legal ad- 
vice as to their rights, and to petition the 
United States circuit court to issue an in- 
junction restraining the commission from 
continuing the tests until after the 
law has been changed, so that they can re- 
cover full value of the animals destroyed.

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Editorial Comment, 


Ir Is sincerely hoped that the City Coun- 
cil will not appropriate money to build any 
more expensive brick school houses. The 
city cannot afford such costly structures 
—the tax rate is already too high, 
mainly caused by building brick school 
houses where thoroughly wooden ones 
could have been put up and would have 
answered the purpose far better for much 
less money. 

Our brick school houses are ugly in the 
extreme, through no fault of the arehitect, 
but because the City Council in its blind 
rush for that class of buildings could ill 
afford to appropriate money for artistic 
structures, This city, which is renowned 
from one end of the country to the other 
for its schools, is also famous for the most 
hideous school houses in the land. They 
are simply piles of brick. The day when 
people will tolerate any more such strac- 
tures is past. The World’s Fair has taught 
us to henceforth look for the beautiful in 
architecture as well as in paintings aud 
sculptnre. 

If the city cannot afford to erect brick 
school houses of which it may well be 
proud then it should build wooden struc- 
tures, A well planned school house, and 
by this we mean one thatis artistic in all 
of its details and one that is planned by an 
architect of known ability, thoroughly 
built, and equipped with the most approved 
ventilating and heating system, can be 
built for far less cost than a hideous brick 
structure of equal seating capacity and 
will last as many years and will always be 
an ornament to the locality in which it is 
situated. 

It is claimed by the opponents of the 
wooden school houses that it costs consid- 
erable to paint them. The cost of painting 
a wooden structure occasionally is offset 
several times over by the saving on interest. 

The yearly interest on an 8-room brick 
building costing about $25,000 at 4 per cent. 
is $1000, on a wooden building, same size, 
costing say $15,000, is $600. 

The old High school building has been 
in use 42 years, the Adams school 39) years, 
the Coddington school 39 years, the Wash- 
ington school 36 years, the Wollaston 21 
years and the Quincy school 21 years. 
All of these building are as fresh looking 
as they were the day they were dedicated. 

To say that brick buildings will outlast 
wooden ones is a fallacious argument. A 
brick building in appearance ages much 
faster than a wooden one. What is more 
unsightly than a great brick building with 
its walls covered with salt which has slowly 
oozed out, giving it an appearance of being 
whitewashed ? 

The city already has upwards of $250,000 
tied up in brick schoolhouses, Nobody 
doubts but what the High school should be 
of brick, but building every other structure 
of that material is little short of extrava- 
gance. 

Norfolk Downs and ‘the Rail”’ 
asked for schoolhouses. To build them of 
brick means at the lowest estimate an 
addition of $50,000 tothe debt. To build 
them of wood means a saving of $20,000, 
and $800 a year on interest, 

To locate an ugly brick schoolhouse 
among a village of pretty wooden houses is 
on a par with a man going about the 
streets in his shirt-sleeves and wearing a 
new silk hat. 

People are crying that their taxes are 
too high, here is a chance to effect a saving 
of over $20,000. Building brick school- 
houses every year is what increases the tax 
rate from year to year.

Few eEpbiTors would allow a _ corre- 
spondent to be as ‘‘ frank’? and personal 
as did the LepGeR yesterday when it 
opened its columns to “June.’’ Her 
statement, that ‘‘ the thought never entered 
my mind asto which candidate might or 
might not profit by it’’ will have to be 
taken with a pound of salt.

The city however proposes to pay 
in 30 years the entire cost of the works, and 
it is these instalments which are at present 
somewhat of a burden. The income next 
year is expected to pay some of the 
maturing instalment and in a very few 
years will take care of it all, 

Because new works could have been

The Present City Government Not 
Doing What It Should. 


—_— 


IS THE MAYOR RESPONSIBLE ? 


——S+ 


Why the City Council Has Not Grappled 
with the Question, 


The alarming spread of diphtheria fol- 
lowed by the preemptory closing of the 
Coddington and Adams schools again calls 
the attention of the citizens to the fact that 
there is one important question which af- 
fects the welfare and above all else the 
health of our rapidly growing city. From 
the different wards comes the call for some 
plan for a sewerage system, the lack of 
which isa menace to public health and 
which retards the growth of the city. 
Every physician in our city readily testifies 
to the great importance of the solving of 
this great problem, and every citizen knows 
the result of imperfect drainage. 

Ten years ago, 1884, a committee of sev- 
eral of our most influential citizens stated 
in their report, ‘‘No subject can be of more 
importance to a community than the proper 
disposal of its sewerage.’ ‘‘The failure to 
provide proper drainage, places upon any 
thickly settled community the responsibili- 
ty of a considerable number of needless 
deaths every year; and one of the first 
duties of the public to each citizen, when it 
becomes impossible for private resources 
to provide proper facilities for drainage is 
to construct a public sewer.” 

In the following year, by reference to 
the Town Reports, one will find that com- 
mittees composed of prominent men studied 
the question, and all admitted that it was 
a necessity to have a system of sewerage, 
but the citizens are aware that this im- 
portant question, like many others, was 
referred to the incoming city government 
to study. 

In ex-Mayor Porter's first message to the 
City Council, in obedience to public senti- 
ment and his own knowledge of the situa- 
tion, he advised the City Council to pay 
attention to this important question, and 
the Council, after consideration, petitioned 
the Legislature for an act. 

In 91 and ’92 Mayor Fairbanks referred 
at length to this important matter saying 
‘*the first problem in any city is to furnish 
the citizens with a bountiful supply of 
good water, and the next problem is to 
adopt a plan to dispose of the impure and 
waste water for the protection of the pub- 
lic health.”’ 

The act given by the Legislature was not 
accepted by a two-thirds vote for various 
reasons, prominent among which was the 
opinion that in certain sections the demand 
for water was more important, and also 
that the State Board did not favor the 
plan. It is well known that since the city 
took the water works that the mains have 
been extended in many directions, and the 
need of a sewerage system is more im- 
perative than ever. 

What do we find the present year? 
Mayor Hodges, as every one knows, was 
against the purchase of the water works, 
and if his opinion had prevailed this 
matter would not have been settled for 
many years, and every year would have 
added to the value of the property, and no 
extensions could have been made in any 
section, for the Water Company was not in 
a financial condition to grant the demand 
for the extension of pipes. But by a very 
large majority of the citizens, the opinion 
of the present Mayor was not sustained. 
How many of the citizens today would vote 
to give back to the company the works for 
the price it paid, and resume the old state 
of affairs, 

So in case of the sewerage question, the 
Council has not considered the question 
the present year. Why? 

Because Mayor Hodges advised it not to 
do so. Does His Honor realize the fact. 
that the duty to the public requires him to 
study the interest of the whole city, as 
well as to his giving his time to the minor 
details, Does he not realize that if the 
City Cauncil devised any plan, that it 
would have to go to the State Board of 
Health for advice and approval, then to 
the Legislature for an act, then to the 
people for their acceptanve? Does not 
this take months and years before anything 
can be done ? 

In Mr. Moxon, the citizens have a can- 
didate who heartily believes that the 
Council should take up their work imme - 
diately. His utterances have been to that 
effect and is it pot the duty of the citizens 
to support at the polls one who will give 
time and thought to this public necessity, 
in place of saying “nothing should be 
done.’’ The city needs a man alive to the 
interest of our growing city, one who 
studies the broad problems affecting our 
city, and would not be content to devote 
his energies simply to the mere routine of 
running himself every department. We 
need a man who can give some thought for 
the future welfare of our city, and that 
man is Stephen O, Moxon.

THE CITY CAMPAIGN 


The Purchase of the Water Works and 
the Legislative Act. 

Mr. or Mrs., Miss or Master “June” 
bas at last touched a business question 
which should be the only real topic for dis- 
cussion in the city campaign. He or she 
asserts coolly that the city was prevented 
from obtaining the right to build new water 
works which could be constructed at a 
price some $200,000 less than che sum paid 
forthe existing plant. Does “June or 
any one else forget, that the city did ebtain 
from the Legislature the right to construct 
a new water supply. There was, however, 
one very important condition to be com- 
plied with by the city before any water 
could be distributed to its people, viz. : 
“The city must first purchase the exist- 
ing plant.” This was insisted upon by the 
Legislature which framed the Act, and has 
been the course followed in similar cases 
by each succeeding Legislature since that 
time. 

The extraordinary demand by the citi- 
zens for water service under a city admin- 
istration is a clear demonstration of the 
correctness of the position of Mr. Moxon 
(and others) that it was unwise for the city 
to spend perhaps several years in attempt- 
ing to obtain from the Legislature a right 
to erect a new water supply in competition 
with a private corporation, only at last to 
find that such right could not be obtained. 
In the meantime the city would surely 
have been a severe sufferer from the in- 
ability of the private company to extend 
its work to meet the demand for water for 
the use of its citizens, and for increased 
protection against fire. Mr. Moxon can 
not be made to lose any business man’s 
vote upon the question by any such argu- 
ment as that presented by Mr. or Mrs. 
“June.” 

As to citizenship. The city is now about 
to choose an official who shall be the 
managing director in its corporate affairs. 
It is of vital importance to the city that the 
best material available should be selected. 
It is also to be hoped that the city will 
continue to go forward instead of relapsing 
into the old town methods, and it will be 
fortunate indeed for the cityif in the im- 
mediate future it has the same good 
business qualities applied to the great 
sewer and light questions as were used so 
very clearly tothe advantage of the city 
when it was determined to purchase the 
water supply. 

Mr. Moxon however, is in good standing 
as to his citizenship. His course in this 
matter being especially commendable. 
Coming to Boston in search of health he 
became interested in the country. Since 
that time he has been (with exception of 
about two months,) a constant resident. 
After 20 years residence he became a 
citizen by proper naturalization process. 
No good citizen who desires prosperity for 
our city will vote agains: Mr, Moxon on 
account of his standing as a_ citizen. 
While it would seem that many would vote 
for him in the hope at least that the city 
would be rescued from a continuation of 
the business policy which prevailed under 
Mr. Hodges as a selectman, and from an- 
other year of the present mismanage- 
ment of some of the most important de- 
partment of the city.

LEGAL FEES. 


An Exorbitant Bill Which Mayor Hodges 
Refused to Pay 
To the Editors of Daily Ledger: 

The most determined opponent of Mr. 
Hodges this year is Mr. J. W. McAnarney. 
For two years he was city solicitor under 
Mayor Fairbanks and during that time he 
was the means of certain eminent counsel 
in Boston, getting over $20,000 in fees. 
He in conjanction with a Boston lawyer 
has at the present time a bill of $4,500 
against the Woodward fund for legal ser- 
vices. This bill was made inalump sum 
and was returned by the managers of the 
Woodward fund with the request that it be 
itemized. The bill was sent back with 
$85 as cash spent itemized, and the rest 
$4,415 in a lump sum. 

This bill was shown to counsel of un- 
doubted integrity and ability, who varied 
in the estimate of what the services 
rendered were worth, from $300 to $1000. 
Since it became known to Mr, McAnarney 
that the managers of the Woodward fund 
objected to the payment of this exorbitant 
bill, no request has been made for its 
settlement. It is evident that the reason 
he is waiting is that he expects that the 
bill will be paid under a new mayor and 
another board of managers appointed by 
anew mayor. The lawyers consulted were 
unanimous in saying that the fee charged 
was out of all proportion to the services 
rendered. a 

Tae above explanation accounts fur Mr. 
McAnarney’s enmity towards the present 
administration and the z2alous work he is 
doing to defeat Mr. Hodges, This work 
has been going on since the early part of 
the year when he found that the managers 
objected to the bill. “*

Congressman Catohings Thinks It Tos Big 
a Problem For the Approaching Short 
Sesion to Dispose Of. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 80.—The action of 
Great Britain with reference to the Mos- 
quito territory has aroused some inquiry 
relative to the status of the Nicaragua 
canal bill in congress, and as to the pros- 
pect of its favorable consideration during 
the approaching session. Bills were intro- 
duced during the last session, both in the 
senate and house, and were quite similar 
in essential features, both previding foran 
issue of $70,000,000 worth of bonds, the 
payment of which is to be assured by the 
government. 

General Catchings was asked what he 
thought of the prospect of the bills. While 
nota member of the house committee 
having the bill in charge, his position as 
a member of the committee on rules 
inakes his position worth considering. He 
said: ‘The house has not yet had an op- 
portunity to maturely consider this canal 
question and has not made up its mind 
onit. It is too big a problem for a session 
asshort as that which is approaching. 
Consequently, Ido not believe that we 
shall solye the canal question this 
winter.”’ 

Senator Morgan in his report quotes 
figures, giving €87,799,570 as the outside 
cost of the canal, and he says that the 
promoters of the enterprise have expended 
$8,099,971 of their own money on it. 

It is semi-officially stated that Great 
Britain’s notes to Nicaragua only inti- 
mated that Great Britain could not recog- 
nize the validity of certain decrees re 
cently issued by the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment. This has already been explained to 
the government of the United States. 


Collision In Boston Harbor. 
Boston, Novy. 30,—The fishing schooner 
Gracie Benson, of Provincetown, was 
run down in Boston harbor Wednesday 
morning and six of her crew were drowned. 
The schooner was on her way home from 
Boston. She had reached a point between 
Boston and Bug light when a steamer, 
which proved to be the Reading of the 
Philadelphia and Reading company, was 
sighted coming head pn directly for the 
schooner.

MOXON AND REFORM. 


Vote on Tuesday for Stephen 0. Moxon 
and a Business Administration. 
To the Voters of Quincy: 

Mr. Moxon is a naturalized citizen. 
This is the principal argument made by 
those who oppose his candidacy for the 
position of Mayor of this city. The facts 
are these: He first came to this country 
twenty-Gve years ago, has resided in 
Quirey eighteen years and became a citi- 
zen four years since. All honor to him, I 
say, for not seéking citizenship until he 
had passed the time which our native 
Americans are required to attain before 
they can become voters. 

The Republican aspirants have always 
been active in urging the naturalization of 
those of foreign birth whose votes they 
could control, but if it happens that a man 
of this class is nominated for a responsible 
office, the politicians are immediately hor- 
ror-stricken. 

The average office-seeker does not hesi- 
tate to cater for the votes of naturalized 
citizens and I do not believe that a most 
rapid A. P. A. candidate would be averse 
to receiving such support. ‘There were 
half a dozen or more, who were itching for 
the mayoralty nomination, and I knew 
that when the matter was decided those 
who suffered defeat would be affected with 
political cholic. The men who are most 
ubjust in their criticism of the present nom- 
inee are those who have always denounced 
me for not voting for unfit! men whose 
names were upon the regular party ticket. 


Sound Principles. 


My American priuciples extend to cor- 
rupt and incompetent candidates wherever 
found, be they Irishmen, Yankees, D2mo- 
crats or Republicans. I am in sympathy 
with the A. P. A., so far as that movement 
tends to strengthen our American institu- 
tions,to resist onslauzhts from every source, 
but I do not intend to let bigotry override 
my honest convictioas. I know Mr. 
Moxon to be a man of wide experience in 
a successful business career, with a large 
knowledge of city affairs and a desire to 
administer the same upon sound principles. 
I believe, if elected, his administration will 
vonvince you of the Accuracy of this state- 
ment, Speedy action is necessary to save 
the city from bankruptcy. The situation 
demands the election of efficient men to 
positions of trust. Let the future policy of 
the city be to incur no additional debts, The 
borrowing system is a most disastrous one. 
The obligations for extravagant expendi- 
tures are not lessened by delays in meeting 
the same. A man may mortgage his prop- 
erty and spend the money thus obtained in 
riotous living. It may be fun for him but his 
family will not enjoy the results of his de- 
pravity. Bequests in the shape of unpaid 
notes are not indications of prosperity. 

I would suggest as a further remedy for 
our unfortunate fiuancial condition, that 
the city charter be so amended as to pro- 
vide that ali councilmen shall be elected at 
large. In the wards where the most dan- 
geroug elements exist, ccuncilmen are 
elected who will serve the rabble. Stringent 
measures must be adopted in order to place 
incompetency in a straight jacket. As the 
matter now stands, every political tramp 
desires to pose as the lion of his own ward, 
while he makes an ass of himself with the 
genera! public. 

Official Incompetency. 


The existing condition of our munici- 
pality fills one with regret that the good 
old town meeting system has been sup- 
planted. In those days an attempt at 
political jobbery could be easily detected 
and suppressed, but now the City Council 
knows beforehand the attitude of all its 
members on important measures which 
will come up for action, so that they can 
trade votes in such a manner as to per- 
petuate themselves in office at the expense 
of their suffering constituents. I believe 
that a competent Council would not have 
foisted upon us the extravagant abortion 
called a brick schoolhouse at West Quincy. 
It is a monument of folly to all who have 
shared in the responsibility for its erection 
from the architect down to the hod-carrier. 
What a comfort it would be to those who 
are compelled to gaze upon the structure 
daily, if, like the chameleon it could 
change its spots. I cannot refrain from 
also alluding to our High school building, 
the granite trimmings of which provoked 
sO great a controversy in the Couucil that 
the result of that sanguinary contest is 
apparent to all who vicw the edifice. If 
the tower, called a fire escape, had been 
placed in the rear its utility would not 
have been lessened and the purposes of 
ornamentation greatly enhanced thereby. 
Most of our public buildings which have 
recently been erected are startling me- 
morials of political blnndering and ex- 
travagance, and some measures should be 
taken torelieve the city from a repetition 
of such nonsense, 

A Blunder, 

The most glaring mistake of Mr. Hodges 
administration was the displacement of 
Mr. Ewell, one of the most efficient com- 
missioners of public works who ever served 
in that capacity, and appointing to the 
position a man who, having sufficient 
business of his own to engross his atten- 
tion, should not have undertaken the 
Management of city affairs. No man 
should be appointed to an office which 
commands a yearly salary of $2000 unless 
he can devote his whole time to its duties. 
The expenditures for our highways daring 
the past year have been excessive and I 
feel sure that you will agree with me that 
their present deplorable condition has not 
been equalled at this season. I have 
always been a cheerful taxpayer, but when I 
see how recklessly the city’s income has 
been squandered, I must protest against 
the election of officials who are responsible 
for such wanton use of the taxpayer's 
money.

OUR LIFE SAVING SERVICE, 


An Abstract From the General Superim 
tendent’s Report Showing the Good 
Work Accomplished by That Branch. 
WasHINGTON, Noy. $0.—The following 

is an abstract of the report of the general 

superintendent of the life saving service: 

The establishment embraced at the 

close of the last fiscal year 865 stations, 

182 being on the Atlantic, 51 on the lakes 

and 133 on the Pacific. 

The number of disasters to dooumented 
vessels within the fleld of the operations 
during the year, was 880. There were on 
board these vessels 4054 persons, of whom 
8993 were saved and 01 lest. The number 
of shipwrecked persons who received suc- 
cor at the stations were 658, to whom 1501 
days of the aggregate was afforded. 

The estimated valueof the vessels in- 
volved in the disasters was $6,913,635, and 
that of their cargoes §¥,¥76,975, making a 
total value of property imperiled §9,890,610. 
Of this amount $7, 170 was saved and 
$2,202,440 lost. 

The number of vessels totally lost was 
91. In addition to the foregoing there 
were during the year 214 casualties to 
small craft, such as sailboats, rowboats, 
etc., on which there were 467 persons, #0) 
of whom were saved and seven lost.

80.—Amid the roar of an 
immense tidal wave beating against the 
shores of Puget Sound, 600 feet of Taco- 
ma’s ocean docks plunged into Commence- 
ment bay yesterday morning.

At 1:20a. m. the filled-ia portion of the 
ocean docks was still settling, and the ac- 
cident began to assume the form of a ca- 
lamity to the city. H. H. Alyer’s boat- 
house, containing himself, wife and six 
children, was turned upside down, spill- 
ing the children out of their bunks into 
the icy water, and itis feared that one of 
them is drowned. John Hanson, a watch- 
man at the Northern Pacific hydraulic 
pump, went down in the debris and cannot 
be found. 

The tire department was called out at 
night and 500 more people had gathered at 
the wharf. For adistance of 1500 feet the 
ocean dock had settled, and it was feared 
the big wheat elevators would pitch into 
the bay. All the cattle pens of the North- 
ern Pacific, together with the offices of 
the company, went down to the ground, 
and fire at once broke out, and the pump- 
ing station soon disappeared in the debris
